Golder's-hill. Church-end, being a ſmall cluſter of houſes near the 


church, is about ſeven miles from London. 
This pariſh, which lies in the hundred of Goare, is ſeven miles in Boundaries 


length from north to ſouth, and from two to four in breadth ; it is dang 
bounded by Hampſtead, Finchley, Edgware, Kingſbury, and Wilſ— 

don, in Middleſex, and by Barnet, Totteridge, and Shenley, in 
Hertfordſhire. It contains 8204. acres of land, of which about 

300 are arable, about 120 woodland, the remainder paſture and 
meadow. The ſoil is for the moſt part clay, with a mixture of Soil. 
gravel, The quota paid to the land-tax is 1670l. 158. 2d. which, Land-tax. 
in the year 1794, was at the rate of 18. 11d. in the pound.

We are told by Dart, that Offa, King of the Mercians, gave Ble- 
kingham or Bleccenham, in Middleſex, to Weſtminſter-abbey *; that 
Archbiſhop Dunſtan gave them Loyerlege or Loyerſley, which he 
had bought of King Edgar, ſix houſes, bought alſo of the King 
at that place, and five in Bleccenham ; and that he afterwards gave 
them the manor of Heandune, in which, or at leaſt to which ap- 
pertaining, were the former donations of Blekingham and Loyerſley, 
and a farm called Cowenlaw*. King Edward by his charter con- 
firmed to the church of Weſtminſter 20 hides of land in Heandune. 
This charter is the earlieſt record mentioned by Dugdale *; indeed 
the authority of the more ancient charters, from which Dart col- 
lected his information, has been much ſuſpeRed *® In the Con- 
queror's ſurvey the manor of Handone is ſaid to have been taxed 
at 20 hides. The land was of 16 carucates; 10 hides were in de- 
meſne, on which were three ploughs. The villans employed eight 
ploughs, and might find work for five more. The prieſt had a 
virgate of land; three villans each half a hide, and ſeven villans 
each one virgate; 16 villans half a virgate each, and 12 bordars 
half a hide jointly. There were ſix cottars, and one ſlave : meadow 
equal to two oxgangs; pannage for a thouſand hogs, and 108. 
rents: in the whole valued at 81.; in King Edward's time at 121. 
This manor, adds the record, was and is part of the demeſnes of 
the church of St. Peter. 

Gervaſe de Blois, Abbot of Weſtminſter, a natural ſon of King 
Stephen, who is accuſed of having alienated many of the poſſeſſions 
of his church, granted the manor of Hendon to Gilbert, the ſon of 
Gunter, ſubject to a rent of 4ol. per ann.“. The manor continued 
in lay hands till the year 1312, when Richard le Rous, who held it

under the abbot and convent of Weſtminſter*, gave it to the mo- 
naſtery in exchange for that of Hodford in the ſame pariſh. The 
manor being thus recovered, continued in the poſſeſſion of this 
convent till its diſſolution, when it was ſeized by the crown and 
made part of the endowment of the ſhort-lived biſhopric of Weſt- 
minſter. Biſhop 'Thirlby in 1550 ſurrendered it to King Edward“, 
who granted it the ſame year to Sir William Herbert“. It con- 
tinued in a younger branch of his family till the year 1757, 
when it was aliened by Henry Arthur, Earl of Powis, (who in- 
herited this and other eſtates of the laſt Marquis of Powis,) to Mr. 
Clutterbuck, in truſt for the celebrated David Garrick „ then pa- 
tentee of Drury-lane theatre. It was purchaſed of Mr. Garrick's 
deviſees in the year 1790 by John Bond, Eſq. the preſent pro- 
prietor. | 


When Cardinal Wolſey, after loſing the favour of his ſovereign, Hendon- 


ſet out on his journey towards Yorkſhire, he lodged the firſt night 


at the Abbot of Weſtminſter's place at Hendon “.

Sir Edward, ſecond ſon of Sir William 
Herbert, (afterwards Earl of Pembroke, ) died 
ſeiſed of it anno 37 Eliz.

It was purchaſed, about the middle of the preſent century, by Tho- 
mas Snow, Eſq. and is now the property of George Snow, Eſq. of 
Langton in Dorſetſhire. The preſent occupier is George Peters, 
Eſq. before whole time it had been ſucceſſively in the tenure of the 
Earl of Northampton and Mr. Aiſlabie. The old manſion was 
pulled down by Mr. Snow. There was formerly a very remark- 
able cedar-tree at this place, which was blown down by the high 
wind on the 1ſt of January 1779. Sir John Cullum gives its di- 
menſions thus: the height 70 feet; diameter of the horizontal extent 
of its branches, 100 feet; circumference of the trunk at 7 feet from 
the ground, 16 feet; at 12 feet from the ground, 20 feet; the limbs 
from 6 to 12 feet in girth. He adds, that the gardener, two years 
before it was blown down, made Fol. of the cones ®, 


In the year 1295, Emma, reli&t of Nicholas de Liſle, ſurren- 
dered to the king all thoſe lands in Hendon which came to 
her by the grant of Henry de Wilemundele and Mabella his 
wife.

of Weſtminſter ", As this is the firſt inſtance wherein this 
manor appears among the property of that church, I think it 
probable that it was this eſtate in Hendon, which they had then 
juſt acquired. The grant of Hodford, in this pariſh, to Richard 
le Rous, by way of exchange, has been mentioned before. It 
ſoon afterwards, together with the manor of Cow-houſe, came into 
the Scrope family. Sir Richard le Scrope, of Bolton, gave them 
both to Richard the Second *', who, about the year 1398, granted 
them again to Weſtminſter-abbey *. They were among the eſtates 
which, upon the diſſolution of the monaſtery, were ſettled upon 
the dean and chapter of Weſtminſter, to which body they ſtill belong. 

Richard Rook, in 1366, gave a meſſuage, two tofts, 646 acres 
of arable land, 39 of meadow, 100 of wood, and 478. 6d. rents, 
in Hendon, which he held under their manor, to the abbot 
and convent of Weſtminſter. The arable land was valued at only 
a penny an acre, being ſo dry and ſtony that it could not be tilled 


without a great deal of manure **. Perhaps this eſtate was the Manor of 
ſame with the manor of Frith or New-Hall, which manor New-Hal..

Mrs. Porter, the celebrated tragic actreſs, reſided for many years

at Highwood-hill. Peter Collinſon, eminent for his 
knowledge in natural hiſtory, had a houſe at Mill-hill, where he 
planted a botanical garden *', which is ſtill kept up by his ſon Mi- 
chael Collinſon, Eſq. the preſent proprietor. At Highwood-hill is 
a mineral ſpring of a cathartic quality, which was formerly incloſed 
at the expence, as it is ſaid, of Rachael Lady Ruſſel, who had a 
villa in the neighbourhood. In ſome of her letters, which are in 
print, ſhe ſpeaks of her reſidence at Totteridge. 

The pariſh church conſiſts of a double chancel, a nave, and two 
aiſles, with octagonal pillars and pointed arches. At the weſt end 
is a ſquare embattled tower. On the north wall of the chancel are 
the monuments of William Herbert, Lord Powis “, 1655 ; Judith, 
wife of Mr. William Bell“, 1722; and John Croſſe, Eſq.

The church of Hendon, which is dedicated to the Virgin Mary, Retry bad 


had formerly a rectory and a vicarage. The reQory was a ſinecure ”, 

In 1258, Richard de Crokeſley, abbot of Weſtminſter, reſigned it 
to Fulk Baſſet, Biſhop of London, reſerving the right of patron- 
age, and an annual penſion of two marks, the rectory being then 
valued at 30 marks. In 1477, the church of Hendon was appro- 
priated to the abbot and convent of Weſtminſter **, from which time 
they had the patronage of the vicarage **. The rectory and advow- 
ſon were granted with the manor to the Herberts, and continued for 
ſeveral generations in their family. The advowſon is ſtill held with 
the manor, but the great tithes are divided amongſt ſeveral pro- 
prietors. 

In 1650, it was reported to the commiſſioners appointed to inquire 
into the ſtate of eccleſiaſtical benefices, that the parſonage of Hendon 
(worth about 1901. per ann.) lately belonged to Sir Percy Herbert, 
a recuſant convict; that the vicarage, with the houſe, &c. was worth 
about 551.; and that Francis Wareham, an able miniſter put in by 
the parliament, was the incumbent, to whom an augmentation of 
371. per ann. had been granted by the committees ®. The endow- 
ment of the vicarage is among the records of the church of Weſt- 
minſter ©. It comprehends all the ſmall tithes ſubje& to ſome par- 
ticular uſages, as appears by an account drawn up by Meſhach Smith

vicarage depended principally upon the lambs. When the rectory 
was ſeized into the king's hands, in conſequence of the Marquis of 
Powis's attainder, a patent paſſed the great ſeal for charging it with 
an annuity of 1001. per annum, to be paid out of the great tithes for 
ever, as an augmentation of the vicarage **; but the grant became 
null, for the reaſon before mentioned in the account of the manor ©. 
The preſent vicar is Jeffrey Snelſon, M. A. who in 1787 ſucceeded 
Carrington Garrick, M. A. nephew of David Garrick, Eſq.

The population of this pariſh appears to have been nearly the ſame 

a century ago as it is now. The number of burials varies according 
to the number of ſtrangers interred, which in ſome years is very con- 
ſiderable. The preſent number of houſes is 240: in 1665 there were 
only 40 burials ; which affords a preſumption that this pariſh eſcaped 


the effects of the fatal plague that year.

Mrs. Wentworth, reli& of General Wentworth, died at Mill-Hill 
in this pariſh, in September 1788, at the age of 92. 

In the year 1681, Robert Daniel bequeathed the ſum of 20001. 
to purchaſe lands for the purpoſe of building an alms-houſe within 


12 miles of London, for the ſupport of fix poor men and four 


women. The produce of the eſtates for the firſt ten years was to 
be appropriated to building the houſe, and eſtabliſhing a fund for 
repairs. The penſioners were to be 50 years of age at the leaſt ; to 
be allowed 3s. each weekly, a loaf and a ſhilling at Chriſtmas, and 
to be clothed ; their uniform, grey cloth lined with orange : Four of 
the men and two of the women to be elected from among the 
donor's neareſt of kin: The ableſt, wiſeſt, ſtrongeſt, and moſt 
learned of the men” to read prayers every morning and evening. 
A freehold eſtate in Oxfordſhire was purchaſed with the money ; 
and by a decree in Chancery, anno 1727, the houſe was ordered to 
be built at Hendon, the ſum of 4001. being allowed for that pur- 
poſe. The eſtate, which is under the management of truſtees, as 
appointed by the above-mentioned decree, now produces 861. per 
annum. | | 

In 1724 there were two charity-ſchools at Hendon, in which 
20 boys and 10 girls were clothed and taught”, The preſent 
ſchool-houſe was built in 1767, on the waſte adjoining to the 
alms-houſe, at the expence of Mr. John Bennet ; who, by his will 
dated 1777, bequeathed towards its ſupport the ſum of 1001. John 
Croſſe, Eſq. in 1772, left to this pariſh the ſum of 250 l.; a part of 
the intereſt of which (viz. 71. 108.) was to be appropriated to the 
charity-ſchool; the remainder to the purchaſing certain copies of 
the Whole Duty of Man, to the intent that one might be preſented

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to every couple married in Hendon church. Richard Freelove, 
Gent. in 1775, left 100 l. to the charity-ſchool. There are now 
70 children in the ſchool; 40 of whom are clothed ; half of them 
from the fund, and the remainder by the bounty of individuals by 
whom they are nominated. There are 60 children alſo in a Sunday 


ſchool; 3o of whom, being girls, are clothed at the ſole expence of 
Mrs. Cornwall. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Parſons, in 1751, left the ſum of 1001., and her BenefaQions. 


ſiſter Martha the ſame ſum, for the purpoſe of keeping in repair — 
their family vault: the intereſt, when not wanted for that purpoſe, 

to be given to poor perſons not receiving alms. Theſe legacies have 

been veſted in the purchaſe of 3 per cent. Bank Annuities. Mr. 

Thomas Willis, with leſs regard to the poor, bequeathed recently 

the ſum of 28. 6d. per annum, being half the intereſt of 5 l., for 

the purpoſe of keeping his tomb clean; the remainder for a bottle 

of wine to the rector's warden, for ſeeing that it is done. 

It appears by an entry in the pariſh regiſter, that the church- 
wardens of Watford in Hertfordſhire are obliged to pay a noble per 
annum towards the repairs of the foot-bridge in the highway oppo- 
fite Clitterhouſe- lane. |

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HE earlieſt mention I have found of this place is in a charter 
of Henry the Second *, It is there written Heſtune, per- 
haps the ſame as Hegeſton—the incloſed town. 

The village of Heſton is ſituated at the diſtance of about ten miles 
and an half from Hyde Park Corner, and a mile and an half to the 
north of the great weſtern road. The pariſh lies in the hundred of 
Iſleworth, and is bounded by Cranford, Norwood, Iſleworth, and 
Bedfont. It is three miles and a furlong in length, two miles and a 
half in breadth, and about ten miles three furlongs in circumference. 
It contains, according to Glover's ſurvey *, (taken anno 1635,) 2654 
acres of land, of which, in his time, 1276 were arable, 610 paſture, 
81 wood, and 686 common, including a conſiderable part of Hounſ- 
low-heath. A modern calculation makes the quantity of arable land 
nearly the ſame, but diminiſhes the whole extent about 150 acres. 
The ſoil is in general a ſtrong loam, and is noted for producing 
wheat of a very fine quality. Camden ſpeaks of it as having, long 
before his time, furniſhed the royal table with bread * ; and Norden, 
who bears the ſame teſtimony to its ſuperior quality, ſays it was re- 
ported that Queen Elizabeth had“ the manchets for her highneſs'

of Cornwall, anno 1300, that he died ſeiſed of the manor of Iſle- 
worth, to which the hamlet of Heſton was annexed *© They were 
aſſigned the next year for the payment of a penſion granted to his 
widow *. In 1316, the manor of Heſton belonged to the Crown“. 
It became afterwards veſted in the maſter and wardens of St. Giles's 
hoſpital, who ſurrendered it to Henry VIII. in 15377. It continued 
in the crown till 1570, when Queen Elizabeth granted it to Sir Tho- 
mas Greſham *, who died in 1579, having made over the fee- 
ſimple of this and other manors to his wife. After her demiſe ? 
it was inherited by Sir William Read, her ſon by a former 
huſband. Sir William's only ſon, Sir Thomas Read, dying with- 
out iſſue, his eſtates were inherited by his daughter Anne, who 
married Sir Michael Stanhope, and left three daughters, coheirs, 
Jane, married to Lord Fitzwalter, and afterwards to Sir William 
Withipole ; Elizabeth, to George Lord Berkley; and Bridget, 
to George Earl of Deſmond '*®. The manor of Heſton was ſold 
by Sir Michael Stanhope's repreſentatives, about the year 1655", to 
Sir William Waller the parliamentary general, who died in 1668. 
It was ſoon afterwards purchaſed by Sir William Thompſon, Knt. ,

From him it deſcended to the 
late Robert Child, Eſq. whoſe widow married the Right Hon. Fran- 
cis Lord Ducie, and died May 23, 1793. It is now the property of 
Robert Dent, Eſq. and others, as truſtees for Lady Sarah Child, daugh- 
ter of the Earl of Weſtmoreland, and grand-daughter of Robert Child, 
Eſq. 

The name of Oſterle, or Orſterlee, firſt occurs in the reign 
of Edward I. when John de Orſterlee held two carucates of land 
in Iſleworth and Heſton *?. In the year 1443, John Ford of 
Iver, in the county of Bucks, releaſed to John Somerſet (Chan- 
cellor of the King's Exchequer,) and others, all right in the ma- 
nor of Ofterley, 15 meſſuages, and about 650 acres of land in 
Heſton and Norwood, which had been formerly the property 
of Thomas, ſon and heir of John Oſterley '*. It appears by an 
inquiſition taken in the reign of Edward IV. that John Somerſet 
died ſeiſed of a capital manſion newly built by him, at a place called 
Pyked Acre, the Manor of Oſterley, &c. The record adds, that he 
had granted the ſaid premiſes in fee to Thomas Kirkby Maſter of the 
Rolls, and William Bredon, who, in 1459, had aliened them to Rich- 
ard Plokyndon *. It appears by an inquiſition ad quod damnum 
taken that year, that it was Plokyndon's intention to give the manor 
of Oſterley to the brothers and ſiſters of the fraternity or guild of All 
Angels, (founded, as the record ſays, by the late John Somerſet,) for 
the purpoſe of endowing a chantry and hoſpital, being in part of

by the king's patent to enjoy. It ſeems doubtful whether Plokyn- 
don's endowment took effect; for it appears by the record of 
4 Edw. IV. above quoted, that, in the year 1462, he conveyed the 
manor of Oſterley to Philip Malpas, from whom it paſſed to John 
Fereby and John Wylkynſon, who, in the year (4 E. IV.) 1465, were 
ſeiſed of it in fee. In the year 1508, Hugh Denys, Eſq. died ſeiſed 
of the manor of Oſterley, and by his will bequeathed that and other 
manors to the prior and convent of Sheen, charged with certain pay- 
ments for the purpoſe of maintaining two prieſts in the chapel of All 
Angels, and ſeven poor men in the adjoining hoſpital. By an in- 
denture, bearing date 1530, the manor was conveyed, ſubject to the 
ſame payments, to the abbeſs and convent of Sion“. When the mo- 
naſtery of Sion was ſuppreſſed, and its revenue ſeized by the crown, 
Oſterley was granted to Henry Marquis of Exeter“, and, reverting 
to the crown upon his attainder, was given by Edward VI. in the 
firſt year of his reign, to the Duke of Somerſet '®. Being again for- 
feited by the duke's attainder, it was granted, in 1557, to Auguſ- 


tine Thaier . Between this period and 1570, it came into the poſ- 
ſeſſion of Sir Thomas Greſham ; for it appears, by the grant of 


Heſton in that year, that Oſterley was already his property, and that 
the park had been then lately incloſed. Having been thus united, 
the manors have ſince paſſed through the ſame hands. 

After Sir Thomas Greſham had incloſed the park at Oſterley, he Oſterley 
began to rebuild the manor-houſe, but it was not completed till the by Si The.

of the Ladie Greſham's, a faire and ſtately building of bricke erected 
& by Sir Thomas Greſham, Knight, citizen and marchant-adven- 
te turer of London, and finiſhed about anno 1577. It ſtandeth in a 
“ parke by him alſo impaled, well-wooded and garniſhed with manie 
& faire ponds, which afforded not only fiſh and fowle, as ſwanes and 
« other water foule, but alſo great uſe for milles, as paper milles, oyle 
© milles, and corne milles, all of which are now decayed (a corne 
« mill excepted). In the ſame parke was a very faire heronrie, for 
* the increaſe and preſervation whereof ſundrie allurements were de- 
“ viſed and ſet up, fallen all to ruine“.“ In the year 1578, Queen 
Elizabeth viſited Ofterley, where Sir Thomas Greſham entertained 
her majeſty in a very magnificent manner. The Deviſes of 
« Warre, and a Play at Awſterley, her highneſs being at Sir Thomas 
« Greſham's,” is the title of a pamphlet by Churchyard, not known 
to be now extant. It is mentioned at the end of one of his other 
works. Fuller tells a ſtory of the queen's viſit to Oſterley, which, 
though well known, ſhould not be omitted. Her majeſty having 
given it as her opinion, that the court before the houſe would look 
better divided with a wall, Sir Thomas Greſham in the night ſent 
for workmen to London, who ſo ſpeedily and fo ſilently performed 
their taſk that before morning the wall was finiſhed, to the great ſur- 
priſe of the queen and her courtiers, one of whom, however, ob- 
ſerved, that it was no wonder that he who could build a change 
ſhould ſo ſoon change a building *. Soon after Lady Greſham's 
death, Lord Chief Juſtice Coke (then attorney-general) appears to 
have been an inhabitant of Ofterley. His daughter, Bridget, was 
chriſtened in the chapel there on the 3d of January 1597 *. George 
Earl of Deſmond, and his Counteſs, (who was one of the co-heirs to 
the eſtate,) reſided at Oſterley ſeveral years. A very remarkable

abounds with curious anecdote : © Young Deſmond, (ſays Mr. Gar-

* where his wife had long lived with the ducheſs during his two 
years abſence beyond the ſeas, and hurried her away, half-un-

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Oſterley Houſe was rebuilt by Francis Child, Eſq. about the year 
1760. In the front, where was formerly a ſquare court, is now 
a ſpacious portico, ſupported by twelve columns of the Ionic order. 
The ancient ground-plan was, for the moſt part, preſerved, and the 
turrets at the corners remain, having been newly caſed. The houſe, 
from eaſt to weſt, is 140 feet in length, from north to ſouth 117. 
The inſide, which is fitted up with taſte and magnificence, was 
finiſhed by the late Robert Child, Eſq. who ſucceeded to his brother 
Francis's eſtates in 1763. The ſtair-caſe is ornamented with a 
fine painting, by Rubens, of the apotheoſis of William the Firſt, 
Prince of Orange, brought from Holland by Sir Francis Child. The 
moſt remarkable of the rooms are, a noble gallery 130 feet in length, 
containing a good collection of pictures by the old maſters, and ſome 
valuable portraits“; the ſtate bed-room, very magnificently furniſhed, 
and a drawing-room hung with beautiful tapeſtry procured at a great 
expence from the Gobeline manufactory in 1775. The library con- 
tains a large and valuable collection of books *', of which there is a 
printed catalogue drawn up by Dr. Morell in 1771. The houſe ſtands 
in the centre of a park containing about 350 acres. In the garden 
was a menagerie containing a large collection of rare birds, which has 
been diſperſed ſince the death of Lady Ducie. William Hayes, an 
ingenious artiſt, who keeps the poſt-office at South-Hall, is now 
publiſhing, in monthly numbers, coloured prints of rare and curious 
birds from the menagerie at Oſterley. The truſtees under Mr. Child's 
will are empowered and authoriſed, in caſe of his widow's de- 
miſe, to keep up the manſion-houſe at Oſterley (in the ſame ſtate 
in which it was during his life) till the heir ſhall be of age to take 
poſſeſſion.

The manor of Allcotts was granted * 
anno 1547, together with the ſite of the monaſtery of Sion, to Ed- ; 
ward Duke of Somerſet **; after whoſe attainder it remained in the 
crown till the year 1566, when it was granted by Queen Elizabeth 
to Sir Thomas Greſham *, being four years before he obtained the 
manor of Heſton. They have ſince paſſed, I preſume, through the 
ſame hands; but the manor of Allcotts is not now known. 

Edmund Fauconer, who died in 1398, was ſeiſed of a houſe and 
lands in the pariſhes of Heſton and Iſleworth, which he held for 
term of life, under Queen Iſabel, by a grant of Edward the Third. 

The value of the premiſes was 5 l. per annum; and the record adds, 

that the tenant was bound to ride among the reapers in the lord's Singular 
demeſnes at Iſleworth, upon the Bedrepe-day in Autumn, with a Dn 
ſparrow-hawk in his hand *. This eſtate (called Fawkner-field) is 

now part of the Child property. | 

Lands in Heſton deſcend by the cuſtom of borough-engliſh. 

The pariſh church, dedicated to St. Leonard, is a Gothic ſtructure, parim 
built principally of flints, and conſiſting of a nave, two aiſles, and a ch. 
double chancel ; on the ſouth fide of which is a ſmall aiſle, or chapel. 

At the weſt end of the church is a handſome ſtone tower, ſquare and 
embattled. Some of the pillars which divide the nave from the aiſles 
are circular, others octagonal; the arches pointed. The font is octa- 
gonal, and has a Gothic canopy. 

On the wall of the ſouth chancel are the monuments of the Right

The church of Heſton was given at a very early period to the 
Monks of St. Waleric in Picardy, to whom it was confirmed by 
Henry the Second“. They were proprietors of the rectory, and 
patrons of the vicarage, to which the Prior of Takeley (a cell to 
St. Waleric) preſented **. In the year 1391, the Prior of St. Wa- 
leric granted the rectory and advowſon of Heſton to the Warden 
and Fellows of Wincheſter College“, whoſe ſucceſſors ſurrendered 
them to the crown in 1544*. Queen Elizabeth granted them to 
Biſhop Grindall, and his ſucceſſors in the ſee of London ©. 

The reQory of Heſton was leaſed by Biſhop Juxon, in 1640, to 
Robert Long, Eſq. for three lives, paying a reſerved rent of 23 1. 
per annum. The yearly value was reported, upon a ſurvey taken 
in 1647, to be 250 l. The commiſſioners appointed to inquire into 
the ſtate of eccleſiaſtical benefices in 1650 reported, that Sir Thomas 
Stafford was leſſee of the rectory of Heſton in right of his lady, 
during her life and the lives of Sir William Killigrew and his lady ; 
that the reſerved rent was 24 l., and the annual value of the parſon-

were gentlemen's houſes; 20, farm-houſes; 18, public-houſes; 
and 225 ſhops and cottages. In the village of Heſton were 62 
houſes; in that part of Hounſlow which is in Heſton pariſh, 127; 
in Lampton, 31; in Sutton, 19 in Scratedge, 10; Spert, 4; Fern, 6; 
North-hide, 8; Cranford-end, 3; the Heath-houſes, 3; and at Small- 
bury-green, 6. The number of inhabitants was 1632 ; of theſe 15 1 
were lodgers ; of the reſident inhabitants 74.5 were grown perſons, 
(368 males, and 377 females,) and 736 children (351 males, and 
385 females). The ſoldiers in Hounſlow barracks, being 410 in 
number, (in July as above-mentioned,) are not included in this ac- 
count; nor thoſe quartered in Hounſlow, being 36 in number, on 
the Heſton fide, 
In 1603 there were 26 burials at Heſton, a number not much plague years, 
exceeding the average of that period; yet, as five perſons were 
buried out of one family within a few days, it is moſt probable that 
this pariſh was viſited with the plague. In 1625 there were 60 
burials; in 1665, 48. Thirteen perſons are ſaid to have died of the 


plague that year.

Anthony Collins, the celebrated deiſtical writer, is ſaid to have 
been born at Heſton in 1676 ©; but it appears by the regiſter at 
Iſleworth that he was baptized there. His father reſided many years 
in this pariſh, and lies buried in the chapel, on the ſouth ſide of the 
chancel, Catherine, ſiſter of Anthony, was baptized at Heſton in 
1692; and Elizabeth in 1693. 

Alice Danby gave a meſſuage called North-hide in this pariſh, and 
55% acres of land in Heſton and Norwood, for an obit ; at which it 
was cuſtomary to give away as much white bread as could be made 
of three buſhels of wheat, as much ale as could be made of four 


buſhels of malt, and twelve-pennyworth of cheeſe. Fourteen acres

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had been given to the pariſh alſo, previouſly to the Reformation, out 
of an eſtate called Grover's Place, for the purpoſe of diſtributing as 
many wafers at Eaſter as could be made of four buſhels of wheat. 
There was one acre and three roods belonging to the church, and 
one acre belonging to the poor; the produce of which (being in the 
reign of Edward VI. 28. per annum) was diſtributed on Good 
Friday“. Theſe ſmall parcels of land till belong to the pariſh, and 
are let at 3l. 158. per annum. The larger benefactions were ſeized 
by the crown at the Reformation, as having been appropriated to 
ſuperſtitious uſes. The following benefactions have been given ſince

During the inſurrection of the barons in King John's reign, 
William de Albini was ſummoned by Robert Fitzwalter to appear at 
the tournament at Hounſlow **. Among the records in the Tower is 
a patent **, bearing date 1217, (the firſt year of Henry III.) which 
grants ſafe conduct to four peers and twenty knights of Lewis the 
Dauphin, to go from Brentford to Hundeſlawe, for the purpoſe of 
holding a conference there with the ſame number of nobles and 
knights on the part of King Henry. | 

The priory at Hounſlow was founded in the thirteenth century ; 
but by whom or at what time is uncertain ", It was dedicated to the 
Holy Trinity, and belonged to the brethren of that order“; whoſe 
peculiar office it was to ſolicit alms for the redemption of captives.

Reed of Staple Inn has a MS. by Whitlocke Bulſtrode, in his own 
hand-writing, on the equivocal generation of plants, inſects, &c. 
dated 1692, and addreſſed to Sir Robert Southwell, P. R. 8. Sir 
Richard Bulſtrode his father, who was envoy at Bruſſels, died at St. 
German's at the great age of 101. There is a good portrait of him 
at Mrs. Bulſtrode's, who has alſo Kneller's picture of Whitlocke Bul- 
ſtrode, which has been engraved ; and ſome other portraits, among 
which is that of Dr. Lucas, author of an Eſſay on Happineſs, &c. 
Sir Richard Bulſtrode's Eſſays were publiſhed in 1715 by his ſon; 
and his Memoirs and Reflections on the Reign and Government of 
Charles I. and Charles II. by N. Miſt, in 1721. 

In the nave of the chapel is a ſmall monument with the effigies of a 
man in armour, and his wife, in kneeling attitudes; the inſcription is 
gone. On the weſt wall is a monument to the memory of Mary, wife 
of George Trevelyan, Eſq.“ of Nettlecombe in Dorſetſhire, who died in 
1646.

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and worn. Over the door is the following inſcription . Domus: 
DNI. ORNATA. A. D. 1710. A great part of the chapel was de- 
ſtroyed by fire about the beginning of the laſt century, and rebuilt 
by a brief. It appears by the date to have been repaired by Mr. 
Bulſtrode ſoon after his purchaſe of the manor. It has been long 
uſed as a chapel of eaſe for the inhabitants of Hounſlow. Anthony 
Roan, Eſq. auditor to Queen Elizabeth, gave 21. per ann. to the mi- 
niſter of the chapel, upon condition that the inhabitants ſhould con- 
tribute farther towards his ſupport. In 1659 the ſum of 30 l. per 
ann. was allowed by the committees to Samuel Rowles, then mi- 
niſter at Hounſlow **, Wetenhall Wilkes, miniſter of this chapel, in 
1748 publiſhed a poem called Hounſlow Heath. The preſent miniſter 
is the Rev. John Chapeau, appointed by the Bulſtrode family, in whom 
the property of the chapel, and the right of nomination, are veſted. 

A regiſter has been kept of the baptiſms and burials in this chapel 
during the greater part of the preſent century. The number of 
children baptized from 1730 to 1739 incluſive, was 175; of theſe 
101 were of Heſton, and 74 of Iſleworth pariſh. In the period of 
1780-9 there were only 57 children baptized, moſt of them belong- 
ing to Iſleworth pariſh; none to Heſton. The only burials du- 
ring the preſent century have been of the Bulſtrode family. 

The chantry-roll *, made in the reign of Edward VI. mentions an 


alms-houſe at Hounſlow, where divers poor and ſick perſons were 


maintained. It paid a quit-rent of 4d. to the lord of the manor, 
The ſite of this houſe was on the Ifleworth ſide, and was given to 
that pariſh, anno 1610, by Mrs. Margaret Hemp. 


Adjoining to the town of Hounſlow is an extenſive heath, con- 
taining, according to a ſurvey made in the year 1546”, 4293 acres 
of land, and lying and extending into the pariſhes and hamlets of

Hiſtory records it as having been the ſtation of armies, and, more reviewed 


than once, the rendezvous of the principal military force of this 298 


kingdom. In 1267, the Earl of Gloceſter, being at the head of the 
Londoners, then in a ſtate of rebellion, aſſembled his troops upon this 
heath, where it was his intention to give battle to King Henry, but 
fearing that the conteſt would prove unequal, he retreated before the 
arrival of the king's forces. King Charles's army is ſaid to have 
been entrenched upon Hounſlow-heath the day after the battle of 
Brentford in 1642. On the 23d of November that year, the Earl 
of Eſſex's army was muſtered there. On the 3d of Auguſt 1647 
there was a general rendezvous of the parliamentary forces under Sir 
Thomas Fairfax upon Hounſlow-heath, when there appeared 20,000 
foot and horſe, with a great train of artillery, upon which occaſion 
the Speakers of both houſes of parliament, and ſeveral of the mem- 
bers, were preſent *, The Perfect Diurnal gives the following ac-

After the review the army was quartered at Hounſlow and the adja- 
cent villages . James II. in the year 1686, encamped his army on 
Hounſlow-heath. In a MS. liſt of the Colonels in that camp“ are 
enumerated, among others, the Duke of Grafton, the Marquis of 
Worceſter, the Earls of Oxford, Shrewſbury, Peterborough, 'Hunt- 
ingdon, Litchfield, Craven, Bath, Plymouth, Scarſdale, Arran, Fe- 
verſham, and Dunbarton, and the Lords Lumley, Churchill, and 
Dartmouth. King James, by his letters patent, bearing date the ſame 
year, granted to John Shales, his heirs and aſſigns, the right and 
privilege of holding a daily market upon Hounſlow-heath, as long as 
the camp ſhould continue there, and during any future encampment 
upon the heath, and a weekly market on Thurſdays for ever“. This 
market is {till kept in the pariſh of Iſleworth, cloſe to the town of 
Hounſlow. The king granted alſo to the ſaid John Shales, by other 
letters patent, the power of holding an annual fair at the market-place 
upon Hounſlow-heath, to begin on the firſt of May, and continue 
12 days”. The right of theſe patents is now veſted in William 
Lowndes, Eſq. of Cheſham, Bucks. The fair has been diſcontinued. 
In the month of May 1688, King James was preſent in the camp at 
Hounſlow, when he was entertained by the Earl of Feverſham, who 
was commander in chief“. The Rev. Samuel Johnſon was taken

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HE name of this place has undergone a very material change. 
From the thirteenth to the ſixteenth century, public records 
call it Haringee, Haringhee, or Haringey. About Queen Eliza- 
beth's time it was uſually called Harnſey, or as ſome will have it, 
ſays Norden, Hornſey. If any thing is to be gathered relating to 
its etymology, it muſt be ſought for in its more ancient appellation. 
Har. inge, the meadow of hares, is not very wide of its original 
orthography. | 
Hornſey lies in the hundred of Offulſton, about five miles from 
Holborn-bars. The pariſh is bounded by Iſlington, Stoke Newing- 
ton, Hackney, Tottenham, Friarn Barnet, Finchley, and Pancras, 
It contains about 2200 acres of land; of which about 50 only are 


arable, about 120 wood, 150 waſte, and the remainder meadow and 


paſture, The ſoil is for the moſt part clay; about Highgate, a ſandy 
loam. The pariſh pays the ſum of 9571. 28. to the land-tax, which 


in 1794 was at the rate of 28. 4d. in the pound ; but the proportion 


is very variable. 
The principal hamlets in this pariſh are Crouch-end, Muſwell-hill, 


Stroud-green, (where was formerly a ſeat of the Stapletons, till called 


Stapleton-hall,) and a conſiderable part of Highgate. 
The manor of Hornſey has belonged, from time immemorial, to 


the ſee of London. The biſhops had formerly a reſidence at this 


place ; but there does not occur in the epiſcopal regiſters any act dated

thence later than the year 1306, in Biſhop Baldock's time. I think 
it not unlikely, that Lodge Hill in Hornſey great park (long fince 
diſparked and converted into tillage) was the ſite of the ancient pa-

* ther a caſtle than a lodge, for the hill is trenched with two deep 
& ditches, now old and overgrown with buſhes ; the rubble thereof, 
nas brick, tile, and Corniſh ſlate, are in heaps yet to be ſeen, which 
* ruins are of great antiquity, as may appear by the oaks at this day 
% ſtanding, above a hundred years growth, upon the very founda- 
ce tion of the building. It did belong to the biſhop of London, at 
* which place have been dated divers evidences, ſome of which re- 
* main yet in the biſhop's regiſtry, it is ſaid',” Lodge-hill is at the 
. eaſtern extremity of Lord Mansfield's wood, and about a mile to the 
north-weſt of Highgate. The greater part of it is now covered with 
a copſe, but the remains of a moat or ditch are till to be ſeen in an 
adjoining field. Biſhop Aylmer's houſe at Hornſey, the burning of 
which put him to 200 marks expence *, muſt have been upon another 
ſite. A ſurvey, taken by order of the parliament in 1647, ſays, that 
the manor of Hornſey, which before had been always kept in de- 
meſne, was leaſed in 1645 to Smith, Eſq. for 1201. per ann. 
and that there were belonging to it 650 acres of wood and waſte *, 
When the biſhops” lands were ſold, the manor of Hornſey came into 
the hands of Sir John Wollaſton *, who held it till his death in 1658, 
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after which his widow enjoyed it till the Reſtoration. Lands in this Cuſtom of 


manor deſcend according to the cuſtom of gavel-kind.

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Hornſey park is known in hiſtory as the place where the Duke of 
Glouceſter, the Earls of Warwick, Arundel, and other nobles, aſ- 
ſembled in a hoſtile manner, anno 1386, to oppoſe King Richard, 
who had given great diſguſt by the numerous favours which he la- 
viſhed on his two favourites, Robert Duke of Ireland and the Earl 
of Suffolk. Their party was ſo powerful that the king thought it 
expedient to abandon his miniſters, 

In the year 1441, Roger Bolingbroke an aſtrologer, and Thomas 
Southwell a canon of St. Stephen's, were taken up for a conſpiracy 


againſt Henry the Sixth; when it was alleged that Bolingbroke en- 


deavoured to conſume the king's perſon by necromantic art, and that 


Thomas Southwell ſaid maſſes in the lodge at Hornſey-park over the 


inſtruments which. were to be uſed for that purpoſe ® This was 


the conſpiracy in which Eleanor Ducheſs of Glouceſter was con- 
cerned. 


When the ill-fated and ſhort-lived Edward the Fifth was brought 
to London, after his father's death, the Lord Mayor of London and 
500 citizens met him in Hornſey-park, and accompanied him into 


the city, on the 4th of May; at the ſame place Henry the Seventh 


was met, on his return om a victory in a Scotland, and conducted into 
the city in like manner“. 

The manor of Brownſwood in Hornſey is the corps of a orebend 
in St. Paul's cathedral, and holds a court-leet and court-baron. By 
a ſurvey taken in 1649, it appears that this manor had been demiſed 
to John Harrington, in the year 1569, for 99 years; and that by 
ſeveral meſne aſſignments it was then the property of Lady Kemp, 
the reſerved rent being 191. per annum ?. It was ſold, together with 


the manor of Friarn Barnet, to Richard Utber, for the fum of

under the prebendary. John Baber, Eſq. who enjoyed the leaſe 
under Dame Mary Draper's will, aſſigned it in 1750 to John Jen- 


nings, Gent. In 1758, Richard Saunders, Jennings's ſole executor, 


became leſſee. His only ſurviving ſon Thomas, in 1789, ſold the leaſe 
to John Willan, Efq. uncle of Mr. William Willan the preſent leflee ©. 
It is ſcarcely neceſſary to obſerve, that the leaſes have been renewed 
from time to time ſince the expiration of Harrington's term, which 
was granted before the reſtraining act of Queen Elizabeth. The leſſee 
is lord of the manor, and holds a court-leet and court-baron. This 
manor extends over a conſiderable part of the pariſh at the Eaſt-end. 
The demeſnes conſiſt of about 400 acres. 

Among the moſt eminent men who have held the prebend of 2 
Brownſwood, are Biſhop Fox, the founder of Corpus Chriſti College wood. 
at Oxford, and John Barkham. The preſent prebendary is John 
Sturges, D. D. who is alſo prebendary of Wincheſter, and chancellor 
of that dioceſe. 

The manor of Toppesfield, or Broadgates, at Crouchend, appears Manor of 
to have been in 1467 the property of John Guybon, to whom it had 
been conveyed by Thomas Bryan, Serjeant-at-law w.

Manor of The manor of Farnfields, or Fernefield, in Hornſey, was given by 
Ferns geld. Sir William Cavendiſh to King Edward VI. anno 1552, in exchange 
for other lands; and continued in the crown till 1603, when King 

James granted it to John Earl of Mar“. It was valued at 1ol. per 
annum. I have not been able to procure any farther account of this 

eſtate, or to trace its lite. 

In the year 1388, Joan, relict of William de Brighte, of the 

county of Devon, couſin and heir of John de Stonford, releaſed all 

right in a meſſuage, 300 acres of arable land, 15 of meadow, 14 

of wood, and 4d. rents in Hornſey and Tottenham, to John Dovet 

and Alice his wife. This I ſuppoſe to be the ſame eſtate which 

Thomas Burgoyne and others, in the year 1460, gave to St. Bar- 
tholomew's Hoſpital in Smithfield *; for I find that the manor of

The whole 
of this eſtate is now conſidered as in the pariſh of Tottenham. 

Norden ſays, that at Muſwell-hill, called alſo Pinſenall-hill, there 1 
was ſome time a chapel bearing the name of Our Lady of Muſwell, manor. 
of whom there had been an image, whereunto was a continual reſort 
in the way of pilgrimage. This aroſe from a miraculous cure per- 
formed (according to a tradition in his time ſtill current) on a king of 
Scots, by the waters of a ſpring (called Mouſewell, or Muſwell) on 
the ſpot where the chapel ſtood *". The well ſtill remains; but is not 
famed, as I find, for any extraordinary virtues. The chapel, of which 
Norden ſpeaks, was an appendage to the priory of Clerkenwell, hav- 
ing been built, as I ſuppoſe, upon ſome lands granted to that convent 
by Richard de Beauvois, Biſhop of London, about the year 1112 *. 
Muſwell-farm houſe, with the ſite of the chapel, and all quit-rents 
and other appurtenances, or, as it is called in other records, the 
manor of Muſwell (being ſituated in the pariſh of St. James, Clerken- 
well“), was aliened in the year 1546, by William Cowper and his 
wife Cecily, to Thomas Goldynge **. The ſame premiſes were in 
1577 aliened by Anne Goodwin and John Wighell to William 
Rowe and his heirs*. They continued in the poſſeſſion of the 
Rowe family till the latter end of the laſt century.

“am informed, by Sir Thomas Roe.” It came either at that time, 
or ſoon afterwards, into the family of Pulteney; and is now the 
property of Lady Bath. | 

Sir John Muſters, who died in 1690, was ſeiſed of a houſe in 
Hornſey, called the Tower, or Brick- place“. This houſe having 
ſuffered great damage by the dreadful ſtorm in 1703, was pulled 
down by a licence from the Biſhop of London, as lord of the 
manor, 

In this pariſh, about half-way between Highbury and Hornſey, 
there was formerly a wooden aqueduct, 178 yards in length, con- 
ſtructed for the purpoſe of preſerving the level of the New River. It 
was deſtroyed in 1776, and a channel made on a raiſed bed of clay, 
in the ſame manner as deſcribed at Buſh Hill. This aqueduct, which 
was called the Boarded River, paſſed over a ſmall ſtream which runs 
to Hackney, and forms the brook there. 

The pariſh church, which is dedicated to St. Mary, appears to 
have been built about the year 1500. The architecture is of that 
period, and the arms of Savage and Warham, (two ſucceeding Biſhops 
of London) on the tower, fix the date.. The church conſiſts of a 
chancel, nave, and ſouth aiſle; at the weſt end is a ſquare embattled 
tower. 

On the north wall of the chancel are the monuments of Francis, 
only ſon of Sir John Muſters, Knight, 1680; the Reverend Dr. 


grandſon Sir Nicholas, who was 13 years old 
at his father's death, are deſcribed as of Muſ- 


well Hill. (Harl. MSS. Ne 1551.) The fami- 


ly of Rowe of Muſwell Hill, became extinct in 
the perſon of Anthony Rowe, Eſq. who was 
buried at Hackney, anno 1704, and left ſome 
daughters, coheirs, one of whom married an 
anceſtor of the Marquis of Downſhure.

This Richard Candiſh was choſen one of the burgeſſes for Denbigh, 
anno 1572, in oppoſition to the inclination, and even the threats 
of Queen Elizabeth's great favourite, the Earl of Leiceſter ®, It 
ſeems, by his epitaph, that he was afterwards in the court intereſt. 

In the wall of the ſame (ſouth) aiſle is a large ſlab, (placed up- 
right,) on which are engraved the figures of a man, his two wives 
and ſon, in the dreſs of Queen Elizabeth's or King James's time.

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It was rated at eight marks in 1327, in the King's books at 22 J.; 
in 1659, it was ſaid to be worth 92 l. per annum“. There are be- 
longing to it about 40 acres of glebe. 

Thomas Weſtfield, who reſigned the rectory of Hornſey in 1637, 
was afterwards made Biſhop of Briſtol. His biographer, ſpeaking of 
his manner of preaching, ſays, © he made not that weariſome which 
* ſhould be welcome, never keeping his glaſs, except upon extraordi- 
“ nary occaſions, more than a quarter of an hour; he made not that 
“ common which ſhould be precious, either by the coarſeneſs or curſo- 
e rineſs of his matter. He never, though almoſt fifty years a preacher, 
« went up into the pulpit but he trembled, and never preached before 
the King but once, and then he fainted,” A volume of his ſermons 
is extant. He was held in ſuch eſteem by all parties, that on the 
13th day of May 1643, the committee for ſequeſtering delinquents 
eſtates, being informed that his tenants refuſed to pay him his rents 
as Biſhop of Briſtol, it was ordered that all the profits of his biſhopric 
ſhould be reſtored him, and that he ſhould have a grant of ſafe-con- 
duct, to remove with his family to Briſtol, being a man far advanced 
in years, and of great learning and merit *, His ſucceſſor at Horn- 
ſey, Thomas Lant, was cruelly uſed by the puritans, who turned 
him out of doors, with his wife and family, not allowing him time 
even to procure a place of retirement *. John Dalton was preſented 
to the rectory by Sir John Wollaſton, in 1654“, and Samuel Bendy, 
by Dame Rebecca Wollaſton, in 1659. Bendy ſoon after his ad- 
miſſion, preſented a petition to the committee, ſetting forth, that 


the rectory was only 921. per annum, out of which he was obliged 


to pay 161. to the wife and children of the late incumbent ** ; he

Dr. Lewis Atterbury, who was collated to the rectory of Hornſey rg Atter- 
in 1719, had reſided ſeveral years at Highgate, where he was elected 
preacher at the chapel in 1695. He was brother to the celebrated 
Biſhop Atterbury, and himſelf a man of conſiderable note. Several 
of his ſermons are in print, ſome publiſhed by himſelf and others 
after his death. He was author alſo of ſome theological tracts“. 
William Cole, F. A. S. who died in 1782, and bequeathed his williamCole. 
large collection of MSS. conſiſting of parochial ſurveys, hiſtorical 
anecdotes, &c. to the Britiſh Muſeum, with an injunction, that they 
ſhould not be opened till 20 years after his deceaſe, was collated to 
the rectory of Hornſey in the month of November 1749, and held it 
about twelve months. The preſent rector is Charles Sheppard, M. A. 
who ſucceeded Francis Haultain in 1780. 
The earlieſt date of the pariſh regiſter is 1653. Some leaves are Pariſh re-

John Lightfoot, the learned commentator and Hebraiſt, went to 
reſide at Hornſey in the year 1628, for the purpoſe of being near 
London, where he might have accels to the library at Sion College“. 
One of his works is dated from his ſtudy at Hornſey. _ 

It appears by the chantry roll“, (dated the firit year of Edward VI.) 


that there was a cloſe of five acres, then valued at 13s. 4d. belonging

brought blood into her face, and ſo ſhe rid on towards Blackwall, 
where, arryving about 6 o'clock, finding there in a readineſs two 
men, a gentlewoman and a chambermaid, with one boate full of 
Mr. Seimour's and her trunks, and another boate for their per- 
ſons, they haſted from thence towards Woolwich. Being come 
ſo farre, they bade the watermen row on to Graveſend ; there the

Here the lady would have lyen at anchor, ex- 
pecking Mr. Seimour, but through the importunity of her fol- 
lowers, they forthwith hoiſted ſaile to ſea-wards. In the meane 
while, Mr. Seimour, with, a perruque and beard of blacke hair, 
and in a tauny cloth-ſuit, walked alone without ſuſpition from 
his lodging, out at the great weſte doore of the Tower, following 
a cart that had brought him billets. From thence he walked along 
by the Tower-wharfe, by the warders of the ſouth gate, and ſo 
to the iron gate, where Rodney was ready with oares to receive 
him. When they came to Lee, and found that the French ſhip 
was gon, the billows riſing very high, they hired a fiſherman for 
twenty ſhillings, to ſet them aboard a certain ſhip that they ſaw 
under ſaile. That ſhip they found not to be it they looked for, 
ſo they made forwards to the next under fail, which was a ſhippe 
of Newcaſtle. This with much ado they hyred for 4ol. to carry 
them to Calais; but whether the collier did perform his bargain 
or no, is not as yet known.

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tutes as he ſhould think fit for the regulation of the ſchool. After 
his death the governors were to elect the maſter, whoſe place muſt 
be always ſupplied within a month after a vacancy, otherwiſe the 
appointment lapſes to the Biſhop of London. The governors 
are empowered to make any regulations relating to the ſchool or 
the maſter's ſalary, provided they are not contrary to the found- 
er's ſtatutes ®. By an ancient order of the governors the num- 
ber of ſcholars is limited to 40, to be choſen from Highgate, 
Holloway, Hornſey, Finchley, and Kentiſh-town, if there ſhall be 
ſo many in thoſe places ; otherwiſe they are to be elected elſewhere, 
at the diſcretion of the governors for the time being ”. The preſent 
governors are the Earl of Mansfield, Lord Southampton, Wilbraham 
Bootle, Eſq. M. P. Alexander Anderſon, Eſq. Thomas Saunders, Eſq. 
and Charles Cauſton, Eſq. Sir Roger Cholmeley's endowment pro- 
duces at preſent an income of 1661. per annum. The governors 
allow the maſter a ſalary of 100l. per annum; which they are ena- 
bled to do, as well as to pay the preacher a certain ſalary, and to keep 
the buildings in repair, with the profits of Cholmeley's eſtates, ſome 
ſubſequent benefaCtions *', and the rent of the pews ©. 


The chapel adjoining to the ſchool is ſaid, in an inſcription, (put Highgate 


up againſt the weſt end in 1682,) to have been built by Edwin 
Sandys, Biſhop of London, in 1565, as a chapel of eaſe for the 
inhabitants of Highgate. Here is certainly a miſtake. Grindall was 
Biſhop of London in 1565; and his arms“ are in one of the win- 
dows, with thoſe of Sir Roger Cholmeley and another coat“.

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The chapel, which conſiſts of a ſmall chancel, a nave, and a ſouth 
aiſle, has been enlarged ſince its firſt erection, by ſundry benefac- 


tions, It was repaired in 1772, with a donation of Fool. from Mr. 
Pauncefort, aided by other contributions. 


In the chancel is the tomb of Rebecca, wife of Edward Paunce- 
fort, Eſq. *', and daughter of Sir Samuel Moyer, Bart.

The children baptized here are chiefly from the pariſhes of Horn- 
ſey, Pancras, and Iſlington. It appears by the entries during a few 
years at different periods, when the pariſhes have been diſtinguiſhed, 
that thoſe from Hornſey have borne a proportion of nearly four- 
fifths ; thoſe from Iſlington have been very few. The burials from 
Hornſey and Pancras have been in nearly an equal proportion. The 
number of baptiſms at Highgate has always much exceeded the 
burials ; the fees for which are conſiderably higher here than at the 
pariſh church, excluſive of the dues demandable by the rector. In 
1665 there were 16 burials at Highgate. |

Sir Henry Blount's family were much diſtinguiſhed in the annals 
of literature; he himſelf publiſhed Travels into Turkey and other 
countries, a ſatire called the Exchange-walk, and an Epiſtle in praiſe 
of coffee and tobacco; he was editor alſo of Lilly's comedies. In 
the political world he was not unknown: he fought on the royal 
ſide at the battle of Edghill, but quitted afterwards the King's ſer- 
vice, and engaged in that of the Commonwealth, rendering himſelf 
very uſeful to his country. Such at leaſt is the teſtimony of Wood, 
who would not beſtow undue praiſe on a deſerter from the royal 
cauſe. He ſat on the celebrated trial of Don Pantaleon Saa, the 
Portugueſe ambaſſador, and was one of the commiſſioners for pro- 
moting trade and navigation. Sir Henry Blaxtnt married the wi- 
dow of Sir William Mainwaring, by which means he became poſ- 
ſeſſed of the houſe at Upper Holloway, where he reſided ſeveral 


years. He died in 1682. His ſon Thomas Pope, (ſo called from 


his relation Sir Thomas Pope, founder of Trinity college in Oxford,) 
was born at Upper Holloway, Sept. 12, 1649*. He publiſhed a 
critique in Latin on the moſt eminent writers of all ages, a work 
in conſiderable eſteem ; various eſſays; remarks on poetry; and a 
volume on natural hiſtory. Sir Thomas Pope Blount (created a Ba- 
ronet anno 1679) died in 1697. Charles, his younger brother, was 
a celebrated Deiſtical writer; he publiſhed alſo a pamphlet in defence 
of Dryden, written when he was only 19 years of age; an introduction 
to polite literature ; and a treatiſe on the liberty of the preſs. Mr, 
Blount put an end to his life in a fit of frenzy, occaſioned by diſap- 
pointment in not obtaining the hand of his deceaſed wife's ſiſter, 


who was ſcrupulous as to the legality of ſuch a marriage: his miſcel- | 


laneous works were publiſhed after his death“.

In the year 1656, Sir John Wollafton founded ſix alms-houſes at — od ? 
this place, and endowed them with a rent-charge of 15 l. per annum. alms-houſes, 
Theſe houſes being decayed, Edward Pauncefort, Eſq. in the year 
172, built twelve others on the ſite at his own expence, and a 
ſchool-houſe in the centre for the charity giris. By his laſt will he 
directed 601. per annum to be purchaſed, one moiety of which he 
appropriated to the widows in the alms-houſes. Samuel Foſter, Eſq. 
who died in 1752, bequeathed the ſum of 3ool. to the governors of 
the free ſchool, to be laid out at their diſcretion, for increaſing the 
penſions of the widows in the alms-houſes. John Edwards, Eſq. in

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1769, left the ſame ſum for the like purpoſe, and 50 l. to be diſtri- 
buted after his death, of which 12 l. to be given to the alms- women. 
Thomas Bromwich, Kſq. who died in 1787, left the ſum of 
1001. 4 per cent. to the alms-women: they now receive 7 l. per ann. 
each, which ariſes principally from the benefactions above-men- 
tioned. The penſions of the alms-women will receive a conſiderable 
augmentation upon the death of Mr. Sebaſtian Gottlob Kleinert, pur- 
ſuant to the will of Mr. Tobias Kleinert, who died in 1785, and be- 
queathed the reverſion of three houſes and ſome garden-ground, va- 
lued at about 1001. per annum, to the governors of the ſchool, for 
the purpoſe of increaſing, in an equal proportion, the endowment of 
the charity ſchool and alms-houſes. Edward Pauncefort, Eſq. above- 
mentioned, allotted 201. out of the lands purchaſed, purſuant to his 


will, as a falary for the miſtreſs of the girls' ſchool ; the remainder, 


after paying the other annuities appointed by his will, is appropri- 
ated to the maintenance of the ſchool, being only 51. per annum 
yet with the amount of an annual ſubſcription, and the collections 
at two charity ſermons, 20 children are clothed. 

About the year 1685, one William Blake, a woollen-draper in 
Maiden-Lane, Covent Garden, ſet on foot a ſcheme for eſtabliſhing 
an hoſpital at Highgate, for the education and maintenance of about 
40 fatherleſs boys and girls“, to be ſupported by the voluntary ſub- 
ſcription of ladies, and to * called the Ladies“ Hoſpital, or Charity 


School. The boys to be taught the art of painting, gardening, caſt- 


ing accounts, and navigation, or put forth to ſome good handicraft 
trade, and to wear an uniform of blue lined with yellow. The girls 
to be taught to read, write, ſew, ſtarch, raiſe paſte, and dreſs, that 
they might be fit for any good ſervice ”. The projector, according

to his own account, had himſelf expended the greater part of his 
fortune, viz. 5000 l. upon the undertaking, by purchaſing Dor- 
cheſter Houſe, and other premiſes. He publiſhed a book (now 
rarely to be met with) called © Silver Drops, or Serious Things, 
being a kind of exhortation to the ladies to encourage the under- 
taking. Prefixed to this work are ſeveral letters of application to 
individuals (whoſe names do not appear) written in the name of the 
hoſpital boys. As a frontiſpiece to the book, there is a print of Dor- 
cheſter Houſe, and his own manſion at Highgate ; the margins of 
the print are full of notes, in which he complains of the want of en- 
couragement, which threatened to defeat his plan; and laments, that 
he is treated as a madman. He obſerves, that if Sir Francis Pem- 
berton, Mr. William Aſhurſt', and his own brother F. Blake, 
would yet comply, all might be immediately forwarded to the great 
advantage of the town of - Highgate. Dr. Combe, to whom I am 
indebted for the loan of this book, has alſo a very ſcarce print, upon 
a large ſcale, of the Ladies“ Charity School“, a large building, which 
ſeems to have been altered from Dorcheſter Houſe, as repreſented in 
the ſmaller print. A note to the great print informs the public, 
that a-ſubſcriber of 501. may ſend any boy or girl, French or Eng- 
liſh, into the hoſpital; and it is recommended as a proper charity, 
to ſend ſome of the children of the diſtreſſed French proteſtants, 
which it is obſerved would be advantageous in matter of language. 
It may be collected from paſſages in the © Silver Drops,” that ſome 
boys had been received into the hoſpital, and that ſubſcriptions had 
been collected, but the undertaking ſoon dropped.

The cuſtom of impoſing a burleſque nugatory oath on all 
ſtrangers, upon their firſt viſit to Highgate, is well known: how or 
when it originated I have not been able to learn. A pair of horns, 
upon which the oath is adminiſtered, is kept at every inn, but is 
now ſeldom produced; for the cuſtom, I am informed, has been for 
ſome years on the decline.

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N the ſurvey of Doomſday, this place is called Giſtelworde, in 

ſubſequent ancient records for ſome centuries, uniformly Iſtel- 
worth; and afterwards occaſionally Iſtleworth. About Queen Eli- 
zabeth's time, it was commonly in converſation, and ſometimes in 
records, called Thiſtleworth, which name was much in uſe in the 
early part of the preſent century, and is now not wholly diſuſed. 
In parochial and other writings, however, it has been uniformly 
ſpelt Iſleworth for more than a century; the pronunciation is very 
various. Skinner's derivation of Iſlington, from Giſel a hoſtage, and 
tun a town, might more juſtly, with the alteration of fun for worth 
a village, be applied to this place; for it does not appear that Iſling- 
ton in any ancient record is called Giſelton, or Giſtelton, but Iſen- 
dune. As to the real fact in either place, there is nothing recorded 
in hiſtory to juſtify the conjecture. The moſt general idea of its 
derivation has been ſuggeſted by the modern name /e-worth, but I 
think that the conſtant uſage of Iſtelworth for ſo many centuries leads 
one to ſeek for ſome other etymology, though perhaps it might be 
difficult to find one which would be entirely ſatisfactory. 


Name and 
etymology. 


The village of Iſleworth is ſituated in the banks of the Thames, Situation, 


at the diſtance of eight miles and a half from Hyde-Park-corner. It 
lies within the hundred, to which it gives name.

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carried in head-loads by women, who come principally from Shrop- 
ſhire, and the neighbourhood of Kingſdown in Wiltſhire. The fruit 
is gathered very early in the morning, 12 women being employed 
to gather a load, which is 12 gallons, (of three pints each,) the pay 
for gathering is a penny halfpenny per gallon. One of the gatherers 
carries the load to Covent Garden market (a diſtance of about 10 
miles), for which ſhe has 3s. 6d. It is needleſs to ſay that they 
perform but one journey in the day, the Hammerſmith women per- 
form three, and receive 8d. for each journey, over and above their 
day's work, At Kenſington they are paid ſixpence, and frequently 
go four times in the day, Theſe women uſually go at the rate of 
about five miles an hour. 8 

The ſoil at Iſleworth is various, ſand, gravel, and a rich loam. 
The pariſh pays the ſum of 880 l. 78. 107d. to the land-tax, which 
in 1794 was at the rate of 18. 4d. in the pound. 

The ſmall river Crane, which riſes in the neighbourhood of Har- 
row, falls into the Thames at this place, having been augmented by 
an artificial cut from the Colne, made formerly by the abbeſs and 
convent of Sion, for the convenience of their water-mills. 


In the year 1263, Simon de Montfort and the Barons pitched 
their tents in Iſleworth park. The year following, the palace of 
the King of the Romans was burnt by the citizens of London“. 


General Fairfax's head-quarters were at Iſleworth, on the 3d and 
4th of Auguſt 1647*. On the 4th he received there the parlia- 
mentary commiſſioners, to whom “ his excellency and the council 
of war propounded a way that the parliament might be ſecure 


from force and violence; and fears and jealouſies be removed be- 
« tween the city and the army *.”

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King Henry the Fifth, in the year 1414, founded, within his 
manor of Iſleworth, a convent of Bridgetines, giving it the name 
of Sion. The original ſite was in the pariſh of Twickenham, moſt 


probably in the meadows belonging to Lord Frederick Cavendiſh, . 


formerly called Iſtleworth, or Twickenham park. The dimenſions 
of the premiſes on which the convent ſtood, are thus ſtated in an 
ancient record ” : The length, towards the river, 2820 feet; towards 
Twickenham field, 1938 feet; the breadth on one ſide was 980, on 
the other 960 feet. Some alien monks are ſaid to have been ſettled 
on the ſame ſpot", but there does not ſeem good ground for ſuch a 
ſuppoſition. If it had been ſo, no doubt it would have been men- 
tioned in the charter. On the contrary, in the record juſt quoted, 
the convent is ſpoken of as newly built by the King's command, and 


the value of the land appropriated out of the royal demeſnes, for 
the ſite, is there valued at 33s. 4d. per annum. 


In the year 1432, being 18 years after the foundation of the mo- 
naſtery, Henry VI. granted permiſſion to the abbeſs and convent 
of Sion to remove to a more ſpacious edifice which they had built 
upon their demeſnes within the pariſh of Iſleworth ®. The convent 
of Sion was dedicated to our Saviour, the Virgin Mary, and St. 
Bridget, and conſiſted, according to the rules of that ſaint, of 60 nuns, 
including the abbeſs, 13 prieſts, four deacons, and eight lay brethren, 


making in the whole the number of the apoſtles, and 72 diſciples 


of Chriſt. It is to be obſerved, that it was only in convents of 
Bridgetines that monks and nuns were permitted to live under the

Camden only ſays that Henry the Fifth, 
having expelled the alien monks, founded this 
convent, (Britannia, edit. nov. vol. ii. p. 2.)

expulſion, and not the ſuppreſſion, of a convent 
which had exiſted at Twickenham.

The nuns' cloiſter was ſeparated, however, from that 
in which the monks reſided. It is probable, nevertheleſs, that they 
had readier means of communication than thoſe ſubterraneous paſ- 
ſages, which by abſurd traditions are ſuppoſed to have connected 
neighbouring and ſometimes diſtant monaſteries ; for the report of 
Lord Cromwell's agents on the eve of the Reformation, was parti- 
cularly unfavourable to the chaſtity of the nuns of Sion“ . The firſt 
abbeſs of Sion was Matilda Newton; the firſt confeſſor, being one of 


'the 1 3 prieſts, William Alnewick. King Henry's charter incorpo- 


rates the monaſtery by the name of the Abbeſs and Convent of St. 
Saviour and St. Bridget, of the order of St. Auguſtine, whoſe rules 


St. Bridget obſerved, with the addition of ſome of her own inſti- 
tution. 


King Henry granted the convent an annuity of 1000 marks out 
of the Exchequer, till ſuch time as they ſhould be provided with 
other revenues. In the laſt year of his reign he procured an act of 
parliament, by which he was enabled to ſeparate the manor of .Ifle- 
worth from the Duchy of Cornwall, and give it to this monaſtery. 
The endowments beſtowed upon it by his ſucceſſors were very ample, 
A reference to the various grants is given in the note '*. The reve-

Thomas Stanley, the ſecond Earl of Derby, was buried in the 
monaſtery of Sion, anno 1521 *, a few years before its diſſolution, 
which happened in 1532, it being one of the firſt of the larger mo- 
naſteries that was ſuppreſſed, the convent having been accuſed of 
harbouring the King's enemies, and being accomplices with the 
maid of Kent. John Gates, Eſq. was appointed keeper of the 
conventual houſe **, which continued in the King's hands during 
the remainder of his reign. In the year 1541 it was made a priſon 
for the unfortunate Katherine Howard, who was confined there 
from the 14th of November till the 10th of February following, be- 
ing three days before her execution. She was kept very ſtrict, but

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ſerved as Queen. The corpſe of King Henry VIII., whoſe fu- 
neral proceſſion is ſaid to have exceeded in magnificence any ever 
ſeen in England before or ſince, was reſted a night at Sion on its 
way to Windſor '', King Edward VI. in the firſt year of his reign, 
granted the monaſtery of Sion, with all its appurtenances, to Ed- 
ward Duke of Somerſet, the Lord Protector, who had before 
rented ſome premiſes at Iſleworth under the convent **. The Duke 
built on or near the ſite a noble manſion, the ſhell of which, though 
it has undergone various alterations, ſtill remains. He had a bo- 
tanical garden there, which is ſpoken of by Dr. Turner ©, (author of 
the Herbal,) who was his phyſician. After the Duke's attainder, Sion- 


houſe reverted to the crown, and Sir Thomas Worth was made. the 


keeper . In 1553, the King granted it to John Duke of Northumber- 
land **, who wis beheaded in the firſt year of Queen Mary, and his 
eſtates became forfeited to the crown. The Queen made Sir Henry 
Sidney keeper of the park and woods. The houſe ſhe kept in her 
own hands till 1557, when ſhe reſtored the convent of Sion, en- 
dowing it with the manor and demeſnes of Iſleworth **, Fuller, ſpeak- 
ing of this monaſtery, ſays, this with the former (Sheen) cut two 
« great collops out of the crown lands, though far ſhort this ſecond 
« endowment of what formerly they poſſeſſed. It was ſome difficulty

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« a competent number.“ The new monaſtery was ſoon after- 
wards diſſolved by Queen Elizabeth. Clementia Threſham, the 


abbeſs, died at Royſton in Northamptonſhire **, Margaret Dely, 


one of the nuns, was buried at Iſleworth in 1561, but the greater 
part of the convent emigrated to the continent, with ſuch of their 
treaſure as was portable; and after wandering about a conſiderable 
time without any permanent abode, eſtabliſhed themſelves at Liſbon; 
where, in Fuller's time, the convent exiſted, and had acquired ſuch 
endowments, that they were ſaid to lay up yearly 600 Il. Queen 
Elizabeth, in the year 1560, made Sir Francis Knolles keeper of 
Sion-houſe for life“, the reverſion of which place ſhe afterwards 
granted to his ſon Robert ?. In 1563 the ſickneſs then raging, the 
Marquis of Wincheſter (Lord Treaſurer) went to ſurvey Sion-houſe, 
it being intended that the court of Exchequer ſhould be held there. 
In a letter to Sir William Cecil, {ſecretary of ſtate,) dated Sept. 23, 
he reports, that there was room for the whole court with all their 
attendants. The Lord Treaſurer, the under treaſurer, and chan- 
cellor, were to have two chambers and a gallery between them to 


conſult in; the chamber of preſence for their dining, and the great 
chamber for their ſervants ®, 


In the year 1604, Sion-houſe and the manor of Iſleworth were 


granted to Henry Earl of Northumberland“, in whom were already 
veſted the various leaſes made by Queen Elizabeth of the demeſne 
lands“. This Earl was treated with uncommon rigour by the 
court of Star-chamber, for what at moſt amounted but to a pre- 


ſumption of his being privy to the gunpowder plot. He endured, 


nevertheleſs, a tedious confinement of fifteen years in the Tower, 
and was obliged to pay a fine of 30,0001. In a letter which he

Charles Duke of Somerſet, who had Sion-houſe in right of his 
wife Elizabeth, ſole heir of Joceline Earl of Northumberland, lent it 
at her Highneſs's deſire to Queen Anne, (then Princeſs of Denmark,) 
who reſided there ſome time. Sion-houſe is now the ſeat of his 
Grace Hugh Duke of Northumberland, great grandſon of Charles 
Duke of Somerſet and Lady Elizabeth Percy. 

This noble manſion, which occupies a large quadrangle, was al- 
tered and fitted up at a great expence by the late Duke. The great 
hall, paved with black and white marble, is 66 feet by 31, and 
34 in height. It contains ſome antique ſtatues, and a caſt of the 
dying gladiator, by Valadier. Adjoining to the hall is a moſt mag- 
nificent veſtibule, furniſhed with r2 columns of the Ionic order, and 
16 pilaſters of verd antique, purchaſed at an immenſe expence, being 
a greater quantity of that valuable ſpecies of marble, than is now to 
be found perhaps in any building in Europe. The moſaic work, 
of which the tables in the drawing-room are compoſed, was found 
in Titus's Baths, and purchaſed for the Duke out of the Abbe Fu- 
rietti's collection at Rome. The library, which extends through the 
eaſt ſide of the quadrangle, is 130z feet by 14. The whole houſe 
is fitted up in a ſtyle in every reſpect ſuitable to the rank and opu- 
lence of the noble owner. The elegant facade near the high road, 
and the improvements of the houſe, were deſigned by Adam. The 
currences, Aug. 20—27, 1647.

the nine orders of holy angels. The King laid the firſt ſtone of the 
building, and granted the ground on which it ſtood. The preamble 
of the charter ſtates, that no chapel had ever before been founded 
in honour of all the\holy angels; that John Somerſet had lately 
built ſuch a chapel on a piece of ground belonging to the King, 
220 feet in length, and 40 in breadth, lying in the old highway, at 
the eaſt end of a wooden bridge, called New Brentford- bridge“, be- 
ing bounded on the north by the highway near the new ſtone bridge 
leading to Hounſlow, and on the ſouth by a parcel of land belong- 
ing to the ſaid John Somerſet. On a ſpot contiguous to the chapel, 
being the founder's own land, (held under the crown,) he built a ho- 
ſpital for nine poor men, who formed a guild incorporated by King 
Henry VI. with licence to poſleſs land in mortmain, uſe a common ſeal, 
&c.* Hugh Denys, citizen of London, by his will bearing date 1508, 
left his eſtates to the prior and convent of Sheen, charged with cer- 
tain payments for the purpoſe of augmenting this inſtitution, by the 
addition of ſeven poor men, and to found a chantry in the chapel 
for two prieſts. The prior and convent of Sheen, by their inden- 
ture“, bearing date 1530, made over theſe eſtates to the abbeſs and 
convent of Sion. It appears by this deed, that the prieſts were ob- 
liged to reſide upon the ſpot, and not allowed to hold any other be-

lains were to pray for the ſouls of Henry VIII. Hugh Denys, and 
John Somerſet the original founder of the chapel. 


Edward VI. in the year 1 5475 granted the ſite of All Angels 
chapel, with its appurtenances *, to Edward Duke of Somerſet *, 
on whoſe attainder it reverted to the crown. Queen Mary granted 
the ſaid ſite (with the bedehouſes ** adjoining) to the newly-reſtored 
convent of Sion“. Queen Elizabeth, in whom it became veſted, by 
the ſecond diſſolution of that monaſtery, leaſed it to Richard Burton ©. 
In 1610, the ſame premiſes were granted to George and Thomas 
Whitmore *', who ſold them the next year to Henry Prince of 
Wales“. In 1638, they were granted by Charles the Firſt to Ed- 
ward Ditchfield and others, truſtees for the city of London“, who 
in 1639 aliened them to Sir Richard Wynne *. From him they 
deſcended to the Ancaſter family, and were fold in the early part of 
this century to various perſons. The immediate ſite of the chapel, 
as is ſuppoſed, and ſome adjoining houſes, came to one Philip 


Godard, who dying in 1762, bequeathed them to his nephew 
Thomas Huggins, and Elizabeth his wife, for the term of their lives, 


afterwards to remain to the uſe of the charity-ſchool of this pariſh 


for ever. Elizabeth Huggins, the ſurvivor, died in the courſe of this

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It remained in the crown after the ſuppreſſion of monaſteries, till it 
was granted by King James, in 1604, to Henry Earl of Northum- 
berland *, from whom it deſcended to the preſent Duke. King 
James's grant was ſubje& to a fee-farm rent of qggl. 2s. per 
annum, which was purchaſed of the crown by Charles Duke 
of Somerſet **, and given by him to the Earl of Egremont. This 
rent is now the property of Theodore Broadhead, Eſq. It muſt be 
obſerved, that the deſcription of this manor in Doomſday includes 
Heſton and Twickenham, which accounts for its large extent, 70 
hides, nearly correſponding with Glover's ſurvey which makes the 
three pariſhes contain about 6880 acres, from which deduCting 1874 
acres of waſte, there will remain 5006 acres of cultivated land, not 
very widely differing from the 55 carucates in Doomſday. Heſton 
and Twickenham are mentioned in the inquiſition taken after the 
Earl of Cornwall's death, as hamlets within the manor of Iſleworth.

In the year 1656 certain articles relating to the cuſtoms and privi- 
leges of the manor of Iſleworth were agreed on between Algernon 
Earl of Northumberland and the principal copyholders.

ments to the chapel of All Angels, founded by John Somerſet in 
the reign of Henry VI.” The prior and convent of Sheen, by 
their indenture, bearing date 1530, conveyed it to the abbeſs and 
convent of Sion“, whoſe property it was at the diſſolution of mona- 
ſteries, when Henry VIII. granted it to the Marquis of Exeter“, 
on whoſe attainder it reverted to the crown, and was given by Ed- 
ward VI. to the Duke of Somerſet '*. After the Duke's attainder it re- 
mained in the crown till 1557, when it was granted by Queen Mary 
to Auguſtine Thaier and Alexander Cheſenall, and the heirs of the 
former, to be held in fealty by free ſoccage, diſcharged of all corrodies, 
penſions, and payments whatſoever, except a rent of 151. 10s. 8d. 
reſerved, by that grant, to the crown“. It afterwards came by pur- 
chaſe, as I ſuppoſe, to Sir Thomas Greſham, who died ſeiſed of it 
anno 1580”, After his death it paſſed in the ſame manner as 
Heſton and Offterley ””, to the coheirs of Sir Michael Stanhope, of 
whom it was purchaſed in 1638 by Sir William Waſhington *', who 
mortgaged it in 1640 to Sir Edward Spencer and Sir Richard Wynne. 
It remained in the poſſeſſion of Sir Richard Wynne, who had before 
purchaſed the ſite of All Angels chapel, of Edward Ditchfield and 
others. Sir Richard Wynne died in 1649; his widow in 1669. 
Maurice Wynne, Eſq. his brother, by his will, bearing date 1670, 
bequeaths the manor of Wyke to his brother Henry, and to Dame 
Grace Wynne, reli& of Sir Owen Wynne (his brother alſo) and 
their heirs. Mary, daughter of Lady Wynne, was married in 1678

The Earl of Bath, a 
diſtinguiſhed political character in the laſt reign, reſided at Iſleworth, 
in a houſe on the north ſide of the road, leading from Twickenham 
to London. It is called Gumley-houſe, having been built by John 
Gumley, Eſq. the Counteſs of Bath's father. It was lately the pro- 
perty of General Lake, and now belongs to Mr. Angell. On the 
ſame ſide of the road ſtood Kendall-houſe, ſo called from the Ducheſs 


of Kendall, miſtreſs to George I., who reſided there. After her 
death, it was opened as a public breakfaſting-houſe, and was fre- 


quently advertiſed as ſuch in the years 1750 and 1751 *. Kendall- 
houſe ſtood where are now the ſtables of David Godfrey, Eiq. who 
has a handſome villa fronting the Hounſlow road, built at a great 
expence by Mr. Lewis Chauvett. The houſe, called Silver-hall, 
(now a ſchool,) on the ſouth fide of the Twickenham road, was 
built by John Smith, Eſq. who was created a Baronet in 1694. His 
arms are over the piers of the gate. After Sir John Smith's death, 
it was in the occupation of Lady Harcourt, widow of the chancellor. 
It was afterwards the property of Mrs. Oliver, (whoſe maiden name

The church, which ſtands near the waterſide, is dedicated to 
All Saints, and conſiſts of a nave, chancel, and two aifles. At the 
weſt end is an ancient ſtone tower of Gothic architecture, which is 
overgrown with ivy on the north, weſt, and ſouth ſides. The reſt 
of the ſtructure is of brick, and was rebuilt in the years 1705 and

On the ſouth ſide of the chancel is a very handſome marble mo- 
nument (by Halfpenny) to the memory of Mrs. Anne Daſh, better 
known by the name of Tolſon, a great benefactreſs to the pariſh.

In the 
mean time Dr. Caleb Coteſworth, a phyſician, who had married a 
relation of Mrs. Tolſon, died, (anno 1741,) having amaſſed, in the 
courſe of his practice, 150,000 l. the greater part of which, being 
upwards of 120,0001. he left to his wife, who ſurviving him only a 
few hours, died inteſtate, and her large fortune was divided between 
Mrs. Tolſon and two others, as the neareſt of kin. With a due ſenſe 
of this ſignal deliverance, and unexpeQted change from a ſtate of want 
to riches and affluence, ſhe appropriated by a deed of gift the ſum of 
50001., to be expended after her deceaſe in building and endowing 
an alms-houſe at Iſleworth for {1x poor men and fix women. This 
lady died in the year 1750, aged 89, having married, ſubſequent to 
this deed of gift, a third huſband, Mr. Joſeph Daſh, merchant. The 
monument was ereQted purſuant to her own deſire, by Gilbert Jod- 
drell, Eſq. at the expence of 500 l. It is ornamented with a buſt in 
white marble of Mrs. Tolſon, and medallions of Dr. and Mrs. Coteſ- 
worth.

The church of Iſleworth was appropriated at an early period to 
the abbey of St. Waleric in Picardy, to which monaſtery it was con- 
firmed, together with their other poſſeſſions, by Henry II. The 
prior of Takely, whoſe houſe was a cell to that convent, preſented 
to the vicarage as their procurator . In the year 1391, the abbot 
and convent of St. Waleric granted this church to William of Wick- 
ham's college at Wincheſter . In the year 1544, the warden and 
ſcholars of Wincheſter gave the church of Iſleworth, with ſome 
other churches in Middleſex '**, to Henry VIII. in exchange for the 
manor of Harmondſworth '*, Edward VI. in the firſt year of 
his reign, granted the rectory and advowſon of Ifleworth to the 
Duke of Somerſet "*; in the ſame year there was a grant of the great 
tithes to the dean and chapter of Windſor 7, who ſoon afterwards 
became poſſeſſed of the advowſon . The rectory was taxed at 24 
marks in 1371 *; in Henry VIII's time it was valued at 35. , 
in 1650, at 1351. 58. In the year 1635, Gideon Aunſham, Eſq. 
was leſſee of the rectory, then called the Warden Hold“; in 1650, 
Henry Mildmay, Eſq.; the preſent leſſee under the church of Wind- 
ſor is Mr. James Orton.

f . per annum. The vicar and his ſervant were to have free ingreſs into 
the hall or refectory of the convent, where the vicar was to fit down 
with the upper ſervants, and without let or moleſtation, to partake 
of their uſual fare ; his ſervant to have the ſame privilege with the 
inferior ſervants or grooms *'*. The vicar was to have alſo a piece 
of cloth for a gown, and an annual ſtipend of 33s. 4d. as long as he 
ſhould continue to pray for the good eſtate of the convent in his 
maſſes ; which if at any time he omitted, the ſtipend for that year 
was to be forfeited. By ſome future agreement the diet was com- 
muted for money; and the ſum of 111. 7s. 4d. (including the 
338. 4d.) was allotted to the vicar out of the demeſne lands, which 
is ſtill received. In the king's books it is valued at 181. per annum. 
The vicar receives 201. per annum out of the great tithes.

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corded : There was an ancient cuſtom in the manor that the tenants 
ſhould pay a certain ſum of money called the Diſeyne, (amounting 
to eight marks,) to the lord, beſides the cuſtomary rents. This ſum 
was levied, in an equal proportion, upon all males of 15 years of age 
and upwards. In the year 1386 the tenants prayed for relief, ſtating 
that formerly the payment of this ſum had been no great burden, the 
number of inhabitants being ſuch that it amounted only to one penny 
each perſon ; but that the place was then ſo depopulated that it was 
ſix times as much, which occaſioned many, as ſoon as they became 
liable to pay the tax, to leave the place; by which means the bur- 
den grew ſtill heavier. In conſequence of this petition the payment 
of the diſeyne was wholly remitted for four years. 
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The population of this pariſh appears to have increaſed in a pro- Comparative 


portion of more than five to one during the two laſt centuries. It 
was doubled between the periods of 1580 and 1630; and between 
1730 and 1780. In the period of 1730--9, 74 children belonging 
to this pariſh were baptized in Hounſlow chapel, which will increaſe 
the average to 69. In the period of 1780--9 about 50 were baptized 
there ; which will increaſe the averages of 1780--4 and 1780--9 about 
24 each, The following ſatisfactory account of the preſent ſtate *** 
of population was procured for me by Sir Joſeph Banks: The 
whole number of houſes is 712; of theſe 43 are gentlemen's 
houſes, 6 farm-houſes, 26 public-houſes, the remainder ſhops, cot- 
tages, &c. The houſes in the village of Iſleworth are 318 in 
number; in that part of Hounſlow which is in this pariſh, 134; 
in Worton, 45; Rails-head, 53; Brentford-end, 105; Whitton- 
dean, 11; Smallbury-green, 10; Sion-hill, 10; Wyke-green, 6; 
and Brazil Mill-lane, 20. The total number of inhabitants is 4190: 
of theſe 171 are lodgers ; of the ſtationary inhabitants 2223 are grown 
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perſons (982 males and 1241 females), and 1796 children (956 
males and 840 females). 


In the year 1603 there were 75 burials, being more than double 
the average of that period. In 1625, 126 perſons were interred, 
of whom 38 are ſaid to have died of the plague; in 1665, 195 per- 
ſons, of whom 149 died of the plague.

Mrs. Mary Bell, anno 1738, built an alms-houſe for ſix poor women, 
to whom, by her deed bearing date 1764, ſhe gave an annuity of 
51. 48. chargeable on lands, the reſidue of the rents, if there ſhould 
be any overplus, to be diſtributed at the diſcretion of the truſtees, 
The ſaid Mary Bell, by her laſt will 1767, left a houſe and ten acres 
of land to be ſold, and the money applied to the maintenanee of the 
alms-women. This bequeſt became void by the ſtatute of mortmain, 
but was confirmed by Mrs. Bell's executors. The money for which 
the houſe was ſold produces an intereſt of 61. 3s. 8d.; the land re- 
mains unſold, and is let at 81. 10s. per annum. 

Dame Elizabeth Hill, in the year 1630, gave a houſe, called the 
Townhouſe, for a ſchool, and lands at Langley, Bucks, now let at

In the ſurvey of Doomſday, the landed property at Iſlington is 
thus deſcribed: * The canons of S* Paul's hold two hides in Iſendone ;

King William the Conqueror, in or about the year 1065, reſtored 
to the canons of St. Paul's certain eſtates of which they had been un- 
juſtly deprived ; among theſe were nine caſſats of lands in Iſling- 
ton“, being, I ſuppoſe, the two eſtates mentioned in the ſurvey. 
The only property now belonging to the church in this pariſh is the 
prebendal manor (being the corps of one of the prebends), and a 
imall eſtate called Yven, Iveney, or Yeveney grove field. The pre-

Ralph de Berners, who died in 1297, was 
ſeiſed of the manor of Yſeldon, held under the Biſhop of London, 
as of his caſtle of Stortford, by a certain quit-rent, and the ſervice of

Ralph de Berners gave an eſtate at Iſlington, ſince called the 
Manor of Canonbury, to the prior and convent of St. Bartholomew 
in Smithfield '®, This eſtate is enumerated among other poſſeſſions 
of that monaſtery in a confirmation-grant of Henry III., bearing 
date 1253 *. After the diſſolution of the convent it was granted, 
anno 1539, to Thomas Lord Cromwell“, on whoſe attainder, which 
happened the year following, it reverted to the King. It was then 
charged with the payment of an annuity of 201. per annum, to Anne 
of Cleve *. The bailiff's account, anno 1541, makes the total 
amount of the manor to be 731. os. 75d *. The value of the houſe 
is not ſpecified, it having been reſerved by Sir Francis Bryan the 
keeper, for his Majeſty's uſe. 


King Edward VI. in the firſt year of his reign granted this manor 
to John Dudley, Earl of Warwick, in exchange for other lands“. 
The Earl ſurrendered it to the crown in 1550 *, and had a freſh 
grant of it in 1552, being then Duke of Northumberland. Upon 
his attainder the next year, Canonbury reverted again to the crown, 
and was granted in 1557 to Thomas Lord Wentworth“, who in 
1570 aliened it to John Spencer“, afterwards Sir John Spencer, al- 
derman of London, no leſs renowned for his active ſervices to his 
fellow- citizens“, than for his immenſe wealth, the fame of which

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was ſo great, that a pirate of Dunkirk is ſaid to have laid a plot for 
carrying him away from his houſe at Canonbury in hopes of a large 
ranſom. The ſhallop employed for this purpoſe came up, as the 
ſtory is told, to Barking-creek, whence the pirate with ſix of his 
men came to Iſlington, leaving the reſt of the crew to take care of 
the veſſel. Fortunately Sir John Spencer was not then at Canon- 
bury, by which means the deſign was fruſtrated **. Sir John Spencer's 
daughter-and heir, Elizabeth, was married in 1594 to William Lord 
Compton, by which match the manor of Canonbury came into 
the Northampton family, and is now the property of the preſent 
Earl. 

Henry le Hayward and Roger de Creton gave (anno 1334) 106 
acres of arable land, and four of meadow, in Iſeldon and Kentyſhton, 
valued at 218. 6d. per annum, to the hoſpital of St. Bartholomew in 
Smithfield, to pray for the foul of John de Kentyſhton. A conſi- 
derable part of this land was held under the prior and convent of St. 
Bartholomew. In the year 1443, the maſter. and brethren of the 
hoſpital gave an annuity of 6s. 8d. to the prior and convent of 
St. Bartholomew, on condition that they ſhould have free uſe of an 


aqueduQ, the head of which was within the precincts of Canon- 
bury ®. 1 
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Canonbury-houſe is ſaid to have been made uſe of as a country Canonbury- 


reſidence by the priors of St. Bartholomew. It is ſuppoſed to have 
been in part, if not wholly rebuilt by William Bolton, who was prior 
from 1509 to 1532. His device, a bolt and tun, was lately to be ſeen 
on ſome parts of the park wall. Canonbury-houſe was rented of Sir 
John Spencer, by William Ricthorne, Eſq. who died there in 1582 *; 
and it was afterwards, for a few years, in the occupation of Sir Arthur

Atye, public orator of the univerſity of Oxford, who married his 
widow **. It is probable that Sir John Spencer came to reſide there 
himſelf about the year 1599, which date was ſome time ago to be 
ſeen on the cielings *. The charter of incorporation granted to 
the Butchers' Company, bearing date 1605, was ſigned at Canon- 
bury by Lord Chancellor Egerton, who was then on a viſit to Sir 
John Spencer“. A daughter of Lord Compton was born there in 
i605 ”, From 1627 to 1635, Canonbury-houſe was rented by the 
Lord Keeper Coventry“. In the Strafford papers is a letter from 
the Ear] of Derby, dated Jan. 29, 1635, from Canbury park, 
where he was ſtaid from St. James's by the greateſt ſnow he ever 
ſaw in England“. William Fielding, Earl of Denbigh, died at Ca- 
nonbury-houſe in 1685“. The only part of the old manſion which 
remains, is a lodging-houſe at the north-weſt corner of the ſite, 
which has a large brick tower, 17 feet ſquare, and 58 feet in height. 
It does not ſeem of very great antiquity, but was built, it is probable, 
by ſome of the owners of Canonbury ſince the Reformation, for the 
ſake of the extenſive proſpect it affords of the ſurrounding country. 
On the wall of the ſtair-caſe, near the top, are painted in Roman 
characters ſix Latin hexameters, compriſing the abbreviated names 
of the Kings of England, from William the Conqueror to Charles 
the Firſt *, The tower is let out in apartments, the names of the 
lodgers being on the doors as in a College ſtair-caſe, or that of an inn 
of court. This place has been the temporary reſidence of ſeveral 
perſons of eminence in the literary world. Samuel Humphreys, who

I ſuppoſe the manor of Tolentone to have been the ſame which 
was at a later period 'called the Manor of Highbury. The lands on Tallington- 
both ſides of Tallington-lane belonged to the priory of St. John of — 
Jeruſalem; thoſe on the weſt ſide are now parcel of the manor called 
the manor of St. John of Jeruſalem; thoſe on the eaſt ſide are in 
that of Highbury, on which ſide is Tallington-houſe, a moated ſite, 
called in ancient writings, the Lower Place “.“ It ſeems probable, 
that when the manſion-houſe was built on higher ground, it was 
called, from that circumſtance, Highbury, and that in time the manor 
itſelf was known by the ſame name. As a corroboration of the con- 
jecture, it may be obſerved, that ſurveys made during the laſt cen- 
tury mention two woods in the manor of Highbury, and that no 
wood is mentioned in the ſurvey of Doomſday, as belonging to any 
of the Iflington eſtates, except the manor of Tolentone.

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Barowe and her heirs ſhould be for ever remembered in the maſſes 
of the convent ©, The prior of St. John of Jeruſalem had a charter 
of freewarren in Neweton, dated 1286 ”. On the 13th of June 1381, 
in Wat Tyler's rebellion, © the commons of Eſſex went to the 
* manor of Highbury, two miles north of London, belonging to the 
« prior of St. John of Jeruſalem, which they wholly conſumed with 
« fire®,” The ſite of Highbury manor-houſe, in memory of this 
fact, ſtill goes by the name of Jack Straw's caſtle. At a court held 
for the manor of Neweton in 1409, Idonea, the daughter of John 
Aleyne, ſurrendered to Richard Serle four acres of land in Neweton- 
held, upon condition that he ſhould provide her with clothes and 
maintenance during her life“ . After the diſſolution of monaſteries, 
the manor of Highbury or Newington-Barrowe was granted to 
Thomas Lord Cromwell, upon whoſe attainder it reverted. to the 
crown. The ſite of the manor and certain demeſne lands, conſiſt- 
ing of about 3oo acres *', were leaſed by Queen Elizabeth, anno 1562, 
to Sir Thomas Wroth, for 21 years“; and the leaſe was renewed 
to Richard Wroth for the ſame term in 1584. The ſame premiſes 
were granted, anno 1594, for 60 years, in reverſion to Sir John 
Forteſcue, one of the Queen's privy council“. The remainder of 
this term, anno 1611, was veſted in William Lord Compton. The 
manor, which had been ſettled on the Lady Mary, became veſted 
in the crown again upon her acceſſion. Queen Elizabeth granted a 
leaſe of the manerial rights (amounting to 40s. per annum) to

Prince of Wales **, and when he died, upon his ſurviving brother“; 
who, after he came to the crown, granted it, anno 1629, to Sir 
Allen Apſley “, who ſold it the next year to Thomas Auſten, Eſq. 
anceſtor of Sir John Auſten, Bart, who, in the year 1723, aliened it 
to James Colebrooke, Eſq. from whom it deſcended to Sir George 
Colebrooke, Bart. Sir George's life-intereſt in it was put up to ſale 
in the year 1791, and purchaſed by Jonathan Eade, Eſq. of Stoke- 
Newington, who is the preſent Lord of the manor. The reverſion 
belongs to the Colebrooke family. Lands in this manor deſcend ac- — on 
cording to the ſtrict cuſtom of gavel-kind, being equally divided be- 
tween male heirs in the ſame degree of conſanguinity, and in default 
of male heirs, among females in like manner. 

In the ſurvey taken by order of Prince Henry, anno 1611, it is 
ſtated, that there had been a capital manſion ſtanding, as it was re- 
ported, within a moat yet remaining, but that the houſe was de- 
cayed beyond the memory of man. Sir George Colebrooke ſold the wm of High- 
ſite of Highbury manſion or caſtle to John Dawes, Eſq. who built = 
there an elegant villa, now the property and reſidence of Alexander * 
Aubert, Eſq. F. R. S. a gentleman well known for his attachment to 
philoſophical purſuits, and particularly for the accuracy of his aſtrono- 
mical obſervations. Mr. Aubert has erected an obſervatory near the Mr. Aubert's 
houſe, and furniſhed it with an excellent collection of inſtruments» * 
particularly a very fine reflecting teleſcope, by Short, being the 
largeſt ever made by that artiſt. It was purchaſed out of the late 
Topham Beauclerck's collection.

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The manor of Highbury, according to the ſurvey above men- 


tioned, extends over nearly 1000 acres of land, of which about 460 
were then in demeſne. 

Little St. John's wood and Highbury wood, which were parcel of 
the poſſeſſions of the priory of St. John of Jeruſalem, and were in- 
cluded in the leaſe to Sir John Forteſcue, were not granted with the 
manor to Sir Allen Apſley in 1629, but ſtill continue in the crown. 
They were ſold by the parliament in 1650 to Sir Henry Mildmay 
and Richard Clutterbuck *. The Mildmays have long had a conſi- 
derable copyhold eſtate at Newington-green in this pariſh. It is a ſin- 
gular circumſtance, that Sir Henry Mildmay was one of King 
Charles's judges, whilſt his brother Anthony was ſo devoted to that 
unfortunate monarch, that he attended his execution as a confiden- 
tial ſervant, and was one of thoſe who ſuperintended the interment 
of his remains at Windſor *. Sir Henry's eſtates were forfeited at 
the Reſtoration, but this at Newington having been ſettled in join- 
ture on his wife, continued in the family“, and is now the property 
of Sir Henry Paulet St. John Mildmay, whoſe father, Sir William, 
was created a Baronet for the eminent ſervices he had rendered to his 
country. No traces of the woods above-mentioned remain. The 
land on which they grew 1s held under the crown, by an unexpired 
leaſe granted to the late John Dawes, Eſq. 

A houſe, called the Shipcote, and lands in Iſlington, then on leaſe 
to Henry Lediſman, at the annual rent of 511. 1s. 8d., formerly 
parcel of the poſſeſſions of the priory of St. John of Jeruſalem, were 
granted by Queen Elizabeth in 1582 to Robert Earl of Leiceſter ©, 

The prior of St. John of Jeruſalem held in the reign of Henry 
VI. half a knight's fee in Iſlington, which had formerly belonged 
to William de Vere *. Theſe perhaps are the lands which conſtitute

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that part of the manor of St. John of Jeruſalem which lies within Manor of 


the pariſh of Iſlington, lying between Tallington-lane and the weſtern 
extremity of the pariſh, This extenſive manor, which is ſituated 
within the pariſhes of St. James-Clerkenwell, Iſlington, and Hornſey, 
continued in the crown after the diſſolution of monaſteries, till the 
year 1625, when it was granted to Robert Dixon and William 
Walley“, by whom it ſeems to have been immediately conveyed to 
Juſtinian Povey, Eſq. who held it ſeveral years. In 1643, Chriſto- 
pher Waſe, Eſq. died ſeiſed of this manor, leaving iſſue two daugh- 
ters ; Heſter, married to Sir William Mainwaring, and afterwards to 
Sir Henry Blount ; and Judith, the wife of William Maſter, Eſq. 
From this period the manor has been divided into moieties, one of 
which came into the family of Short, and is now the property of 
Col. Henry Haſard, who has taken the name of Short purſuant to 
the will of John Short, Eſq. lately deceaſed. The other moiety con- 
tinued in the Maſter family till the year 1741 or 1742, when it was fold 
by Thomas Maſter, Eſq. (father of the preſent repreſentative of the 
county of Glouceſter), to William Snell, Eſq. whoſe widow 1s the 
preſent proprietor “. 

Certain lands, late parcel of the poſſeſſions of Adam Winthorpe, 
valued at 111. 10s. per annum, were fold by the crown in Queen 
Mary's reign, for 20 years purchaſe, to William Ormeſted, Maſter in 
Chancery. It is obſerved that they were ſold ſo cheap, becauſe the 
purchaſer had promiſed to give them to the church ©.

It is now a ladies' boarding- ſchool 
in the occupation of Mrs. Clarke. The front has been moderniſed, 
At the extremity of the garden, which belonged to this manſion, is 
a ſmall brick building looking into Canonbury fields, abſurdly called 
Queen Elizabeth's Lodge. It is moſt probable that it was built as a 
ſummer-houſe by Sir Thomas Fowler the younger, whoſe arms are 
placed in the wall, with the date 1655.

Samuel Clark, a learned orientaliſt, and one of the editors of the 
Polyglot Bible, was a ſchoolmaſter at Iſlington in 16570“. Mr. Peter 
Vowel, a ſchoolmaſter at this place, was executed at the Mewiſgate, 
July 10, 1651, for a plot againſt Cromwell“. Ezekiel Tongue, au- 
thor of ſeveral tracts againft the Papiſts, and ſome treatiſes in natural 
hiſtory, about the year 1660, kept an academy for teaching young 
ladies Latin and Greek, in a large gallery of a houſe at Iſlington, be- 
longing to Sir Thomas Fiſher . Col. Okey, an officer of eminence 
in Cromwell's army, and one of the judges of King Charles the Firſt, 
is ſaid to have been a drayman in a brewhouſe at this place“. John 
Bagford, celebrated for his typographical collections (now in the 
Britiſh Muſeum), died at Iſlington in 1716*. Defoe, the well- 
known author of Robinſon Cruſoe, and many other works, received his 
education at Newington-green. He died at Iſlington, in 1731 *. The 
eccentric Alexander Cruden, author of the Concordance, died there 
in 1770 *, James Burgh, author of Political Diſquiſitions, and other 
works, reſided at Iflington four years, and died there in 1775 ©, 
Dr. Nicholas Robinſon, a celebrated phyſician, author of ſeveral 
medical works, died there the ſame year. Joſeph Collyer, who tran-

Huſband Meſſiter, an eminent phyſician, died at his houſe at Ifling- 
ton, in 1785 *; Iſaac Ritſon, in 1789 ©; the late Dr. Pitcairn, in 
1791“; and the Rev. George Marriott, author of various poems 
and ſermons, in 1793 *. 

The pariſh-church, which ſtands in the upper ſtreet, is dedicated 
to St. Mary. The firſt ſtone of the preſent ſtructure was laid by 
Sir James Colebrooke, on the 28th of Auguſt 1751, and it was 
opened on the 26th of May 1754. It is a brick-building, with ſtone 
coins, cornices, &c. and conſiſts of a nave, chancel, and two aiſles. 
At the weſt end is a ſtone ſpire. The expence of the building 
amounted to about 68001. a great part of which was raiſed by ſub- 
ſcriptions“. 2 

The old church, which, by the prints of it in the hiſtory of Ca- 
nonbury, appears to have been of Gothic architecture“, was pulled 
down in 1751. It is ſaid to have been in a very ruinous ſtate, but 
the tower was ſo ſtrongly cemented, that the workmen were ob- 


liged to make uſe of gunpowder to ſeparate the maſſes *', 


In the year 1787, Iſlington- church underwent a thorough repair; 
when it being found neceſſary to make ſome alterations in the vane,

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The church of Iflington was appropriated to the nuns of St. Refory and 
Leonard at Bromley, to whom it is probable it was given by Wil- advowſon. 


liam Biſhop of London, their founder. There was a controverſy 
relating to this church between the ſaid nuns, and the dean and 
chapter of St. Paul's, which was determined by their agreeing to 
pay a mark annually to the dean and chapter. The prioreſs and 
nuns preſented to the vicarage till the diſſolution of their convent, 
when the re&ory and advowſon were granted to Sir Ralph Sad- 
ler“, who aliened them, anno 1548, to John Perſe ''*, In 1565, 
they were conveyed by Thomas Perſe to Roger Martyn *'*, and in 
1582, by Humphry Martyn to John Cheke . It is probable that 
they came into the Stonhouſe family before the civil war, and were 
ſeized among other eſtates of Sir George Stonhouſe, who ſuf- 
fered conſiderable loſſes for his loyalty. In 1646, Sir Walter Smyth 
of Great Bodmyn in Cornwall, being then in poſſeſſion of the 
rectory of Iſlington (to the excluſion, I preſume, of the legal 
owner), conveyed it, by an indenture of that date, to Sir Arthur 
Haſelrigge, Sir Thomas Fowler, Sir Thomas Fiſher, and other in- 
habitants of the place, as feoffees in truſt, for the vicar and his 
ſucceſſors, on whom he ſettled the great tithes . In 1657, it 
was ordered by the committees, that Leonard Cooke, who had 
been preſented to the vicarage in the December preceding, ſhould 
receive the profits of the reQory purſuant to this grant. In the 
year 1662, the rectory and advowſon were certainly veſted in the 
Stonhouſe family, in which they continued till about the middle 


of the preſent century. The late vicar was preſented by Richard

The vicarage is rated in the King's books at 3ol. per annum. 

Meredith Hanmer, who was inſtituted to this vicarage in 1583, 
was a man of great learning, and author of the Chronicle of Ireland, 
an ephemeris of the ſaints of that country, a chronography from 
the beginning of the world to the 12th year of Mauritius the Em- 
peror, a tranſlation of the eccleſiaſtical hiſtories of Euſebius, &c. 
with the lives of the prophets, apoſtles, and diſciples, and ſome 
controverſial tracts. Weever, with great indignation, tells a ſtory 
of him on the credit of the inhabitants of Shoreditch, which was 
not likely to endear his memory to an antiquary, namely, that 
while he was vicar of that pariſh he ſtripped the tombs of their braſs

figures, which he converted into coin for his own ule. 


Dr. William Cave, inſtituted to this vicarage in 1662, was ſon of 
the Rev. John Cave, rector of Pickwell in Leiceſterſhire, a great 
ſufferer during the civil war . Dr. Cave publiſhed two very ela- 
borate and uſeful works relating to Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory and Anti- 
quities, the Lives of the principal Fathers within the firſt centuries 
of the church, and a work of a more extenſive nature, wherein he 
gives a hiſtory of all the writers for and againſt Chriſtianity to 
the 14th century, with 'an account of their publications and 


doctrines. 


Dr. George Stonhouſe, who was preſented to the vicarage in 1738, 
was a great friend and favourer of the original Methodiſts, who had 


often the uſe of his pulpit. He died in 1793, but had reſigned the

Kingſland chapel has been already treated of in the account of Kingſland 
Hackney; in which pariſh I had placed it not only on the authority 125 
of Strype, who was himſelf for many years lecturer at Hackney, but 
from very reſpectable inſormation obtained during my reſearches at 
that place. Subſequent inquiries have aſcertained nevertheleſs that 
its ſite is within the pariſh of Iſlington. Strype's account of it how- 
ever is not very erroneous; for it is the chapel only that ſtands in 
Iſlington, the ſite of the hoſpital immediately adjoining is in Hackney. 

There is a chapel in Iſlington belonging to the Methodiſts, and

The population of this pariſh appears to have increaſed very con- 
ſiderably between every period here noticed. The diſproportion of 
the burials ariſes principally from the number of nurſed children who 
die at Iſlington, and are there interred ; many funerals alſo are 
brought from the metropolis. The preſent number of houſes is 
about 1200. 

Plague years. Several perſons died of the plague at Iſlington in 1577, 1578, and 
1592. In 1593, 106 perſons fell victims to that diſtemper, the whole 
number of burials that year being 187. In 1603 there were 322 
burials; in 1625, 213; in 1665, 696, of which 593 were perſons 
who died of the plague. Ninety-four died in one week from Au- 
guſt 29th to September 5th. In the months of Auguſt and Septem- 


ber the number of burials was above 490.

chequer in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, had a conſiderable eſtate at 
Iſlington **. 


This was no doubt the celebrated Sir Henry Yelverton, who is ſaid 
to have been born at Eaſton Mauduit in Northamptonſhire on the 
29th of June. From the date of his baptiſm, however, it ſeems much 
more likely that he was a native of Iflington ; where his father Sir 
Chriſtopher (then Mr. Yelverton, and a ſtudent at Gray's Inn) had, 
it is probable, country lodgings. Sir Henry Yelverton was attorney- 
general to King James; but having given offence, as it is ſaid, to 
the favourite Buckingham, he was accuſed in the Star-chamber of 
illegal proceedings in his office, and by a ſentence of that court de- 
prived of his place, impriſoned in the Tower, and heavily fined. 

Being afterwards brought before the Lords, he made a ſpeech, which 

was ſo offenſive to the King and his favourite, that he was fined 
ro, ooo marks, for the reflections which he had caſt on his Majeſty, 
and 5000 for the inſult offered to Buckingham. By one of thoſe 

unaccountable changes which occur among politicians of all ages, 
he became ſoon afterwards in great favour with the very man whoſe 

enmity had coſt him ſo dear, and was, through his intereſt, made a

Richard Cloudeſley, by his will, bearing date 1517, bequeathed a Cloudeſley's

Theſe premiſes, though appropriated princi- 
pally to ſuperſtitious uſes, were not ſeized by the crown at the ge- 
neral diſperſion of chantry-lands in the reign of Edward VI., but

let at 841. per annum, which is diſpoſed of at the diſcretion of the 
teoffees.

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A charity-ſchool for boys and girls was eſtabliſhed at Iſlington in 
1710; ſince which time various benefactions, to the amount of 
about 800 l., have been given or bequeathed to it; but its principa 
ſupport depends upon annual ſubſcriptions, and collections at cha- 
rity ſermons. The number of children is at preſent 50 (30 boys 
and 20 girls), who are clothed and educated, 'The ſchool-houſe was 
repaired and enlarged in 1788. There is a charity-{chool alſo for 
the children of proteſtant diſſenters. 

Dame Sarah Temple, about a century ago, left the ſum of 5001, 
to purchaſe an eſtate, the profits of which ſhould be appropriated to 
the apprenticing poor children of this pariſh. The preſent rent of 
the eſtate (at North Mims), which was purchaſed purſuant to her 
will, is 25 l. per annum. 

Mr. John Davis, who died in 1793, left the ſum of 2000 l. 3 per 
cent. conſol. for the purpoſe of building and endowing alms-houſes, 
under the direction of his widow. Eight tenements were built and 
very neatly fitted up during this year (1794). They are already 
inhabited by poor aged women, nominated by Mrs. Davis. Their 
penſions, I believe, are not yet ſettled. 

The following benefactions, being rent-charges or annuities, have 
been bequeathed to this pariſh to buy bread for the poor. The dates 
I was not able to learn, except that of Alice Owen's (1613), 21.

pariſh of Iſlington. She directed that her executors ſhould purchaſe 
lands for the maſter of the free- ſchool, if ſhe ſhould not have done 
it before her deceaſe. There are two ſets of alms-houſes at Iſlington 
belonging to the company of Clothworkers, the one for 10 men, 
and the other for the ſame number of women, but the pariſh has 
no intereſt in them. 

A conſiderable part of Iſlington, on the ſouth ſide, lies within the 
pariſh of St. James-Clerkenwell. In this part of the village, the ob- 
jects of greateſt note, are the New-river-head and Sadler's-wells, 
both generally reputed, and deſcribed as ſituated at Iſlington. 


In the early part of King James's reign, Sir Hugh Middelton, 

a native of Denbigh, and a citizen and goldſmith of London, firſt 
projected the ſcheme of bringing the New-river water to London, 
and perſuaded the city to apply for an act of parliament for that 
purpoſe, which was accordingly obtained; but the difficulties of the 
undertaking appeared ſo great, that they declined to embark any farther 
in it; when Sir Hugh Middelton, with a ſpirit equal to the import- 
ance of the undertaking, being veſted with proper powers from the 
city, at his own riſque and charge begun the work on the 2oth of Feb. 
1608 *?, Its progreſs, it is probable, was attended with greater dif- 
ficulties than he had foreſeen, and his pecuniary reſources failed long 
before it was completed. The body-corporate of the city of London 
{till refuſed to embark in the buſineſs, and the work was on the 
point of being abandoned, when King James, being applied to by 
Sir Hugh Middelton, engaged in it; and on the 2d of May 1612, 
covenanted to advance money for its completion, upon a moiety of 
the undertaking being made over to him. It now went on without 
interruption, and on the 29th of September 1613, the water was let 

into the baſon at the place now called the New-river-head at Iflington.

One of the moſt difficult parts of the work now remained to be 
accompliſhed, which was to convey the water to the various parts of 
the metropolis. The expence attending this was very great, and it 
was a conſiderable time before the water came into general uſe, ſo 
that the ſhares (for the undertaking was then divided) became 
of very ſmall value; and the annual dividends were for many 
years under 51. The general eſtabliſhment of the plan, the great 
advantages and convenience of which were at length univerſally ac- 
knowledged ; the prodigious number of new buildings, and the al- 
teration in the value of money, have, in the courſe of a century and 
a half, ſo raiſed the ſhares, as to increaſe the annual income nearly 
an hundred fold. When the New-river was firſt brought to London,

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it was not foreſeen that a deficiency of water might at ſome future 
time, eſpecially in the Summer-months, be attended with great in- 
convenience, When this was learned from experience, the Com- 
pany borrowed from the overplus of the millſtream of the river Lee, 
which, after a practice of ſome years, became a ſubject of litigation, 
finally determined by an act of parliament about the year 1738. It 
was then agreed that the New-river Company, on condition of their 
paying a ſum of money towards improving the navigation of the river 
Lee, and continuing to pay an annuity for the ſame purpoſe, ſhould 
have a certain quantity of water from the millſtream, to be mea- 
ſured by a balance engine and gage, then conſtructed near Hert- 
ford, and rebuilt by Mr. Mylne about the year 1770. The Com- 
pany. have ſince bought the mill, with the unreſtricted uſe of the 
water. 


The number of bridges upon the New-river are about 200. Some 
account has been already given of the wooden aqueducts, which 
were conſtructed for preſerving the level near Highbury and at 
Buſhhill *'; a ſubterraneous channel, about 200 yards in length, 
was made for the ſame purpoſe at Iſlington, where it paſſes under 
the lower ſtreet from the thatched houſe to Colebrooke-row. At the 
New-river-head is a circular baſon, now thrice its original ſize, 
whence the water is conveyed by {luices into various large ciſterns 
of brick work; from theſe it paſſes, in a ſubdivided ſtate, by means 
of large wooden pipes, of ſix or ſeven inches bore, (called mains 
and riders, and diſtinguiſhed by names appropriated to their ſeveral 
diſtricts,) to all parts of the metropolis. The diſtribution of the 
water from theſe pipes to the very numerous houſes which are 
ſupplied by it, exhibits a very wonderful ſyſtem of hydraulics.

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The fire-engine near the New-river-head, is for the purpoſe of raiſing 
water into a large reſervoir near Pentonville, which ſupplies many 
parts of the weſt end of the town, which are ſo nearly on a level 
with the baſon at the river-head, that the water would not flow with 
ſufficient velocity. At the New-river-head is a houſe belonging to 
the Company, originally built in 1613, and repaired and newly 
fronted in 1782, under the direction of Robert Mylne, Eſq. ſur- 
veyor to the Company, who reſides there. A large room in 
this houſe, with wainſcot pannels, was fitted up for the meetings 
of the Company about the latter end of the laſt century. On 
the cieling is a portrait of King William, and the arms of Mid- 
delton and Green. Under this room is one of the above-mentioned 


ciſterns. 


The property of the New-river is divided into 72 ſhares, which 


diviſion took place ſoon after the commencement of the undertaking.

The well-known place of public amuſement, called Sadler's Wells, 
takes its name from a ſpring of mineral water, which they now call 
Illington Spa. Iſlington Spa, or the New Tunbridge Wells. This ſpring was diſ- 
covered by one Sadler, in 1683, in the garden belonging to a houſe 
which he had then juſt opened for the public reception as a muſic-

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N Doomſday- book this place is called Cheniſitun; in other ancient 

records, Keneſitune and Kenſintune. Chengſi was a proper name; 
a perſon of that name held the manor of Huiſh in Somerſetſhire, in 
the reign of Edward the Confeſſor. 

The village of Kenſington lies on the great weſtern road, at the 
diſtance of about a mile and a half from Hyde-park Corner. The 
pariſh, which is in the hundred of Oſſulſton, is bounded by Chelſea, 
St. Margaret Weſtminſter, St. George Hanover- ſquare, Paddington, 
Wilſdon, Acton, and Fulham. The hamlets of Brompton, Earl's 
Court, the Gravel-pits, and a part of Little Chelſea are in this pariſh, 
The palace at Kenſington, and about 20 houſes on the north ſide of 
the road, are in the pariſh of St. Margaret Weſtminſter. On the 
ſouth fide, the pariſh of Kenſington extends till after you paſs the 
Gore. The ſeat of James Vere, Eſq. and the other principal houſes 
between that and Knightſbridge, are in St. Margaret's, as mentioned 
in the account of Chelſea, 


The pariſh of Kenſington contains about 1910 acres of land; 


about half of which is paſture and meadow ; about 360 acres are 
arable land for corn only; about 230 in market gardens ; about 260

Curtis's botanic garden was removed from Lambeth Marſh tp a Curtis's bo- 
ſpot of ground near Queen's Elm turnpike at Brompton, about the 8 
year 1789 *. It contains a very large collection of plants, chiefly in- 
digenous, and a botanical library for ſtudents in that ſcience. The 
ſubſcription for admiſſion to the garden is one guinea per annum, 
with liberty to introduce a friend. A ſubſcription of two guineas 
entitles the ſubſcriber to ſeeds, roots, &c. of a certain value; and 
gives him the privilege of introducing as many of his friends as he 
pleaſes. | 

The ſoil at Kenſington is various; clay, loam, and brick earth. Soil, and 
The pariſh pays the ſum of 14811.

It was then va- 
lued higher than the manor of Kenſington **®, They were both 
granted to the Duke of Glouceſter ”, and at his acceſſion became 
veſted again in the crown. In 1524, Robert Fenroper, alderman of 
London, died ſeiſed of this manor, leaving iſſue three daughters, co- 
heirs; the eldeſt of whom, Ethelreda, married Henry White **, who, 
in the year 1543, granted the manor of Knotting-barnes to the 
King“.

Earl of Hol- The Earl of Holland was twice made a priſoner in his own houſe, 
1e U hi firſt by King Charles in 1633, upon occaſion of his challenging Lord 
own houlc. Weſton **; and a ſecond time, by command of the parliament, after 
the unſucceſsful iſſue of his attempt to reſtore the King in Auguſt 
Anecdctes of 1048 *, The Earl, who was a conſpicuous character during the 
ine Kal. whole of Charles's reign, and frequently in employments of conſider- 
able truſt, appears to have been very wavering in his politics, and 
of an irritable diſpoſition. As early as the year 1638, we find him 
rctired to his houſe at Kenſington in diſguſt, becauſe he was not 
made Lord Admiral. At the eve of the civil war he was employed 
againſt the Scots; when the army was diſbanded, having received 
lome new cauſe of ojlence, he retired again to Kenſington, where, 
according to Lord Clarendon, he was viſited by all the diſaffected 
Meetings of members of parliament, who held frequent meetings at Holland- 
— He houſe . Some time afterwards, when the civil war was at its height, 
anc-noule. he joined the King's party at Oxford; but meeting with a cool re- 
ception, returned again to the parliament *'. On the 6th of Auguſt 
1647, © the members of parliament, who were driven from Weſt— 
„ minſter by tumults, met General Fairfax at Holland-houſe, and

4 of July “.“ The Earl of Holland's deſertion of the royal cauſe, 
is to be attributed, perhaps, to his known enmity towards Lord 
Strafford ; he gave, nevertheleſs, the beſt proof of his attachment to 


monarchy, by making a bold though raſh attempt to reſtore his royal 


maſter, when his affairs were the moſt deſperate. After making a 
valiant ſtand againſt an unequal force near Kingſton upon Thames, 
he was obliged to quit the field, but was ſoon afterwards taken pri- 
ſoner, and ſuffered death upon the ſcaffold, by a ſentence of the high 
court of juſtice *. His corpſe was ſent to Kenſington ®, and interred 
in the family vault there, on the 1oth of March 1649. In the month 
of July following, Lambert, then general of the army, fixed his 
head-quarters at Holland-houſe “. It was ſoon afterwards reſtored 
to the Counteſs of Holland, When the theatres were ſhut up by 
the Puritans, plays were acted privately at the houſes of the nobility, 
who made collections for the actors. Holland-houſe is particularly 
mentioned, as having been uſed occaſionally for this purpoſe *. 

The next remarkable circumſtance in the hiſtory of this manſion 
is the reſidence of Addiſon, who became poſſeſſed of it in 1716, by 
his intermarriage with Charlotte Counteſs Dowager of Warwick and 
Holland. It is faid that he did not add much to his happineſs by 
this alliance“ . Mr. Addiſon was appointed Secretary of State in 


1717, and died at Holland-houſe, June 17, 1719“. About the year

In the garden at Campden-houſe is a remarkable caper-tree, which 
has endured the open air of this climate for the greater part of a 
century.

It is ſheltered from the north, having a ſouth-eaſt aſpect, and though 
not within the reach of any artificial heat, produces fruit every year, 
Hale-houſe, an ancient manſion at Brompton, commonly called 
Cromwell-houſe, is ſaid to have been the reſidence of Oliver Cromwell, 
I have had frequent occaſion to remark how little credit is due in 
general to ſuch traditions. There is certainly no good authority for 
this at Brompton. Hale-houſe was, during Cromwell's time, and for 
many years before and afterwards, the property of the Methwold 
family.

it before he went out to Ireland the ſecond time. It is certain that 
he was married at Kenſington in 1653 *. Oliver Cromwell at this 
time, having had his choice of the royal houſes, reſided either at 
Whitehall or Hampton-court ; nor have we the leaſt trace, either in 
hiſtory or in the more minute chronicles and diurnals of that period, 
of his reſidence at Brompton ; but it is by no means improbable, 
that Henry Cromwell might hire a houſe there to be near his father's 
court. In 1668, Hale-houſe appears to have been inhabited by the 
Lawrences of Shurdington in Glouceſterſhire *? ; in 1682, it was in 
the occupation of Francis Lord Howard of Effingham, whoſe ſon 
Thomas, the ſixth Lord Howard of that family, was born there ©. 
Hale-houſe was ſold by the Methwolds, in 1754, to John Fleming, 
Eſq. afterwards created a Baronet, and it is now the joint property 
of the Earl of Harrington and Sir Richard Worſley, Bart. who mar- 
ried his daughters and coheirs. 


At Earls Court was the villa of the late celebrated ſurgeon John John Hunter. 
Hunter, who employed the little leiſure which an uncommonly ex- | 
tenſive practice would permit him to enjoy, in proſecuting curious and 
uſeful diſcoveries in natural hiſtory. This was the principal ſcene of 
4 his experiments, and here he had generally a valuable menagerie of 
7 foreign animals. Mr. Hunter's houſe is now the property and re- 
ſidence of John Bayne, Eſq. who intends keeping up the menagerie, 
and is about to make conſiderable improvements upon the premiſes.

Kenſington- palace is a large irregular edifice, built at various times. 
The ſtate apartments conſiſt of a ſuit of twelve rooms. The great State apart- 
ſtair-caſe, which was painted by Kent, exhibits a groupe of ſeveral 
portraits, among which are his own, thoſe of Muſtapha the Turk, 
and Ulrick, both in the ſervice of George I. and Peter the wild boy.

Kenſington gardens were originally only 26 acres; Queen Anne 
added 30 acres, which were laid out by her gardener, Mr. Wiſe; 
but the principal addition was made by the late Queen, who took 
in near 300 acres out of Hyde Park, which were laid out by Bridg- 
man. They are now three miles and a half in circumference. The 
broad walk, which extends from the palace along the ſouth ſide of 
the gardens, is in the Spring a very faſhionable promenade, eſpeci- 
ally on Sunday mornings. Kenſington gardens have been the ſubje& 
of ſeveral poems . 

The pariſh church, dedicated to St. Mary, is ſituated ' near the 
road fide. It is a brick ſtructure, conſiſting of a chancel, nave, and 
two aiſles, ſeparated by wooden pillars, with Corinthian capitals. 
At the weſt end is a low embattled tower of brick, with a wooden 
turret. The body of the old church was pulled down, and rebuilt 
about the year 1694, the tower being left ſtanding. The expence 
was defrayed partly by ſubſcription. King William gave Zool. the 
Princeſs Anne 1001., Earl Craven Fol., the Biſhop of London Fol., 
and the Earl of Warwick 401. The whole charge was 18001. The 
new building was ſo ill conſtructed, that in the year 1704 it was 
found neceſſary to take the greater part of it down again, and to

The chancel-window, ornamented with figures of St. Peter, St. 
Paul, St. John, and St. Andrew, in ſtained glaſs, was given by Mr. 
Tanner Arnold, and his niece Mary Green. 

On the ſouth ſide of the altar, againſt the eaſt wall, is the monu- 
ment of Edward Henry, Earl of Warwick and Holland, who died 
in 1721. His effigies, in white marble, is repreſented in a Roman 
habit, ſitting and leaning with his right arm upon an urn. On the 
baſe of the monument is the following inſcription : © Hoe ſubter

Godfrey de Vere, in the reign of Henry I. (with the conſent of Regory. 


his father Alberic, and his other relations), being upon his death- 
bed, gave the church of Kenſington, with two hides of land, to the 
monaſtery of Abingdon ; the abbot of which houſe, Faricius, had 
cured him of a former ſickneſs”. Long after this, the Prior of 
Colne (a convent in Eſſex, founded by Alberic de Vere, and made 
a cell to Abingdon) pretended a right to the church of Kenſington, 
but at the inſtance of Robert de Vere, Earl of Oxford, they relin- 
quiſhed their claims in the year 13115“. This church was in the 
13th century appropriated to the monaſtery of Abingdon, by the

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licence of Pope Alexander, but without the conſent either of the 
Biſhop of London, or the metropolitan. In conſequence of this 
omiſſion, the abbot and convent of Abingdon agreed, that the pa- 
tronage of the vicarage ſhould be veſted in the Biſhop and his ſuc- 
ceſſors, at the ſame time they endowed it with a moiety of the great 
tithes, the whole tithe of hay, and all ſmall tithes, reſerving to them- 
ſelves the manerial rights of the rectory and the demeſne lands, tithe- 
free, exempting alſo from tithes all mills upon their demeſnes. The 
vicar was to ſuſtain all the ordinary burdens of the church, the ex- 
traordinary charges to be borne between them“. At the diſſolution 
of monaſteries, the abbot's portion of tithes and the demeſne lands 
became veſted in the crown, and were leaſed by the name of the 
Manor and Rectory of Kenſington, anno 1569, to Elizabeth Snow, 
and anno 1592, to Henry Buttell *, In 1599, they were granted 
in perpetuity to Robert Chamberlen and Humphrey Wymes, as 
truſtees for Sir Walter Cope, who the next year aliened the moiety 
of the rectorial tithes to“ Robert Horſman, by whom they were 
conveyed in 1618 to Robert Gynn. The latter aliened them in 
1630 to Sir William Blake, who, the ſame year, joining with Gynn, 
conveyed them to John Marſh **, The commiſſioners appointed in 
1650 to enquire into the nature of eccleſiaſtical benefices, reported, 
that Mr. Marſh let his moiety of tithes at 45 l. per annum, and that 
he had ſhown the deeds, by which they belonged to him and his heirs, 
They reported alſo, that the patronage of the vicarage was then veſted 
in the Counteſs Dowager of Holland“. The Earl had purchaſed it, 
perhaps, upon the ſale of church-property, but his family never had 
an opportunity of preſenting to it, as Dr. Hodges ſurvived till after

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the Reſtoration. The moiety of rectorial tithes continued in the 
Marſh family till the death of Henry Marſh, Eſq. who by his will, 
bearing date 1741, bequeathed it to his grandſon Henry Thomas 
Greening (now Sir Henry Thomas Gott), the preſent proprietor, 

In the year 1371, the church of Kenſington was valued at 26 
marks, an eleemoſynary portion, payable to the church of Weſt- 
minſter at five marks, and the vicarage at 10 marks”, In the King's 
books the latter is rated at 181. 8s. 4d. In 1650, the vicarage-houſe 
was valued at 1ol. per annum; 15 acres of glebe, rented by the 
Counteſs of Mulgrave, at 20 l. 10s. and the tithes at 135 l. Ten 
acres of land in Chelſea, within the precincts of the royal hoſpital, 
are in the pariſh of Kenſington, and pay 40s. to the vicar in lieu of 
tithes. In the year 1781, a cauſe was tried in the court of Exche- 
quer relating to the tithes of hot-houſe fruit, which was determined 
in favour of the vicar. 

Thomas Hodges, collated to this vicarage by Biſhop Juxon in 
1641, kept his preferment during the civil war and interregnum, by 
attaching himſelf to the prevailing party. He was one of the aſſem- 
bly of divines, and frequently preached before the long parliament ”, 
Some of his ſermons are in print. After the Reſtoration, he was 
collated to the rectory of St. Peter Cornhill, and made Dean of Here- 
ford. He kept the living of Kenſington till his death, and was bu- 
ried in the chancel there on the 27th of Auguſt 1672. His ſon Na- 
thaniel, who was a phyſician, wrote a hiſtory of the plague in 1665, 
and obtained a great reputation by remaining in London during the 
whole of that calamitous ſeaſon. He publiſhed alſo an apology for 
the profeſſion of Phyſic. Anthony Wood, who gives this account 
of him, adds, that he died very poor in Ludgate priſon, anno 
1684 .

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William Wigan, who ſucceeded Dr. Hodges in the vicarage of 
Kenſington, publiſhed ſome ſermons and religious tracts. He was 
born, I preſume, ſays Wood, at the Harrow in Gray's Inn Lane, 
where his father ſold ale, and grew rich“. 

Dr. John Jortin, collated to this vicarage by Biſhop Oſbaldeſton, 
in 1762, was a very eminent and learned divine. He was ſon of 
Renatus Jortin, a French refugee, who was gentleman of the privy 
chamber to King William. Mr. Jortin loſt his life at ſea in 1707, 
being caſt away with Sir Cloudeſly Shovel, to whom he was then 
ſecretary, as he had been before to the Earl of Orford and Sir George 
Rooke, Dr. Jortin received his education at the Charter-houſe, 
whence he went to Jeſus College in Cambridge. After he was in 
holy orders, he reſided principally in London, and preached at 
various chapels. In 1749, he was appointed Boyle's lecturer. He 
had the living of St. Dunſtan in the Eaſt, from Archbiſhop Herring, 
before he was collated to this vicarage; in 1764, he was made 
Archdeacon of London, He died in the year 1770, and was buried 
on the 12th of September in the church-yard, where the following 
ſhort inſcription, dictated by himſelf, is to be ſeen on his tomb: 
“Johannes Jortin mortalis eſſe deſiit, anno ſalutis 1770, ætatis 72.” 
Dr. Jortin's principal works are: Diſcourſes on the Truth of the 
Chriſtian Religion; Miſcellaneous Obſervations on Authors, ancient 
and modern; Remarks on Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory; Diſſertations on 
various Subjects; a Life of Eraſmus, and Remarks on his Works: 
among his ſmaller tracts are Luſus Poetici ; Remarks on Spencer and 
Milton ; Remarks on Seneca, in a work called the State of the Re- 
public of Letters, 1734; and a Letter concerning the Muſic of the 
Ancients. An account of his life and writings, from which theſe 
brief notices are taken, was drawn up by Dr. Heathcote, and pre- 
fixed to ſome poſthumous ſermons, in two volumes, publiſhed by

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his ſon Rogers Jortin, Eſq. There is a Life of him alſo, with Re- 
marks on his Writings, by Dr. Diſney, who quotes from a tract of 
Dr. Parr's, a very high character of the ſubject of his memoirs, as 
a man of great learning and the moſt amiable manners. 

The preſent vicar is James Waller, D. D. who ſucceeded Dr. Jortin. 

A private chapel was built at Brompton about the year 1769, for 0-6. 
the accommodation of the inhabitants of that hamlet. The preachers 4 
are appointed by the vicar of Kenſington, and licenſed by the biſhop. 

The preſent morning preacher is Richard Harriſon, M. A.; the after- 
noon preacher Seth Thompſon, D. D.

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che Earl of Egmont, was of a very ancient family in Somerſetſhire. 
Having rendered an eminent ſervice to his country by decyphering 
ſome papers taken on board a Spaniſh ſhip, previouſly to the in- 
tended invaſion by the famous Armada, Queen Elizabeth aſſigned 
him a penſion of 800 marks. He afterwards held ſome lucrative 
offices in the court of wards, through the intereſt of his couſin 
Robert Cecil, Earl of Saliſbury. Philip Perceval, his ſon (by his 
ſecond wife Alice, daughter of John Sherman, Eſq.), was knighted 
by King Charles, and had very large grants in Ireland ; where, on 
the eve of the civil war, he fortified and garriſoned his caſtles in fo 
complete a manner, that one of them ſuſtained a ſiege of 30 days, 
againſt an army of 7000 foot and 50 horſe, In 1642, he was ap- 
pointed by the parliament commiſſary-general of the army. He 
appears nevertheleſs to have acted with the royal party till 1644. 
In 1647, he was among the few members of parliament who made 
a bold but unſucceſsful ſtand againſt the independents, being chair- 
man of the committees which were appointed to defend the city and 
parliament ; nor did he quit his poſt till the army were in complete 
poſſeſſion of the ſovereignty. Overborne, as it is ſaid, by the diſaſ- 
trous ſituation of his own and the public affairs, he died, after an 
illneſs of a few days, Nov. 10, 1647 ; when, notwithſtanding the 
enmity which had ſubſiſted between him and the party then in 
power, the ſum of 2001. was voted to defray his funeral expences. 
He was buried in the church of St. Martin in the Fields, Archbiſhop 
Uſher preaching his funeral ſermon.

There is a Sunday-ſchool at Kenſington, in which are 42 boys, 
and a ſchool of induſtry for girls, who are clothed by their own 
earnings. The number in this ſchool is from 50 to 60. Theſe 
ſchools are under very good regulations, and attended by the prin- 
cipal inhabitants of the place in rotation as viſitors. The girls when 
fit for ſervice are recommended to places, and encouragements are 
held out to thoſe who behave well. If any children offer who are 
thought to be too young for the ſchools, they are put under the care 
of proper perſons till they are old enough to be received“. 


Lady Viſcounteſs Campden, anno 1644, left to this pariſh the 
ſum of 2001. to purchaſe lands, a moiety of the rent to be appro- 
priated to apprentice a poor boy or boys. The ſum of 541. per 


annum is now appropriated to this purpoſe, as will be more particu-

was built, the pariſh received a compenſation in money. Jane Lady 
Berkley, in 1617, gave 10 l. per annum, being a rent- charge on a 
houſe, which was afterwards the Earl of Mulgrave's. Thomas 
Lounge, yeoman of the guards, about the year 1630, gave a rent- 
charge of 20 8., iſſuing out of a houſe in Kenſington. Baptiſt Hickes, 
Viſcount Campden, anno 1630, gave 2001. to purchaſe lands for 
the poor. His widow, in 1644, gave the ſame ſum to be expended 
in like manner, and directed that half of the profits ſhould go to the 
poor, and the other half to apprentice a poor boy or boys. An ano- 
nymous benefactor, in 1652, gave ſome land at Kenſington Gravel- 
pits, on which was formerly a malt-houſe. This is called Cromwell's 
gift, and a tradition has prevailed that it was given by Oliver Crom- 
well; but the pariſh have no evidence to aſcertain it. John Sams, 
in 1658, gave an annuity of 51. payable out of lands in Ken- 
ſington. 

In the year 1777, an act of parliament paſſed, enabling the pariſh

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HE name of this place denotes that it has been a royal reſidence, Name. 
perhaps of ſome of the Saxon monarchs. King Edward the 
Confeſſor gave to Weſtminſter Abbey a third of the fruit growing in 
his woods at Kyngeſbyrig *.

It is probable that one of them married Thomas 
Page, who was proprietor of this manor ; and left a ſon (William) 
in ward to the prior and convent of St. Bartholomew, who made 
over his wardſhip and marriage, with the cuſtody of his lands, to 
Richard Raven, Lord of Berkhampſtead. Raven married him to his 
daughter Chriſtian, by whom he had iſſue two daughters : Elizabeth, 
who died unmarried ; and Margaret, who became the wife of Wil- 
liam Bury. William Page granted this manor to his daughter Mar- 
garet, on condition that ſhe ſhould ſupport him during his life, and 
maintain a chaplain to pray for his ſoul after his deceaſe. Margaret 
Bury died without iſſue before her father. After his death this manor 
was recovered againſt William Bury by John Penne, couſin and heir 
of the deceaſed. After various deeds of truſt and mortgage, it was 
purchaſed in the year 1439 by Thomas Chichele and others, as 
truſtees for All Souls College in Oxford; to which ſociety it till 
belongs. In the year 1449, William Norton and William Huntley, 
holding the manor of Kingſbury under All Souls College, aliened it 
to Sir Thomas Haſely, deputy-marſhal of England *. Agnes, widow 
of Sir Thomas, in the year 1451 conveyed it to John Wilkins and 
William Huntley (in truſt, it is probable)*. Chriſtian, relic of Sir 
Henry Waver, died ſeiſed of it anno 1480; Chriſtian, her grand- 
daughter and heir, being then five years of age. The Chandos fa- 
mily have been many years leſſees of this manor, the leaſe is now 
veſted in Elizabeth, reli& of Henry, the ſecond Duke. 


It appears by the ſurvey of Doomſday that Albold held a manor in 
Chingeſberie (Kingſbury) of Ernulf de Heſding.

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A former ſchool, inſtituted in the hamlet of Poplar, having been 


dropped ſome years, Dr. Gloſter Ridley, in the year 1737 (being 


then miniſter of the chapel there, and lecturer at Limehouſe), ſet 
on foot a ſubſcription for an united charity-ſchool, in which poor 
children of both places ſhould receive the advantages of education, 
This ſchool ſtill continues. Its only endowment conſiſts of a few 
legacies . An ample annual ſubſcription, with collections at charity 
ſermons, raiſe an income ſuſſicient for clothing and educating 50 
boys. 

Another charity-ſchool for boys and girls, of this pariſh only, 
was inſtituted in 1779. In this ſchool 35 girls and 15 boys are 
clothed and educated. It depends principally * for its ſupport, as 


the other does, on annual ſubſcriptions and collections at charity 
ſermons, 


William Geer, anno 1632, gave 51. per annum to poor ſeamen 
in this place. William Curtis, anno 1669, gave 61. per annum to 
apprentice two poor children, and another 61. once in two years, to 
be divided among 12 paupers of this place, on the alternate years to 
be appropriated to the redemption of poor captives. Captain Edward 
Johnſon, anno 1671, gave a houſe, now let at 201. per annum, to 
the poor of Ratcliffe and Limehouſe, in equal portions. This pariſh 
receives, purſuant to a decree in Chancery, bearing date 1733, 128.

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HE. name of this place was anciently called Tiburn, from its 
ſituation near a ſmall bourn, or rivulet, formerly called Aye- 


brook, or Eye-brook, and now Tybourn-brook . When the ſite of 


the church was altered to another ſpot near the ſame brook, it was 
called, I imagine, St. Mary at the bourn, now corrupted to St. Mary 
le bone, or Marybone. 

The pariſh lies in the hundred of Offulſton, and is bounded by 
St. Giles's and Pancras on the eaſt, by Hampſtead on the north, 
Paddington on the weſt, and on the ſouth by St. Anne-Soho, St. 
James's, and St. George-Hanover-ſquare. It is eight miles and one 
fourth in circumference, and it is computed that it contains about 
2500 acres of land, of which one third is occupied by buildings, 
the remainder, extending northward to Primroſe-hill, and weſt to 
Kilbourn turnpike, is almoſt wholly graſs land. A few acres are 
occupied by market gardeners. The ſoil on the ſouth fide of the 
pariſh is a fine gravel, and on the north ſide clay. This pariſh is 
charged the ſum of 5641. 58. 1d. to the land-tax, which this preſent year 
1794 (ſuch has been the improvement of property by the increaſe of 
buildings), is raiſed by a rate of only one farthing in the pound.

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The manor of Tybourn, containiug five hides, is deſcribed in 
Doomſday-book as parcel of the ancient demeſnes of the abbeſs and 
convent of Barking, who held it under the crown.

not more than a century ago. Devonſhire Mews are built on the 
ſite of the manor-houſe. I do not find that the Earl of Oxford ever 
inhabited this manſion; but his noble collection of books and MSS. 
were depoſited in a library built for that purpoſe, which ſtill re- 
mains in High- ſtreet, being incorporated in a houſe which is now a 
boarding-ſchool for young ladies, called Oxford Houſe. Behind this 
houſe was a well-known place of entertainment, called Marybone 
Gardens. In the reign of Queen Anne, there had been a noted tavern 
at this place, with bowling-greens, much frequented by perſons of 
the firſt rank. It afterwards grew into diſrepute, and is made by 
Gay the ſcene of Macheath's debauches. About the year 1740, 
Marybone-gardens were opened for public breakfaſts and evening 
concerts. Some of the firſt ſingers were generally engaged there, and 
fireworks were frequently exhibited.

Sir John Ipſley was at this time ranger, by 
authority of the Protector. The purchaſe-money was 13,2151.

A compenſation was made alſo to 
John Carey, Eſq. for the loſs of the rangerſhip which he had held 
before the uſurpation. The ſite of the park (for it was diſparked 
before the Reſtoration, and never afterwards ſtocked) was leaſed in 
1668 to Henry Earl of Arlington ; in 1696 to Charles Bertie and 
others, in truſt for the Duke of Leeds; in 1724 to Samuel Grey, 
Eſq. whoſe intereſt in the leaſe was purchaſed by Thomas Gibſon, 
John Jacob, and Robert Jacomb, Eſqrs. who renewed in 1730, 1735, 
and 1742. In 1754, a leaſe was granted to Lucy Jacomb, widow, 
and Peter Hinde, Eſq. In 1765, William Jacomb, Eſq. had a freſh 
leaſe for an undivided ſhare, being 15 parts in 24. The term of 
this ſhare was prolonged in 1772, and again in 1780 for eight years, 
to commence from January 24, 1803. In the year 1789, Mr. Ja- 
comb ſold his intereſt in the eſtate to the Duke of Portland, in, 
whom the ſaid ſhare is at preſent veſted. In 1765 and 1772, Jacob 
Hinde, Eſq. had new leaſes of the remaining undivided ſhare, being 
nine parts in 24. This leaſe has not been fince renewed, and will

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The ſaid eſtate, now called Marybone-park farm, contains 543 
acres and 17 perches, according to an actual ſurvey made in the year

corner of Stratford-place), ſubject to the depredations of robbers, 
who frequently ſtole the images, bells, and ornaments, and to 
build a new church of ſtones or flints, near the place where 
a chapel had been then lately erected, which chapel might in the 
mean time be uſed.

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In the year 1741, Marybone church being in a very ruinous con- 
dition, it was found neceſſary to take it down; when the preſent 
ſtructure, which is very ſmall and ill-ſuited to the population of the 
pariſh, was erected on the ſame ſite. The inſide of the old church 
is ſhown in one of Hogarth's plates of the Rake's Progreſs. The 
monuments are repreſented as they then exiſted, and ſome ill-ſpelt 
verſes, pointing out the vault of the Forſet family, were accurately 
copied from the originals '*. The inſcription, denoting the church 
to have been beautified when Thomas Sice and Thomas Horn were 
churchwardens, was not fabricated for the purpoſe of ridicule (though 
it might have ſerved that purpoſe, when contraſted with the ruinous 
appearance of the church), but proves to have been genuine. The 
preſent church is a ſmall oblong ſquare, and has a gallery on the 
north, ſouth, and weſt ſides. On the eaſt wall are the monuments 
of Sir Edmund Dowee of Boughton, cupbearer to Anne of Den- 
mark, and Henrietta Maria, ob.

The church of Marybone (or Tybourn, as it was then called) was 
appropriated in the reign of King John, by William de Sancta Maria, 
Biſhop of London, to the priory of St. Lawrence de Blakemore, in 
Eſſex, a competent maintenance being reſerved to the vicar *. On 
the ſuppreſſion of that priory, which took place in the year 1525, 
the King gave the rectory to Cardinal Wolſey, with licence to 
appropriate it to the dean and canons of Chrift-church ; who, at 
his requeſt, granted it to the maſter and ſcholars of his college at 
Ipſwich '. When the Cardinal fell into diſgrace, the King ſeized 
this rectory as part of his property“, and it continued in the crown 
till the year 1552, when it was granted to Thomas Reve and George 
Cotton, in common ſocage ””, It came into the Forſet family, then 
proprietors of the manor before the year 1650 *", and they have 
ſince paſſed through the ſame hands. The rectory ſtill continues 
impropriated; the benefice has been conſidered as a donative from a 
very early period. The Duke of Portland, as re&or, nominates the 
curate, who 1s licenſed by the Biſhop of London. In the year 1511,

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the curate's ſtipend was only 138. per annum, paid by Thomas Hob- 
ſon, then leſſee under the priory of Blakemore *. In 1650, the 
impropriation was valued at 801. per annum; the curate was then 
paid 151. per annum o at that time the whole of his emoluments 
could be ſcarcely double. From the prodigious increaſe of buildings 
and population, its contingencies are now ſuch as to make it a very 
valuable benefice. 

Thomas Swadling, D. D. curate of this place during the civil war, Thomas 
publiſhed, in 1661, a volume of ſermons on the Anniverſary of King — 
Charles's death. He had the living of St. Botolph Aldgate, from 
which he was ſequeſtered. Having ſuffered much both in perſon 
and property, before the Reſtoration of Charles II., he was then re- 
inſtated in his preferment, and obtained ſome other benefices ® 


The preſent curate of Marybone is Sir Richard Kaye, Bart. LL. D. and 
dean of Lincoln, who ſucceeded the late Biſhop of Hereford in 1788.

At the beginning of the preſent century, Marybone was a ſmall 
village, nearly a mile diſtant from any part of the metropolis. 
In the year 1715, a plan was formed for building Cavendiſh- 
{quare, and ſeveral ſtreets on the north ſide of Tybourn road. In 
1717 or 1718, the ground was laid out, the circle in the centre in- 
cloſed, and ſurrounded with a parapet wall and paliſadoes ®. The 
Duke of Chandos (then Earl of Carnarvon) took the whole north fide, -

As an inducement to the 
builders to go on, a chapel and a market were projected for the con- 
venience of the inhabitants of the new ſtreets. Mr. Gibbs gave the 
deſign, and they were both finiſhed in 1724, but the market was 
not opened till 1732, in conſequence of the oppoſition of Lord 
Craven, who feared that it would affect the profits of Carnaby market. 
The row of houſes on the north ſide of Tybourn road was completed 
in 1729, and 1t was then called Oxford-ſtreet. About the ſame time 
moſt of the ſtreets leading to Cavendiſh-ſquare and Oxford market“ 
were built, and the ground was laid out for ſeveral others“. Mait- 
land, whoſe work was publiſhed in 1739, ſays, there were then 577 
houſes in the pariſh of Marybone, and 35 perſons who kept coaches. 
Still there remained a conſiderable void between the new buildings 
and the village of Marybone, which conſiſted of paſture fields. 
Portman-{quare was begun about 1764, when the north ſide of the 
ſquare was built, but it was near 20 years before the whole was 
finiſhed. In 1770, the continuation of Harley-ſtreet was begun, and 


Mansfield-ſtreet, on ground where had been formerly a baſon of 


The ground which Lord Harcourt took 
was on the eaſt fide of the ſquare, The man- 
tion which belongs to the preſent Earl was 
Bingley-houſe, and was purchaſed after the 
death of Lord Bingley.

Stratford-place was built about 1774, on ſome ground 
belonging to the city of London, called Conduit-mead, where the 
Lord Mayor's banquetting-houſe formerly ſtood. The creſcent, now 
called Cumberland-place (originally intended for a circus), was begun 
about the ſame year. Every war had checked the progreſs of new 
buildings, which were carried on at its cloſe with freſh vigour. From 
1786, till the commencement of the preſent war, they increaſed 
very rapidly ; all the Duke of Portland's property, except one farm, 
was let on building leaſes ; the new buildings in the north-weſt part 
of the pariſh were equally numerous. Mancheſter-ſquare, which 
had been begun in 1776, by the building of Mancheſter-houſe, was 
finiſhed in 1788. The preſent number of houſes in this pariſh is 
computed at about 6200. Very extenſive plans have been formed 
for increaſing the buildings on the Liſſon Green eſtates, which are at 
preſent ſuſpended. The intention of building upon the fite of _ 
bone-park has been already mentioned“.

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panied his patron Marſhal Schomberg, and was for ſome years 
miniſter of the French church in the Savoy. He was after- 
wards made dean of Killaloe. His writings are numerous: On 
the truth of the Chriſtian religion ; on the truth of the reformed 
religion; a commentary on the Revelations ; the art of ſelf-know- 
ledge ; ſeveral ſermons; an account of the aſſaſſination plot; a 
defence of the Revolution; and ſome panegyrical orations. They 
were all written in French, but moſt of them have been tranſlated. 
Dr. Abbadie was eſteemed one of the moſt eloquent men of his 
time. He is erroneouſly called John in the regiſter. His name 
was James“. 

James Figg, buried December 11, 1734.” The celebrated prize- Figg, the 
fighter“. The amphitheatres of the prize-fighters afforded in his 3 
time a favourite amuſement, which reflects little credit on the humanity 
of the age.

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“ James Gibbs, Eſq. buried Aug. 9, 1754.” The celebrated ar- 
chitect: he was born in 1683, being the ſon of Peter Gibbs, a mer- 
chant in Aberdeen, at the univerſity of which place he received his 
education, and took the degree of M. A. The Earl of Mar was his 
firſt patron in life, and aſſiſted him with money to proſecute his 
ſtudies in Italy **, He ſettled in England in 1710, and in the courſe 
of a few years became the architect moſt in vogue. His principal 
works are the Radcliffe library, and the new quadrangle at All Souls 
college in Oxford; the new building at King's college, and the Senate- 
houſe in Cambridge; the Duke of Newcaſtle's monument in Weſt- 
minſter-abbey, the New Church in the Strand, and St. Martin's in 
the Fields“. In 1728 he publiſhed a large volume in folio of his 
own deſigns. He gave an inſtance of grateful remembrance to his 
patron the Earl of Mar, by leaving a conſiderable legacy to his ſon. 
All his books, prints, &c. he bequeathed to the Radcliffe library in 
Oxford. On his monument in Marybone church is the following

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was educated at the college of Douay, whence he removed to Rome, 
and was admitted into the order of Jeſus. He reſided afterwards at 
ſeveral of the Italian univerſities, where he read lectures in the ſciences, 
and at length became counſellor to the Inquiſition at Macerata. In 
the year 1726 he quitted the territories of the Pope, flying, according to 
his own account, by hair-breadth eſcapes from the reſentment of the 
Inquiſition, He bent his courſe to London, where, after a reſidence 
of ſome years, he publicly conformed to the church of England. Mean- 
time he ſupported himſelf by private pupils, and by writing for the 
bookſellers. He contributed to a work, called the Hiſtoria Literaria 
(in the nature of a review), and when that was diſcontinued in I734, 
he engaged in the Univerſal Hiſtory, upon which he was employed 
ſeveral years. In 1748, he publiſhed the firſt volume of his prin- 
cipal work, the Hiſtory of the Popes, which was not completed till a 
ſhort time before his death. After the publication of the third vo- 
lume, the work fell into diſcredit, and its author into diſgrace, by 
the diſcovery of his clandeſtine correſpondence with the Jeſuits, into 
whoſe ſociety he had been a ſecond time admitted. A controverſy 
relating to theſe tranſactions commenced in the year 1756, which 
ended to the diſadvantage of Mr. Bower, who was convicted of 
many wilful falſehoods and miſrepreſentations. This controverſy 
was principally carried on by a learned divine, who now holds a dil. 
tinguiſhed rank in the church. Bower's defence was ſpirited, but 
ineffectual. The material charges alleged againſt him were never 
ſatisfactorily anſwered, yet he continued to aſſert his innocence till 
his death; and his epitaph, which is as follows, ſpeaks the lame 
language:

of Scotland, being born at or near Dundee, in the year 1686. He

% Falſe witneſſes roſe up againſt him, and laid to his charge things 
& that he knew not. They conſpired together, and laid their net to de- 
roy him guiltleſs. The very abjefts came together againſt him, they 
* gaped upon him with their mouths. They ſharpened their tongues like 
& a ſerpent, working deceitfully. They compaſſed him about with words 
* of malice and hatred, and fought againſt him without a cauſe, 

“He endured theſe reproaches with fortitude, ſuffering wrong- 
“ fully.”

« John Michael Ryſsbrack, buried Jan. 11, 1770.” The cele- 
brated ſtatuary. His father was a painter at Antwerp. Ryſsbrack 
came to England in 1720, where he ſoon acquired great reputation, 
and was for many years at the head of his profeſſion. His monu- 
ments are diſtinguiſhed for their elegance and ſimplicity, an im- 
proved taſte which he was the firſt to introduce, laying aſide the 
cumbrous and ungraceful ornaments which had been before in ule. 
Among his principal works are Sir Iſaac Newton's monument, the 
Duke of Marlborough's ſtatue at Blenheim, and that of King Wil- 
lam III. at Briſtol ; but his chef d'ceuvre was a Hercules (now at 

Stourhead), 
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Stourhead), which he compiled from the limbs of the moſt celebrated 
boxers. Broughton ſat for the arms“. 
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« William Guthrie, buried Mar. 15, 1770.” Guthrie was a native william 


of Scotland, where, if we may believe Churchill and ſome other 
writers, he followed the profeſſion of a ſchoolmaſter. About the 
year 1740 he came to London, and having connected himſelf with 
the bookſellers, was in conſtant literary employ. He ſucceeded Dr. 
Johnſon in furniſhing the Gentleman's Magazine with the debates 
in parliament. He wrote a hiſtory of England, a hiſtory of Scot- 
land, compiled ſome parts of the Univerſal Hiſtory, and for ſeveral 
years carried on the Critical Review, with little or no aſſiſtance, In 
conjunction with Ralph, he publiſhed a political journal in defence 
of the broad bottom adminiſtration, and was engaged in many other 
political works. He wrote a novel alſo, tranſlated Quintilian and 
ſome parts of Cicero, and aſſiſted in various literary undertakings. 
There is good reaſon for ſuppoſing that the geographical grammar, 
which paſſes under his name, was compiled by another hand. Mr. 
Guthrie was buried in the great cemetery on the ſouth of Paddington- 


ſtreet, where, againſt the eaſt wall, is his monument, with the fol- 
lowing inſcription : | 

„Near this place lies interred the body of William Guthrie, Eſq. 
* who died gth March 1770, aged 62, repreſentative of the ancient 
family of Guthrie of Haukerton, in the county of Angus, North 
„Britain; eminent for knowledge in all branches of literature and

Anthony Relhan, buried Oct. 11, 1776.” Dr. Relhan, who 
was a fellow of the college of phyſicians in Ireland, reſided for

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ſome time at Brighthelmſtone, of which place he publiſhed a ſhort 
hiſtory in 1761, with obſervations on the mineral ſprings and ſea- 
bathing. He was author alſo of a treatiſe on the effects of muſic 
in medicine, and ſeveral medical tracts. His ſon, who is a fellow 
of King's college, has publiſhed an account of the plants growing 
near Cambridge. 

james Ferguſon, buried Nov. 23, 1776.” This man exhibited 
a remarkable inſtance of native genius, ſurmounting the obſtacles of 
poverty and obſcurity, and diſtinguiſhing itſelf in no mean degree 
in the walks of ſcience. Ferguſon was born in the county of Bamff, 
about the year 1710. The bent of his mind towards mechanic pur- 
ſuits firſt diſcovered itſelf by the accidental circumſtance of his fa- 
ther's making uſe of a lever in his preſence, and applying it as a 
prop to his decayed cottage, when he was only eight years of age. 
His own account of the manner in which he proſecuted his favourite 
ſtudies, during hours ſnatched from the moſt laborious employments 
(for he was many years a farmer's ſervant), is very curious and in- 
tereſting. After ſtruggling with various difficulties, his merit pro-—- 
cured him patrons, and he was enabled to purſue his ſtudies with 
more advantage. Having attained a great proficiency in natural 
philoſophy and aſtronomy, he came to London in 1744 ; and having 
conſtructed an apparatus for experiments, read lectures in thoſe 
ſciences. Before he left Scotland he had learned to draw portraits, 
and for a few years after he came to town, practiſed as a limner in 
China ink. His price, in 1746, was 9s. at home, or 10s. 6d. any 
where within the diſtance of a mile“. At the ſame time he read 
lectures on the globes and the orrery, at his lodgings in Great Pul- 
teney-ſtreet, at a ſhilling each lecture. In 1748, he tells us that he 
left off limning, which he never liked as an employment : it was cer- 
tainly an art in which he did not excel. In his country excurſions,

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he occaſionally exerciſed it for ſome years afterwards. There is a 
miniature portrait of the celebrated Dr. Bradley ©* (one of his beſt per- 
formances, and eſteemed a very good likeneſs), done by him about the 
year 1752, when the doctor was on a viſit to his brother-jn-law, Mr. 
Samuel Peach, of Chalford in Glouceſterſhire, in whoſe houſe Fer- 
guſon ſpent ſome time, being received with great hoſpitality, and per- 
mitted to read a courſe of public lectures there. He continued his 
lectures till near the time of his death, which happened at his houſe 
in Bolt-court, in the month of November 1776. He left behind 
him a very amiable character. His principal writings were, a Diſ- 
ſertation on the Harveſt Moon; a Deſcription of an Orrery; Aſtrono- 
mical and Mechanical Lectures; Tables and TraQt relating to various 
Arts and Sciences; and a Treatiſe on Electricity. His laſt publica- 
tion was intituled, Sele& Mechanical Exerciſes. He wrote his own 
life, to accompany this work, which was not publiſhed till after his 
deceaſe. Mr. Ferguſon was a fellow of the Royal Society. It ſhould 
not be omitted, as reflecting honour both on the Royal donor and 
himſelf, that his Majeſty allowed him Fol. per annum, out of the 
privy purſe, ſubje& to no deduQtions ©. The following inſcription 
is upon his tomb in Marybone church-yard : 

“Here lies interred the body of James Ferguſon, F. R. S. who, 
te blefled with a fine natural genius, by unwearied application (with- 
“out a maſter), attained the ſciences of aſtronomy and mechanics, 
“ which he taught with ſingular ſucceſs and reputation. He was 
* modeſt, ſober, humble, and religious, and his works will immor- 
e talize his memory when this ſmall monument is no more. He

He was one of the writers 
in the controverſy on Elizabeth Canning's caſe, and was author of 
a pamphlet called the Inveſtigator, and various political tracts“. His 
father wrote a well-known drama, called the Gentle Shepherd, and 
ſeveral poems. 


„The Rev. Charles Weſley, buried Ap. 5, 1788.” Mr. Weſley 
was a younger brother of the celebrated John Weſley, one of the 
founders of a very numerous body of men, generally known by the 
name of Methodiſts. Their father, Samuel Weſley, was author 
of © the Life of Chriſt,” a poem; a Commentary on the Book of 
Job, and other works. Charles Weſley was born in 1708, at Ep- 
worth; he was educated at Weſtminſter ſchool and Chriſt church, 


of which college he was a ſtudent. He accompanied his brother 


during moſt of his travels, and encountered with him many dangers 
and difficulties. After his marriage, he divided his time between 
Briſtol and London. His writings, not ſo numerous as thoſe of 
his brother, conſiſt chiefly of hymns and ſacred poems. His ſon 
Charles, before he was three years of age, exhibited uncommon 
muſical talents; his younger ſon Samuel, at an age not much more 
advanced, diſcovered the fame talents and inclination for muſic, 
and compoſed an oratorio and ſeveral other pieces, whilſt a child. 
A minute account of their progreſs in the ſcience, from the infor- 
mation of their father, is given in the Hon. Daines Barrington's 
miſcellanies ®. They both embraced a profeſſion for which nature

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had ſo evidently deſigned them. Some years ago ſelect concerts were 
given at their father's houſe in Cheſterfield-ſtreet, Marybone, at 
which the joint performances of the brothers, particularly their double 
leſſons on the organ, were received with much admiration and ap- 
plauſe. Mr, Weſley was buried in the church-yard at Marybone, 
by his own deſire, his pall being ſupported by eight 3 of 
the church of England ©. 


Mark Anthony Joſeph Baretti, buried May 9, 1789.” This Baretti, 


well-known character was ſon of an architect at Turin, where he was 
born about the year 1716. After ſtruggling with great difficulties-in 
the early part of his life, he came to England in 1750, and ſettled 
in London as a teacher of Italian. He gave a proof of his extraor- 
dinary facility in acquiring languages, by publiſhing in Engliſh, 
within three months after his arrival, a defence of the Italian poetry 
againſt Voltaire, About this period he was introduced to Dr. John- 
ſon, with whom he maintained an intimacy till nearly the end of 
his life. In 1760 he reviſited his native country, and whilſt reſident 
at Venice, publiſhed a periodical paper, which added much to his 
reputation. At his return he was engaged in a controverſy with 
Sharp, who had publiſhed Letters from Italy, in which a very un- 
favourable account was given of that country and its inhabitants. 
Soon after his return from a viſit to Spain in 1769, he had the miſ- 
fortune to kill a man in an accidental affray in the ſtreets. He was 
tried at the Old Bailey, when after a full inveſtigation of the caſe, 
during which the moſt honourable teſtimony was borne to his cha- 
rater, the jury gave a verdi& of manſlaughter. In 1770 he pub- 
liſhed an account of his travels, which met with a very favourable 
reception from the public. At the firſt inſtitution of the Royal Aca- 
demy, Baretti was made their ſecretary for foreign correſpondence. 
About the ſame time he had a penſion of 801. per annum from the

crown. He died on the 5th of May 1789, and was interred in the. 
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cemetery on the north ſide of Paddington-ſtreet ; Dr. Vincent, Sir 
William Chambers, and ſome gentlemen of the academy attending 
his funeral. His letters, among which were ſeveral © from Dr. 
Johnſon, were burnt by his repreſentatives. His principal works 
were, an Italian grammar; a dictionary of that language, which is 
in very general uſe ; his travels; a view of the cuſtoms and manners 
of Italy ; a diſcourſe of Shakſpear and Voltaire, and an edition of 
Machiavell's works. Some of his later writings were of a perſonal 


nature, and are replete with acrimony. 
John Dominick Serres, buried Jan. 20, 1793.” An eminent 
artiſt, who excelled in painting ſea pieces. He was marine painter 


to his Majeſty.

NEWINGTON-STOKE. 


N ancient records, this place is called Newtone, or Neweton, that 
is, the new town. The word Stoke (from the Saxon Stoc, a wood) 
frequently occurs, either as the name of a pariſh, or, as in the 
preſent inſtance, a diſcriminating addition. I find it prefixed to 
this place as early as the 15th century. Newcourt ſays, that it 
was ſometimes called Neweton Canonicorum, from its connection 
with the chapter of St. Paul's. Stoke-Newington lies in the hundred 
of Oſſulſton, at the diſtance of above three miles north of London. 


The pariſh is bounded by Hornſey, Iſlington, Hackney, and Tot- 


tenham. It contains about 550 acres * of land, 18 of which are 
occupied by market gardeners ; the remainder, almoſt wholly mea- 
dow and paſture. About 120 cows are kept in this pariſh, The 
ſoil on the ſouth ſide of the pariſh is gravelly, on the north, clay. 
The quota paid to the land-tax is 482 1. 18. 6d., which is at the rate 
of about 18. 10d. in the pound. 


The New-river takes a very circuitous courſe through this pariſh.

Paul's cathedral. In Newtone, ſays the record of Doomſday, the 
canons of St. Paul's hold two hides, being two plough-lands and a 
half, all cultivated in culture. There are four villans and 37 cottars 
of 10 acres. This manor was valued at 40s. per annum in the 
Confeſſor's time, and when the ſurvey was taken, It was, and is, 
ſays the record, parcel of the demeſnes of St. Paul's. The manor 
of Newington has, from time immemorial, been the corps of a pre- 
bend * in that cathedral, It is probable that the prebendaries held 
it formerly in their own hands. The firſt leſſee who occurs upon 
record is William Patten, Eſq. (great nephew of the founder of 
Magdalen college) who renewed his leaſe with Thomas Penny (then 
prebendary) in 1560.

As an additional confirmation of the conjecture that 
the Earl of Leiceſter reſided at Newington, it may be mentioned 
that a ſervant of his lady, the Counteſs of Eſſex, was buried there, 
Oct. 24, 1582 . Mr. Gunſton, during the ſhort time he poſſeſſed 
this manor, built a new houſe at a very conſiderable expence, and 
died juſt as it was finiſhed **, which occaſioned a funeral poem by 
Dr. Watts, publiſhed in his Horæ Lyricæ. This eminent divine Dr. Watts. 
ſpent the latter part of his life in Lady Abney's houſe at Newington, 
and died there on the 25th of November 1748. This houſe, 


though no part of the demeſnes, has continued to be the manerial 
reſidence.

John Howard“. To theſe may be added, Thomas Cooke, Eſq. 
a very eccentric character, of whom, as his name is not ſo well 
known, it may be neceſſary to ſay a few words. During his reſi- 
dence at Conſtantinople as a merchant, he contributed in a very 
munificent manner to the relief of Charles XII. King of Sweden, 
then a priſoner in Turkey, and raiſed a large ſum towards his libe- 
ration, by a ſcheme of exporting copper from Sweden, for which 
he procured the King's order. His connection with this pariſh 
was occaſioned by his intermarriage with one of Sir Nathaniel 
Gould's daughters. He reſided at Newington from the time of 
his return to England till his death, which happened on the 12th of 
Auguſt 1752. In the month of February preceding, he ſent a note 
of 10001. to the governors of the bank, requeſting that it might be 
diſtributed among the clerks in the proportion of a guinea for every 


year that each perſon had been in their ſervice *®, Mr. Cooke was 


buried, purſuant to his will, near Morden college on Blackheath. 
His corpſe was placed upright in the ground, covered only with a 
winding ſheet; the coffin in which it was conveyed to the place of 
interment was left for the firſt penſioner it would fit. His funeral was 
attended by twelve poor men, members of a club at Newington; to each 
of whom he bequeathed a guinea and a ſuit of clothes, on condition of 
keeping himſelf ſober. If any one tranſgreſſed this condition he was 
to forfeit his legacy, and only receive 2 8.

The church of this place is a rectory in the peculiar juriſdiction 
of the dean and chapter of St. Paul's, and in the patronage of the 
prebendary of Newington **. The rector has a glebe of 18 acres, 
being the only freehold land in the pariſh *. The rectory was 
valued at 10 marks per ann. in 1366“, and in 1650 at $41. 178.“; 
in the king's books it is rated at 10l. 

Dr. Sidrach Simpſon, rector of Newington, who died anno 1704, 
gave to the uſe of his ſucceſſors a copyhold meſſuage and about three 
acres of land in Newington, now let at 601. per annum. His fuc- 
ceſſor Dr. Millington, who died in 1728, bequeathed two-thirds of 
the profits of certain lands in Acton (now about 24 1. per annum“) 
to the rector of this pariſh for the time being, as an encou- 
ragement for his reading public prayers every day in the pariſh 
church.

694 
Thomas Manton, who was appointed to this living by the com- Thomas 
mittee for plundered miniſters on the fequeſtration of William Heath, * 
was, if we may believe Wood's account, a complete vicar of Bray. 
At firſt he was a zealous preſbyterian, took the covenant, and fre- 
quently preached before the long parliament. When the independ- 
ents were in power he joined their party; made a flattering ſpeech 
to Oliver Cromwell when he took upon him the title of Protector; 
and at his ſon's inauguration officiated as prelate of the protectorate, 
ſaid prayers, and gave him his bleſſing. At the Reſtoration he ſo far 
ingratiated himſelf with Charles II. that he made him one of his 
chaplains; and is ſaid to have deſigned him a deanery, had he com- 
plied with the act of uniformity .

Plague years. In 1563, being a plague year, there were 13 burials at Newing- 
ton; the average was then about four. In 1593, there were 34 
burials, the average being nearly the ſame; in 1603, 65, the 
average being under 10; in 1625, 52; 40 perſons buried that 
year died of the plague, and their names are marked in the 
regiſter with a red croſs ; the average at that period was about 10, 
In 1665, only 26 burials are entered, but it is clear that the regiſter 
for that year is inaccurate ; for it appears by the minutes of the 
veſtry *', that the plague was very fatal at Newington. Perhaps 
many perſons were buried in the fields, and therefore not entered 
in the regiſter.

the death of Cromwell he became head of the Republican party

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ORD EN calls this place Northolt, and derives it from 
the German Holt, making it ſynonymous with Northwood; 
but it is not ſo called in any of the ancient records I have ſeen 
relating to this place (which are very numerous). They almoſt 
all agree in calling it Northall ; the etymology of which is too 


obvious to need an explanation, In one inſtance it is written 
Northawe *. | 


The pariſh of Northall lies in the hundred of Elthorne, at the diſ- 
tance of about ten miles weſt of London, a little to the north of the 
Uxbridge road. It is bounded by Harrow, Greenford, Riſlip, Icken- 
ham, Hayes, and Norwood. Its extent, according to an account 
given in to the deputy lieutenant of the county anno 1670, is 1911 
acres. About a third of the land in this pariſh is arable, the re- 
mainder meadow. The ſoil is a deep clay. This circumſtance, 
added to the great ſcarcity of materials for mending the roads, occa- 
ſions them to be very bad in the winter, although the inhabitants 
are at a conſiderable expence for repairs.

In 1339, Stephen le 
Boteler aliened it fo John Ruſſel and his heirs . In 1352, Agnes, 
reli& of John Ruſſel, releaſed all right in this manor to Simon 
Francis, mercer and citizen of London, who died ſeiſed of it in 
1358, leaving Thomas his ſon and heir'. Alice, the widow of 
Thomas Francis, granted her eſtate in the manor of Northall, to 
Robert Perpoyng and others, they paying her an annuity of 30 
marks. It is probable this was to enable her huſband's repre- 
ſentatives to ſell the manor. In 1374, William Riſlip and others 
quitted claim to Sir Nicholas Brembre *, who had in that year 
a charter of free-warren . Sir Nicholas, who had been Lord Mayor 
of London, and a ſteady upright magiſtrate, ſuffered death about the 
year 1386, in conſequence of his connection with the favourites 
whom the King was then obliged to abandon to the reſentment of 
the diſcontented nobles. Brembre's fate was much pitied '**®. Moſt 
of his property became forfeited to the crown; but it appears by an 
inquiſition taken anno 1389, that he had only a life intereſt in this 
manor, a fine having been levied in 1385, declaring the right to be 
veſted in Thomas de Bere, after the death of Sir Nicholas Brembre 
and his wife Idonea .

The church of this place, with the advowſon, was given by 


Geoffrey de Mandeville to the monaſtery which he founded at 


Walden in Eſſex . Upon the arbitration of a controverſy between 
that convent and the dean and chapter of St. Paul's (in the reign of 
Henry III.), relating to this and other churches, it was agreed that 
the patronage of Northall ſhould for the future be veſted in the 
Biſhop of London and his ſucceſſors, and that the vicars ſhould pay 
12 marks annually towards the repairs of St. Paul's cathedral *. The 
abbot of Walden and the prior of Hurley had ſmall penfions ont of 
this rectory, and the chapel of Plaſſey received a third of the great 
tithes belonging to the demeſnes of Joan de Northall **. The vicarage 
has been from time immemorial endowed with the great tithes, paying 
an annual acknowledgment of 41. to the Biſhop of London, as rector. 
This endowment was confirmed by Biſhop Fitzjames in 1518, when

Dr. Demainbray was born in the pariſh of St. Martin's, 
London, in the year 1710. His father having flown from France 
to Holland, upon the revocation of the edict of Nantes, came over 
to England with King William. He died ſoon after the birth of his 
ſon, who was brought up by his uncle, an officer in the Engliſh 
ſervice, and page of honour to Queen Mary, who placed him at 
Weſtminſter ſchool. Whilſt purſuing his ſtudies there, he boarded 
in the houſe of Dr. Deſaguliers, who inſtructed him in the mathe- 
matics and natural philoſophy. At the age of ſeventeen, before he 
had left ſchool, he married : when, quitting it, he went to Leyden, 
and followed his ſtudies in the univerſity at that place. In the year 
1740, he began to read lectures in experimental philoſophy at Edin- 
burgh, and continued them till he was interrupted by the Rebellion, 
He then took up arms for Government, and was a volunteer at the 
battle of Preſton-pans. In 1746, he reſumed his lectures, and pub- 
liſhed his diſcovery of the effects of electricity upon the growth of 
vegetables.

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Hiſtory of Electricity“. In 1749, Dr. Demainbray went to Dublin, 
where he read his lectures with much ſucceſs, as he did afterwards 
in ſeveral of the French univerſities, who honoured him with prize 
medals, and admitted him into their ſocieties. In 1753, being 
then at Paris, he was invited over to England, to read a courſe of 
lectures to his preſent Majeſty (then Prince of Wales) and the Duke 
of York. On his return to England he married a ſecond wife, his 
firſt wife having died about the year 1750. In 1755 he read a public 
courſe of lectures in the concert-room in Panton-ſtreet. After this 
he gave private courſes to other branches of the Royal family; and 
on the arrival of her preſent Majeſty in England, inſtructed her in 
experimental philoſophy and natural hiſtory. In 1768 he was ap- 
pointed aſtronomer to his Majeſty's new obſervatory at Richmond, 
and adjuſted the inſtruments there in time to obſerve the tranſit of 
Venus, which happened the enſuing year.

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HIS pariſh, in ancient records called Northwude, or North- 
wode, (that is, the North Wood,) lies in the hundred of 
Elthorne, about eleven miles diſtant from London, between the 
Hounſlow and Uxbridge roads. It is bounded by Heſton, Cranford, 
Hayes, Northall, and Greenford, and contains 2360 acres of land; 
of which 1354 are arable, 981 meadow ', and 25 waſte. The 
ſoil is for the moſt part gravelly. This pariſh pays the ſum of 
3921. 128. 43d. to the land-tax, which is at the rate of 28. 4d. 
in the pound. The grand junction canal paſſes through this pariſh. 
Among the lands given by Warherdus to the church of Canter- 
bury in 830 was an eſtate at Northwude in Middleſex, conſiſting of 
120 acres ', The manor of Norwood does not occur in the ſurvey of 
Doomſday, being included (I ſuppoſe) in the archbiſhop's manor of 
Hayes.

He appoints the miniſter, who has a ſtipend paid 
out of the great tithes, which has been augmented by Queen Anne's 
bounty. The commiſſioners appointed to inquire into the ſtate of ec- 
cleſiaſtical benefices in 1650, reported, that the chapel of Norwood be- 
longed to Hayes; that James Chibbald, the miniſter, was preſented by 
Thomas Jenings (leſſee of the rectory), who allowed him out of the 
tithes of Norwood 481. per annum. Theſe tithes were then valued 
at 2001. per annum. The commiſſioners ſuggeſted, that it would be 
convenient to make Norwood a pariſh church *. Hayes and Nor- 
wood are in the peculiar juriſdiction of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 
The preſent miniſter of Norwood is the Rev. Anthony Hinton, M. A. 
who ſucceeded Mr. Blacke in 1775.

longer. Weſtbourn-place was ſold by Ware's executors to Sir William 
Yorke, Bart. Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas in Ireland, who 
reſided there a ſhort time, and afterwards let it to a Venetian am- 
baſſador. In the year 1768 he ſold it to the late Jukes Coulſon, Eſq. 
who expended a very conſiderable ſum in enlarging the houſe, 
and laying out the grounds. The library, which he added to the 
houſe, is ſaid to have coſt about 1500 l. Weſtbourn-place is now 
the property of his relict, Mrs. Coulſon. The ſituation is extremely 
pleaſant, and ſo uncommonly retired, that a perſon reſiding there 
could ſcarcely conceive himſelf to be in a pariſh adjoining to that

John Buſhnell, a celebrated ſtatuary, was buried at Paddington 
in 1701. His burial does not occur in the regiſter, which is im- 


perfect during that year. He was a man of a very eccentric charac- 
ter. Among other whims he undertook to demonſtrate the poſſi- 


| bility of the Trojan horſe, and began to make one upon the ſame 


principles, of wood covered with ſtucco; the head was capable of 
containing twelve men, the eyes were to ſerve as windows. Before 
it was half completed, a ſtorm of wind overſet and demoliſhed this 
unwieldy machine *. Buſhnell was much admired in his time as an 
artiſt. Among the monuments which he executed are Cowley's 
and Sir Palmes Fairbourn's in Weſtminſter Abbey, and Lord Mor- 
daunt's at Fulham.

The pariſh of Pancras contains about 2700 acres of land, including Quantity of 
the ſite of buildings. The proportion of arable land is very mall, 
ſcarcely 50 acres. The ſoil is various, clay, gravel, and loam. 

This pariſh pays the ſum of 14001, (within a ſmall fraction) to Land- tax. 
the land-tax, which is at the rate of about 3 d. in the pound. 

At a place called the Brill in this pariſh were to be ſeen, a few 
years ago, ſome remains of what 1s ſuppoſed to have been a Roman 
camp *. A part of Sommers-town is now built upon the ſite. The ce- 
lebrated and ingenious Dr. Stukeley, whoſe imagination in the purſuit 
of a favourite hypotheſis would ſometimes enable him to ſee more than 
other antiquaries, has written 16 pages in folio * upon this entrench- 
ment, which he expreſsly affirms to have been the camp of Cæſar. 
He ſuppoſes it to have extended 500 paces by 400, including a ſmall 
moated ſite to the ſouth of the church, and another to the north.

much confidence as if he had himſelf been in the camp. Here was 
Cæſar's prætorium; here was ſtationed Mandubrace, King of Lon- 
don; here were the quarters of M. Craſſus, the Quæſtor; here was 
Cominius ; there the Gauliſh princes, &c. &c. It is but juſtice to 
Dr. Stukeley's memory to mention, that this account of Czſar's 
camp was not printed in his lifetime; as he withheld it from the 
public, it is probable he was convinced that his imagination had 
carried him too far on this ſubject. Dr. Stukeley remarks that the 
vallum thrown up in the civil war was in the fields next the 
Duke of Bedford's ; he adds, that it was levelled after the Reſtora- 
tion, and that ſcarcely a trace of it was (when he wrote) viſible, not- 
withſtanding Cæſar's camp remained in ſo perfect a ſtate after an 
interval of 1800 years. I do not ſuppoſe that the entrenchment at 
the Brill was thrown up by the Londoners in 1642 (ſince the name 
denotes ſomething more ancient *); but it certainly appears by the 
diurnals publiſhed at the time, that entrenchments and ramparts were 
thrown up in the fields near Pancras church during the civil war. I 
think it not improbable that the moated areas abovementioned near 
the church were the ſites of the vicarage and rectory-houſe; which, 
in a ſurvey of the pariſh of Pancras bearing date 12517, are deſcribed 
as two aree, one prope ccclefiam; the other ad aguilonem eccleſie. The 
rectory-houſe at Newington-butts ſtill exiſts in a moated ſtate.

By the intermarriage of the late Earl Camden with Elizabeth, one of 
the daughters and coheirs of Nicholas Jeffreys, Eſq. grandſon of Sir 
John, it became veſted in him in right of his wife, and is now the 
property of the preſent Earl.

from whom it was inherited by her ſon Charles Duke of Grafton. 
In the year 1768, the leaſe being then veſted in the Hon. Charles 
Fitzroy (now Lord Southampton), younger brother of the preſent 
Duke of Grafton, an act of parliament paſſed, by which the fee- 
ſimple of this manor veſts in Lord Southampton and his heirs, ſub- 
ject to the payment of 3ool. per annum, to the prebendary of Tot- 
tenham, in lieu of the ancient reſerved rent of 461. and all fines for 
renewals.

J have not been able to procure any thing farther relating to its hiſ- 
tory, than that the late Earl of Mansfield (then Attorney General) 
purchaſed it, in 1755, of the Earl of Bute, and that it had previouſly

The late venerable owner, the celebrity of whoſe character is ſuch 
as to need no farther mention here, made Ken-wood for many years 
his principal ſummer reſidence. 

The moſt remarkable room at Ken-wood is the library, a very 
beautiful apartment (about 60 feet by 21), deſigned by Adam“, and 
ornamented with paintings by Zucchi. In this room is a whole 
length of the late Lord Mansfield by Martin, and a fine buſt of him 
by Nollekens. There is another buſt of his Lordſhip, when young, 
in the hall, one of Sir Iſaac Newton, and the antique buſt of Homer, 
in white marble, which was bequeathed to Lord Mansfield by Pope. 
The paintings in the hall are by Rebecca. In the breakfaſt parlour 
is a buſt of Pope, and a portrait of Sir Chriſtopher Hatton; in the 
other rooms are ſome portraits well deſerving of notice, particularly 
thoſe of Pope, Garrick, the Ducheſs of Queenſbery, and a good 
head of Betterton, the celebrated tragedian, ſaid to be by Pope, who 
had been inſtructed in the art of painting, by his friend Jarvis. The 
preſent noble owner is improving and enlarging the houſe very con- 
ſiderably.

Richard Ive, about the middle of the laſt century, had 
the manor of Toppesfield in the pariſh of Hornſey, and died with- 
out male iſſue, leaving ſome daughters, coheirs. 


The church and church-yard of Pancras have been long noted“ as Burial-place

Turner, Speaker of the Houſe of Com- 
mons in the reign of Charles II. at whoſe ex- 
pence, it is probable, the monument was erect- 
ed.—Samuel Cooper was born in London in 
the year 1609, and bred up by his uncle Hoſ- 
kins, a miniature painter, of -great eminence. 
He ſoon excelled his maſter ;. and, having 
commenced buſineſs for himſelf, came into 
very great employ. His pencil has tranſmit- 
ted to us likeneſſes of the moſt celebrated ſtateſ- 
men, wits, and beauties of his age. A pic- 
ture of Cromwell is eſteemed his chef d"@wvre. 
He ſeldom drew more than the head; when he 
attempted more he was not equally ſucceſsful. 
His manner approached ſo near to that of Van- 
dyke that he has been called Vandyke in mini- 
ature. His works are in great eſteem all over 
Europe, and ſell for great prices, Cooper 
was intimate with the author of Hudibras, and 
taught him to paint. His own genius was not 
confined to that art, he was a proficient in mu- 
ſic alſo, and excelled on the lute, an inſtrument 
then in faſhion. Cooper's wife was ſiſter to 
Pope's mother. It appears by the above epi- 
taph that ſhe ſurvived him one and twenty 
years.

Woodhead was a native of Yorkſhire. He 
was in his day the great champion of the Roman 
Catholic religion; in defence of which he wrote 
a great number of tracts, moſt of which were 
printed after his death at the private preſs of 


his friend Obadiah Walker, maſter of the college 
of which he himſelf had been a fellow. An- 
thony Wood ſpeaks in very high terms of Wood- 
head's character and abilities; and ſays that he 
was reputed by ſome to have been the author 
of «© the Whole Duty of Man.” He died at 
Hoxton, where he had for ſome years led a 
very retired life, inſtructing children in the 


Roman Catholic religion. 


He died at the age of 24. Among the 
MSS. of Thomas Pennant, Eſq. is an account 
of his funeral, which was attended by the two 
biſhops of North Wales, and a great number

The church-yard was enlarged in the year 1793, by the addition 
of a large piece of ground to the ſouth eaſt. 

There was a chapel at Kentiſh-town, as early as the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth. It ſtood on land which belonged, anno 1633, to the 
family of Hewitt. In that year, the pariſh having received a ſum of 
money for renewing the leaſe of their church-lands, applied it to the 
rebuilding and enlarging this chapel. Randall Yearwood, vicar of 
Pancras, in a paper dated 1673, ſtates, that the pariſh did not buy 
the ſite, nor take a leaſe of it, but that they paid a noble per annum 
to the Hewitts, to be permitted to have the uſe of the chapel *. The 
preſent chapel, which ſtands about a quarter of a mile to the north 
of the old building, and more in the centre of the hamlet, was erected, 
partly by a brief, and partly by ſavings out of the church lands, in 
the years 1783 and 1784 ©. It is a neat brick ſtructure. There is a 
vault beneath, in which a few bodies have been interred, but there 
are no monumental inſcriptions in the chapel. |

St. James's 
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St. James's chapel, built in 1792, on the eaſt ſide of the road 
from Tottenham-court to Hampſtead, and the adjoining cemetery, 
are made by act of parliament to belong to the pariſh of St. James 
Weſtminſter, as are the cemeteries of St. Andrew Holbourn, St. 
George the Martyr, and St. George Bloomſbury, to thoſe reſpeQive 
pariſhes, though locally ſituated in that of Pancras. 

In Tottenham-court Road, within this pariſh, is a large chapel 
belonging to the Methodiſts of Mr. Whitefield's perſuaſion. It was 
built by ſubſcription under the auſpices of this celebrated man, who 
was founder of the community. The firſt ſtone was laid on the roth 
of May 1756, and it was opened on the 7th of November following. 
Mr. Whitefield preached upon the occaſion to a very crowded audi- 
tory, Over the door are the arms of Whitefield ®. Mrs. Whitefield 
was buried in the chapel, where is a monument to her memory, and 
that of her huſband, who died in New England“. On the walls of

and formed an intimacy with the Weſleys. 
When the methodiſts were denied acceſs to the 
regular pulpits, Mr. Whitefield took the reſo- 
lution of commencing field-preacher, and per- 
ſevered in what he thought the true way of 
preaching the goſpel, with aſtoniſhing reſolu- 
tion, in ſpite of the greateſt difficulties and fa- 
tigues, His congregations were uncommonly 
numerous, as he choſe the moſt populous ſcenes, 
preaching in manufacturing countries, among 
the Kingſwood colliers, and even venturing to 
hold forth in Moorfields during the holiday 
times. He was frequently inſulted by the mob, 
but in general they were attentive; and the 
number of his proſelytes was, according to the 
accounts publiſhed at the time, almoſt incre- 
dible. In the year 1741, a difference in opi- 
nion between Mr. Whitefield and Mr. John 
Weſley occaſioned a ſchiſm among the metho- 
diſts, which has ever ſince divided them into 
two ſets. Notwithſtanding this difference 
the two founders continued their eſteem for 
each other; and Weſley, being the ſurvivor, 
preached his friend's funeral ſermon. In the 
proſecution of his miniſtry Mr, Whitefield made 
ſeven voyages to America. During his laſt 
viſit to that continent he died, as mentioned in 
his epitaph. On receiving the news of his 
death, the chapel in Tottenham-court Road 
was hung with mourning for fix weeks, the 


pulpit being decorated with eſcutcheons. A 
life of Mr. Whitefield was publiſhed by John 
Gillies, D. D. in 1772. His printed works 
conſiſt of an account of the early part of his 
own life ; journals ; letters, and ſermons.

It has been uſual to perform divine ſervice at this church only on 
the firſt Sunday in each month, at other times in Kentiſh-town | 
chapel to the ſame congregation, This arrangement was ſufficiently 4 
convenient before the great increaſe of buildings on the ſouth ſide of i 
the pariſh. About the year 1787, the Rev. Mr. Mead having been 
choſen preacher by conſent of the vicar, ſervice was performed at 
Pancras every Sunday for ſome years, but it is now only monthly 
as before. 

The preſent vicar is Benjamin Mence, M. A. collated in 1749 N 
by the dean and chapter of St. Paul's, who are patrons and ordi- 
naries. 

The earlieſt date of the regiſter of baptiſms and marriages is 1 660, Pariſh 
that of burials 1688.

larity. That of baptiſms has an index, which forms itſelf as the [

It is to be feared, that for ſeveral years paſt the regiſters, particularly F 
thoſe of baptiſms, are incomplete. The great increaſe of population | 
in the more diſtant parts of the pariſh, induced the vicar to permit | 
baptiſm to be performed in thoſe diſtricts. This circumſtance, | 
though attended with convenience in other reſpects, cauſed many { 

omiſſions in the regiſters, and the average number of baptiſms, of late al 
years, will be found very inadequate to what might be expected in 
a pariſh ſuppoſed (by a calculation in which I think the number is 
under- rated) to contain 4000 houſes. The number of burials alſo is 
extremely diſproportionate to the population of the pariſh, but it is 
probable that the pariſhioners of the diſtant hamlets have interred

It appears by a viſitation of the church of Pancras, in the year 
1251, that there were then 40 houſes in the pariſh, including the 
capital meſſuages of Tothale, Rugmere, Northbi, and Alkicheſbri. 
A very great increaſe of buildings has taken place in this pariſh 
within the laſt 40 years, the proportion is calculated at 20 to one. 
The firſt increaſe of much conſequence. was in the neighbourhood 
of Tottenham-court Road. The ſtreets near Percy chapel were built 
about the year 1765 Thoſe more to the north are of later date, 
ſome of them very recent. The magnificent ſquare, called Fitzroy- 
ſquare, was begun in 1793, and is as yet unfiniſhed. The hamlet 
of Kentiſh-town has been increaſed more than, one half within the 
laſt 20 years. Sommers-town was begun about 1786; Camden- 
town, in 1791; a conſiderable number of houſes have been built of 
late near Battle-bridge. |

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In the year 1687, by virtue of letters patent from King James, he 
ſet up a preſs, for the avowed purpoſe of printing books againſt the 
reformed religion. The patent ſpecifies the names of the books 
(many of which were written by his deceaſed friend Abraham Wood- 
head), and exempts him from any penalties to which he might be 
ſubje& by the ſtatutes againſt Popery. The number of copies to be 
publiſhed of each work, is limited to 20,000 within the year. He 
procured alſo other letters patent, by which he and ſome fellows of 
his college w#e excuſed from attending the public ſervice of the 
church **, Under the ſanction of this authority he opened a chapel ' 
for maſs within the walls of the college. Upon the arrival of Wil- 
liam the Third, following the example of his Royal patron, he abdi- 
cated his headſhip, and went to London, where he paſſed the remain- 
der of his days, and died in the month of January 1699, aged 86.

He re- 
ceived his education at the univerſity of that place, where his father, 
Martin Sylveſter Grabe, was profeſſor of divinity and hiſtory, 
Having determined to quit the Lutheran religion on account of ſome 
points of conſcience, he heſitated for ſome time in his choice, and 
at length determined to embrace that of the church of England; for 
which purpoſe he came to this country in 1695, bringing with him 
very ſtrong recommendations to the King, who aſſigned him a 
penſion of 1001. per annum, to enable him to purſue his ſtudies. 
He ſoon afterwards entered into prieſt's orders in our church. His 
edition of the Septuagint from the Alexandrian MS. is well known. 
He publiſhed alſo Sprcilegium S. S. Patrum, or the leſſer works of 
the Fathers and Heretics of the three firſt centuries; an edition of 
Juſtin Martyr's firſt Apology ; the works of Irenzus ; Biſhop Bull's 
works; and a tract againſt Whiſton's doctrine of the Apoſtolical 
conſtitutions, written in Engliſh. Grabe reſided much at Oxford, 
both for the convenience of the Bodleian library, and for the ſociety 
of learned men which he found there. The univerſity gave him the 
degree of D. D. to which he was preſented by Dr. Smalridge, who 
made a ſpeech upon the occaſion, containing a very handſome and 
juſt eulogium upon his merits. There is a monument to this emi- 
nent divine in Weſtminſter Abbey, which has occaſioned it to be

Py brated writer was ſon of a clergyman, and born at Stow Qui, in the 
county of Cambridge, in the year 1650. He received his education 
at Caius College. Having entered into holy orders, in the early 
part of his life, he had the ſmall living of Ampton in Suffolk, In 
1685 he came to London, and was ſoon afterwards appointed lec- 
turer at Gray's Inn. On the eve of the Revolution, though a 
member of the church of England, he ſtrenuouſly attached himſelf 
to King James's intereſt, and wrote the firſt pamphlet which appeared 
againſt the Prince of Orange. When that Prince was ſettled on the 
throne of theſe kingdoms, Collier publiſhed ſeveral tracts, written 
with much force and ſpirit againſt. the government. His conduct 
in other reſpects was at the ſame time ſo imprudent as to ſubje& 
him to very unpleaſant conſequences. He was twice impriſoned, 
and upon refuſing to comply with ſome legal forms, ſubjected him 
ſelf to an outlawry, under which he continued to the day of his 
death. After his ſecond impriſonment, he ſeems wholly to have

He firſt publiſhed a { 
collection of eſſays upon various ſubjects, which were very favour- | 
ably received. Soon afterwards he attacked the ſtage for its immo- | i 
rality. This engaged him in a controverſy with ſome of the moſt | 
diſtinguiſhed wits of the age. He came off victorious in the conteſt, 
and was the means of checking the progreſs of that licentious ſtyle of | 1} 
writing, which threatened to baniſh every friend to virtue and de- 
corum from the theatres. Mr. Collier publiſhed alſo a tranſlation of 
Moreri's great dictionary, a tranſlation of Marcus Antoninus, a col- 
lection of ſermons, and an eccleſiaſtical hiſtory of Great Britain. 
At Queen Anne's acceſſion, he was earneſtly ſolicited to conform to 
the eſtabliſhment, and was promiſed confiderable preferment. It is 

to the credit of his conſiſtency that he refuſed, and ſhows at leaſt, 

that his former conduct, however erroneous, originated from motives 

of conſcience. In 1713, he was conſecrated a Biſhop by the non- 
jurors“. He died on the 26th of April 1726, and was buried at 
Pancras. There is no memorial to him.

The Foundling-hoſpital, which ſtands within this pariſh (at the Foundling- 
end of Lamb's Conduit-ſtreet), was inſtituted in the year 1739. The 919 01 
building was not inhabited till the year 1745, and it was not com- 
pleted till ſome years afterwards. It is intended for the maintenance 
and education of foundlings, and other poor children, who are admit- 
ted in their infancy, and remain in the hoſpital till the age of four- 
teen, when they are apprenticed either to trade or ſervice. Some 
time ago a large ſum was voted annually by parliament for the uſe of 
this inſtitution, when all children that offered were admitted, and 
brought up either here or in hoſpitals eſtabliſhed in various parts of 
the kingdom for that purpoſe. For ſeveral years paſt it has de- 
pended ſolely upon its own funds (the intereſt of benefaQtions and 
annual ſubſcriptions), which are ſufficient for the maintenance and 
education of 450 children, but there are not at preſent ſo many in 
the hoſpital ***, None are admitted now without a recommendation, 
Among the principal benefactors may be reckoned G. F. Handel, Hande!'sper- 
who for ſeveral years performed his oratorio of the Meſſiah at the the Refa 
chapel, which is extremely well calculated for the purpoſe, When were.

Within this pariſh alſo, near Gray's Inn lane, is the Welſh charity- 
ſchool, built about the year 1771. The inſtitution is of a much 
earlier period. About the year 1718, ſome gentlemen of the prin- 
cipality of Wales began a ſubſcription for the purpoſe of inſtruQing, 
clothing, maintaining, and apprenticing poor boys, born of Welſh 
parents in or near London, having no parochial ſettlement at the 
place of their birth. At firſt a ſmall number were educated in a 
room near Hatton-garden. In the year 1737, a ſchool-houſe was 
erected on Clerkenwell- green. In 1769, the ſociety enlarged their 
plan, and extended it to the education and maintenance of girls. The 
patronage afforded to the charity by the Prince of Wales encouraged 
them to build the preſent ſchool-houſe at the end of Gray's Inn lane, 
The whole expence of the building and furniture, purchaſing the 
ground, &c. amounted to 36951. At preſent there are about 50 
boys in the ſchool, and 20 girls, who are wholly maintained, clothed, 
and educated. From the firſt eſtabliſhment to the year 1793, 493 
boys were put out apprentices, 112 went out to ſervice, and 120 
into the navy. From the time that the plan has been extended to 
the education of girls to the year 1794, ſixteen were put out appren- 
tices, and 34 went out to ſervice **, The collections at the anni- 
verſary meeting of ancient Britons on the firſt of March, go in aid 
of this charity. Several benefactions have been left to it, among 
which ſhould be particularly noticed the ſum of 19511. 16s. being 
the reſidue of his fortune (after the payment of other legacies) be- 
queathed as a grateful remembrance by Mr. Edward Williams, who 
had received his education from this charity. It ſhould be mentioned 
alſo, that Mr Pennant intended the profits of his great work on 
Britiſh Zoology for the benefit of this ſchool, but the great expences

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attendant on the undertaking fruſtrated his benevolent deſign. He 
afterwards gave to the ſchool the ſum of 1001. which he received 
from Mr. White for the octavo edition of the work. 


The noted place of public entertainment, called Bagnigge-wells Bagnigge- 
(much reſorted to by the lower ſort of tradeſmen), is ſituated in this 
pariſh, in the valley between the New-river head and the Foundling 
hoſpital. It was firſt opened about the year 1767, in conſequence 
of the diſcovery of two ſprings of mineral water. A treatiſe upon 
theſe waters, bearing the above date, was publiſhed by John Bevis, 
M. D. One of the ſprings is chalybeate, the other cathartic. Near 
the church-yard, in a houſe now occupied by Mr. Reading, is a 
ſpring, formerly called Pancras-wells ; the water of which was in — 1 
much eſteem ſome years ago. Dr. Ruſſel, in n his treatiſe on mineral 
waters, ſpeaks of this ſpring as impregnated with calcareous nitre, 
conſiderably diuretic, and ſomewhat cathartic . Near Battlebridge 
is a ſpring, called St. Chad's-well, of nearly the ſame quality, which — " -

At Camden-town, in this pariſh, | is a large building, called the Veterinary 

College, and

bliſhed in 1791. The theatre is completed, and an infirmary ca- 

pable of containing 50 horſes ; but it is intended to enlarge it ſo as 

to contain 300. There is a houſe for the Profeſſor, who reads lec- 

tures on Tueſdays, Wedneſdays, and Saturdays, from 11 to 12, on 

the ſtructure, ceconomy, and diſeaſes of the horſe, and other do- 

meſtic animals, Seven pupils have already paſſed their examination 


before the medical committee (which conſiſts of ſome of the moſt

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eminent phyſicians and ſurgeons in London), and are ſettled in ya. 
rious parts of the kingdom. Seventeen are now attending. The 
ſubſcription to the infirmary is 20 guineas for life, or two guinea 
per annum, either of which entitles the ſubſcriber to ſend any num. 
ber of horſes, if there is room for them in the infirmary ; other. 
wiſe they have advice gratis, and medicines at a cheap rate from 
the college. Application is now making to parliament for incor- 
porating the Veterinary college. 


From the information of Edward Colman, Eſq. the profeſſor. 
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HIS place, which was formerly called Chadwelle, took its — 
name, as is ſuppoſed, from a ſpring dedicated to St. Chad. It — 
was a hamlet of Stepney till 1669, when it was ſeparated from that 
pariſh by act of parliament. It lies in the hundred of Oſſulſton, and Its 4 
is bounded on the north and eaſt by Stepney ; on the weſt by St. c. 
George, Middleſex; and on the ſouth by the river, Its extent is 
very ſmall, being only 910 yards in length, and 760 in breadth, 
The only land not occupied by buildings conſiſts of a few acres, 
called Sun-tavern fields, in which are ſeveral rope-walks, 400 yards Rope-walks. 
in length, where cables are made from fix to 23 inches in girth. The 

part of the pariſh which lies near the river (called Lower Shadwell) 

is chiefly inhabited by tradeſmen and manufacturers connected with Principal 
the ſhipping ; ſuch as ſhip-chandlers, biſcuit bakers, wholeſale 
butchers, maſt-makers, ſail- makers, anchor-ſmiths, coopers, &c. Mr. 

Newell Connop has a large diſtillery in this pariſh, and Mr, Philips 
a brewery, and there are three coal wharfs. Shadwell-dock, belong- 
ing to Mr, Fletcher, and Wapping wall-dock, belonging to Mr, 

Hales, are in this pariſh. 

The pariſh of Shadwell pays the ſum of 20891. 198. 10d. to the Land-tax.

The greater part of the precinct of Shadwell being veſted i in the 
dean of St. Paul's, when it was made a pariſh, and a rectory con- 
ſtituted by the act before mentioned, the firſt right of preſentation 
was given to Thomas Neale, Eſq. the leſſee, and the advowſon for 
the time to come veſted in Dr. Sancroft, dean of St. Paul's, and his 
ſucceſſors. A parſonage houſe was allotted to the rector and his 
ſucceſſors, together with a piece of ground adjoining, the limits of 
which are deſcribed in the act, to be let at firſt on building-leaſes 
for the term of 31 years, and afterwards the leaſes to be renewable 
from time to time for 21 years, for the uſe and benefit of the rectors, 
who are allowed by the act the ſum of 1201. per annum, in lieu of 
tithes, beſides all oblations and fees for chriſtenings, &c. as received 
by the vicar of Stepney. The ſum of 11. 6s. 8d., anciently paid by 
the tenants of Shadwell to the vicar of Stepney, as a compenſation 
for tithes, is now by the ſaid act charged upon the rector, who pays 
it annually at Eaſter *. The firſt rector was Robert Marriot. His 
ſucceſſor, Nathaniel Reſbury, inſtituted in 1689, was author of ſe- 
veral ſingle diſcourſes, preached before the Queen and upon public 


occaſions. The preſent rector is Joſeph Butler, M. A. inſtituted in 
the year 1741. 


There is a meeting-houſe belonging to the Preſbyterian diſſenters 
in Shakeſpear's-walk, ſupplied by the miniſters in and about London 
by rotation. The Calviniſts have a ſmall chapel alſo in this pariſh, 
and the Methodiſts in Mr. Weſley's connection. 

Matthew Mead, an eminent diſſenting divine (of whom a

The Shadwell water-works were firſt eſtabliſhed in 1669, by 


Thomas Neale, Eſq. leſſee of the dean of St. Paul's eſtates in this 
pariſh, At firſt only one four-horſe engine was employed. The 
works were rebuilt upon a larger ſcale in 1679, when two engines 
were erected. In 1687, for the purpoſe of ſecuring his property, 
Mr. Neale applied for a charter ; when, meeting with difficulties in 
his ſuit, he ſtrengthened his intereſt, and at the ſame time raiſed a 
conſiderable ſum of money by dividing the undertaking into 36 
ſhares. After three years the proprietors were made a body corpo- 
rate, by letters patent, bearing date 1691; from which time till 
1750, they continued to raiſe the water with horſes. A ſteam-engine 
was then conſtrued on the original principle, which was found ſo 
inadequate to the purpoſe, that the company ſuffered conſiderable 
loſs. In 1774, the improved ſteam-engine, as conſtructed by Meſlrs. 
Bolton and Watt, having been adopted, it was found, that with a 
great increaſe of powers, the conſumption of coals was reduced 
two-thirds. The diſtrict ſerved by the Shadwell water-works con- 
tains nearly 8000 houſes, beſides public buildings, extending from 
the Tower of London to Limehouſe-bridge, and from Whitechapel 
to the river Thames, | 

About fifty years ago, a mineral water of a very powerful nature 
(now called Shadwell Spa) was diſcovered by Walter Berry, Eſq. 
in ſinking a well in Sun-tavern fields. It is ſaid to be impregnated 
with ſulphur, vitriol, ſteel, and antimony. A pamphlet, publiſhed 
by D. W. Linden, M. D. in 1749, written as a puff for the water, 
extols it as an approved cure for almoſt every diſorder incident to 
the human frame, either by drinking or bathing. I underſtand that

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STANMORE MAGNA. 


HIS place, lying at the extremity of the county towards Hert- Name, fitua- 

fordſhire, was formerly called Stanmere, 1. e. the boundary- — N 
ſtone. The addition of Magna, or, as it occurs in ſome records, 
« the more,” was to diſtinguiſh it from the adjoining pariſh of 
Stanmore” © the leſs,” now Whitchurch. It is not unlikely that 
they were originally one pariſh. The record of Doomſday ſpeaks 
of the former as the manor of Stanmore ; of the latter as a manor 
in Stanmore. Their extent was preciſely the ſame, and I believe 
they vary very little in that reſpect at preſent. The pariſh of Stan- 
more is computed to contain 1400 acres, that of Whitchurch mea- 
ſures 1500. The epithet of parva muſt have been applied to that 
pariſh as the leaſt populous. The land at Stanmore is divided nearly 
in the following proportion; about zoo acres of arable, 850 meadow 
and paſture, and 250 commons and roads. 

Stanmore lies in the hundred of Gore, about 10 miles north- 
weſt of London. The pariſh is bounded by Harrow and Whit- 
church in Middleſex, and Buſhey in Hertfordſhire. It pays about 
2701. to the land-tax ; which, by an equal proportion, comes to 
about 28. in the pound. 

Dr. Stukeley thinks that the ancient city of Sulloniaca, or Suello- Roman anti- 
niaca, mentioned by Antoninus in his Itinerary, was in this pariſh, 88 
not far from Brockley-hill. Camden and Norden agree in ſup-

poſing it to have been on or near that hill *, Great quantities of 
Roman antiquities, as coins, urns, gold-rings, &c. have formerly

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Wollour, being poſſeſſed of the reverſion of this manor after the 
Jeath of Matilda Francis, gave it to the prior and convent of St. 
Bartholomew, in Smithfield. It was then held under the Abbey of 
St. Alban's, by an annual rent of 10 marks and 8d.* In 1393, it 
was agreed, that the prior and convent of St. Bartholomew ſhould 
pay to the abbot of St. Alban's 5 marks per annum, in lieu of all 
payments demandable on the death of copyholders within this 
manor '. After the diſſolution of monaſteries, it appears to have 
been granted to Jeffrey Chambers; who, in the year 1543, mort- 
gaged it to the King *, and in 1547 made an abſolute ſurrender *. It 


was then granted to Sir Peter Gambo **, a Spaniard, who was mur- 
dered near St. Sepulchre's church, on the 17th of January 1 550, by 


one Charles Gavaro, a Fleming. For this murder Gavaro and his 


accomplices were executed on the 24th *. It 18 probable, that on 
Sir Peter Gambo's death, the manor of Stanmore eſcheated to the 
crown for want of heirs. Queen Elizabeth granted a leaſe of it in 
1563, to Dorothy Blake, or Blage *; in 1576 to Thomas Marſh *, 
and in 1593 to John Kaye. Each leaſe was for a term of years 
in reverſion ; the rent was 641. 28. 2d. In 1604, the manor was 
granted in fee, after the expiration of the aforeſaid leaſes, to Sir 
Thomas Lake. The family of Burnell were in poſſeſſion for ſe- 
veral years after this grant (as heirs, it is probable, or aſſignees, of 
John Kaye). John Burnell, Eſq. lord of the manor, died in 1605 *: 
his widow, Barbara, was lady of the manor for 26 years. After 
her death, it was for ſome time the property of her ſon, Thomas

of the grantee) appears to have held his firſt court. In 1663, Do- 
rothy Lady Lake fold this manor to William Bockenham, Eſq. and 


others“, truſtees, it is probable, for Richard May, who was lord of 


the manor from 1668 to 1678. In the latter year, it came into the 
poſſeſſion of Matthew Smith, Eſq. who died in 1680. His widow 
held a court, as lady of the manor, the enſuing year. In 1684, 
William and John Powell occur as lords ; from 1685 tifl 4700, John 
Powell only; from that year till 1713, John Rogers. In 1714, the 
manor was purchaſed by Humphrey Walcot, Eſq. in truſt for the 
firſt Duke of Chandos (then Earl of Carnarvon). It is now veſted 
in the Ducheſs of Chandos for life and afterwards ſettled on Lady 
Anne Eliza Brydges, only daughter and heir of the-late Duke. 
The late George Drummond, Eſq. had a conſiderable eſtate in this 
pariſh, a part of which was purchaſed by his anceſtor Andrew Drum- 


mond, Eſq. about the year 1729”. The houſe, which is elegant and 


commodious, contains, among other pictures, ſeveral very valuable 
original portraits, bequeathed to the Hon. Mrs. Drummond by the 
late Duke of St. Alban's. Among theſe are Charles I. and Henrietta 


Maria; Charles II.; James II. when Duke of Vork; George Villiers, 


Duke of Buckingham ; the Ducheſs of Mazarine ; the Earl of Ro- 
cheſter; Henry Duke of Grafton; Nell Gwyn; Diana (Kirke) 
Counteſs of Oxford ; Gregory Haſcard, Dean of Windſor ; Henry 
Prince of Wales; John Sheffield, Duke of Buckingham ; Thomas 
Butler, Duke of Ormond ; Charles Duke of Richmond ; Prince Ru- 
pert ; Aubrey de Vere, the laſt Earl of Oxford of that family; James 
Duke of Monmouth ; Henry Jermyn, Earl of St. Alban's; and 
William III.; the laſt nine are whole lengths in the dining-room.

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Adjoining to the houſe is an extenſive park, which affords ſome 
beautiful proſpects, particularly from a hill called Belmont, where 
is a ſummer-houſe. This ſeat is at preſent in the tenure of John 
Drummond, Eſq. guardian of his nephew, a minor, 

On Stanmore-hill is the ſeat of John Forbes, Eſq. in whoſe gar- 
dens are ſome very curious ſpecimens of Hindoo ſculpture. Mr. 
Forbes has a large and valuable collection of drawings, made during 
his reſidence at Bombay, conſiſting of views of the country, ſubjects 
in natural hiſtory, &c. 

The ſeat of George Hemming, Eſq. which is ſuppoſed to ſtand 
on the higheſt ſpot of ground in the neighbourhood, was originally 
a banquetting-houſe, built by the Duke of Chandos as an appendage 
to a bowling-green which he had made there. 

The old church at Stanmore ſtood about a quarter of a mile to 
the ſouth of the preſent ſite, Where the church-yard was, {till re- 
mains a tomb to the memory of © Baptiſt Willoughby, Gent. 50 
« years incumbent of the pariſh,” who died in 1610, aged 72. 

The preſent church (dedicated to St. John) was built at the ſole 
expence of Sir John Wolſtenholme, Kant. on a piece of ground given 
by Mrs. Barbara Burnell, Sir Thomas Lake, and Mr. Robinſon. It 
was conſecrated by Biſhop Laud, on the 16th of July 1632 **. The 
building is of brick, and conſiſts of a nave and chancel. At the 
welt end is an embattled tower, almoſt overgrown with ivy. The 
porch was deſigned by Nicholas Stone. In the eaſt window are the 
arms of Wolſtenholme **, and ſome other coats. On the north

On the ſouth ſide of the altar is a 
maſſy monument to the memory of John Wolſtenholme, Eſq. *, ſon 
of Sir John Wolſtenholme, Bart, and grandſon of the laſt-mentioned 
Sir John. Under a large open canopy of vein'd marble, ſupported 
by four pillars, is a black flab, on which are the effigies of the de- 
ceaſed, and of his wife Dorothy Vere. He is repreſented lying on 
a mattreſs as a corpſe. She is in a reclining attitude, as a mourner, 
habited in a cloſe veſt, with a necklace of beads, a ſmall cap and low 
head-dreſs. On the eaſt wall of the chancel are the monuments of

mond family about the year 1750, was the property of the late 
George Drummond, Eſq. and is now veſted in his ſon's truſtees.

IE IsS pariſh was formerly called Stanmere Parva, or Stanmere 

the leſs, to diſtinguiſh it from the other Stanmere. I have 
not ſeen its preſent name of Whitchurch in any records more an- 
cient than the beginning of the 16th century. Moſt of the houſes 
belonging to this pariſh are contiguous to the high road forming 
the weſt fide of the town of Edgware. The church ſtands almoſt 
alone, about a quarter of a mile to the weſt. The pariſh of Whit- 
church lies in the hundred of Gore, and is bounded by Edgware, 
Great Stanmore, Harrow, Kingſbury, and Hendon, in Middleſex, 
and by Aldenham in Hertfordſhire.

When the Duke of Chandos died, this magnificent manſion being 
thought to require an eſtabliſhment too expenſive for the income 
of his ſucceſſor, after fruitleſs attempts to diſpoſe of it entire, was 
pulled down, and the materials ſold by auction in the year 1747. 
The grand ſtaircaſe is now at Lord Cheſterfield's houſe in May Fair. 
An equeſtrian ſtatue of George the Firſt, which ſtood in the park, 
is now in the centre of Leiceſter-ſquare. The ſite of Canons, with 
a conſiderable lot of the materials, the park, and demeſne lands, 
were purchaſed by William Hallet, Eſq. who built the preſent villa, 
His grandſon ſold it to Dennis O'Kelly, Eſq. the well-known poſ- 
ſeſſor of the famous horſe Eclipſe, whoſe bones lie buried in the park. 
Canons is now the property of Patrick O'Kelly, Eſq. nephew of 
Dennis.

muſic . On the 25th of September 1790, a grand miſcellaneous Commemo- 
concert of ſacred muſic, ſelected out of the works of Handel, was * 
performed in this church in honour of that great maſter; when, 
among other pieces, ſome parts of anthems compoſed by him at 
Canons were ſung by Signora Storace, Mrs. Crouch, &c. The 
profits were intended for the benefit of the Sunday ſchools in ſome 
adjoining pariſhes, but it did not turn out productive. 

The church conſiſts of a chancel and nave, diſtinguiſhed by the 
aſcent of a ſtep. In the nave are the tombs of Michael Moſeley, 
Eſq. 1780; Sarah Dowager Lady Frankland, 1783; and Alexander

Dame Mary Lake, in her life-time, built an alms-houſe, with ha- 
bitations for ſeven penſioners (four men and three women). By her 
will, ſhe directed a rent-charge of 331. per annum to be appropri- 
ated out of her eſtates for their maintenance, and to be thus diſtri- 
buted:—A ſhilling a week to each penſioner; coals for each annually, 
to the amount of 20s. and a black gown of the ſame value, making 
in the whole 321. 4s. the remainder to be laid up for repairs : the 
penſioners to be appointed by Sir Thomas Lake's deſcendants, as 
long as they ſhould be poſſeſſed of Canons ; afterwards by the mi- 
niſter and churchwardens. The annuities were paid, but no rent- 
charge was ever ſettled till the death of Sir Lancelot Lake, who 
charged the above ſum upon the great tithes as before-mentioned. 

Dame Eſſex Drax , executrix of Sir Lancelot, by a deed, bear-

Situation and The pariſh of Stepney lies in the hundred of Offulſton: it is ſitu- 

n uo eaſt of London, and compriſes nearly the whole ſpace 
between the Mile-end road and the river Thames, from Whitechapel 
to Bow; it extends alſo in ſome places to a conſiderable diſtance on 
the other fide of the Mile-end road. The pariſhes by which it is 
bounded are, St. Leonard-Bromley, Stratford-Bow, Hackney, St. 
Matthew Bethnal-green, Whitechapel, Chriſt-Church Spitalfields, 
St. George in the Eaſt, and Shadwell, moſt of which were formerly 
hamlets of Stepney, as is explained more at large elſewhere.

This celebrated officer was ſon of Captain 
Richard Leake, maſter-gunner of England:

Whilſt a captain, he diſtinguiſhed himſelf in 
ſeveral engagements. In Queen Anne's reign, 
he was five times Admiral of the fleet, in which 
fituation he did his country ſuch eminent ſer- 
vices, that he obtained the appellation of the 
brave and fortunate. The moſt remarkable in- 
ſtances of his ſucceſs are recorded in his epi- 


taph. His naval tranſactions are detailed at 


large in his Life (of which only 50 copies were 


printed anno 17 50), written by Stephen Martin 
Leake, Eſq. On the acceſſion of George the 
Firſt, he was diſmiſſed from all employ, and 
lived very retired, dividing his time between 
his country-ſeat at Bedington, and a little box 
which he had built at Greenwich. He died on 
the 21ſt of Auguſt 1720, and was buried the 
30th, in a family vault at this place, His ſon, 
Captain Richard Leake, who was buried a few 
months before, had cauſed him great uneafi- 
neſs. Mr. Leake, in his Life of the Admiral, 
ſays, that this young man's nativity had been 
caſt by. his grandfather, who pronounced, that 
he would be very vicious, very fortunate, and 
very unhappy ;—all which, ſays he, proved 
true; for he was made a Captain very young, 
and got more by prizes than his father had 
done in his whole life. The whole of this he 
ſpent, married diſgracefully, and being ut- 
terly ruined, was obliged to depend upon his 
father for ſupport.

lated to the rectory, which was a ſinecure, and the rectors were 
patrons of the vicarage *. From that time till the beginning of the 
preſent century the great tithes were impropriated, and the impro- 
priator preſented to both. Thomas Cromwell, Earl of Eſſex, was 
leſſee of the great tithes under the rector, paying a reſerved rent of 
201, per annum.

Montgomery, ſon of the Marquis of Powis, of whom they were 
purchaſed, in 1708“, by the principal and ſcholars of Brazen-noſe 
College, in Oxford. The purchaſe was confirmed by act of parlia- 
ment; and the great tithes having been annexed to the vicarage 
(ſubject to an annual payment“ to the College), it was divided 
into moieties, the incumbents of which were called Portioniſts of 
Church Stepney, and Spitalfields Stepney. Since this time the pa- 
riſhes of St. George in the Eaſt, St. Anne Limehouſe, St. Mary 
Stratford Bow, and Chriſt Church Spitalfields, having been taken 
out of Stepney, this arrangement was altered ; and the benefice be- 
ing conſiderably diminiſhed by the loſs of oblations, ſurplice fees, &c. 
was again veſted in one perſon. 

Ihe reQtory of Stepney was valued at 60 marks per annum in 
1372, the vicarage at 12 marks. The rectory is rated in the 
King's books at 40 l.; in the chantry-roll ”, 1 Edward VI. it is va- 
lued at 5ol. The vicarage is there valued at 33 l. 6s. 8d. ; the par- 
liamentary ſurvey taken in 1650, ſtates it to have been then 7ol, 
per annum, and mentions, that much loſs was ſuffered from chriſ- 
tenings being performed at home privately by ſtrangers ®. 

The ancient rectory-houſe ſtood near the, eaſt end of the church: 
the brick wall which incloſed the ſite ſtill remains. The preſent 
parſonage-houſe was built by Dr. Cawley, near the ſite of the old 
vicarage. | |

The celebrated John Colet, founder of St. Paul's ſchool, was vicar john Colet. 
of this place. He was eldeſt ſon of Sir Henry Colet of Stepney, 
of whom mention has been already made. About the year 1498, 
he became much diſtinguiſhed as a learned divine, by a courſe of 
lectures which he read at Oxford, upon St. Paul's Epiſtles. Eraſmus, 
ſpeaking of theſe lectures, ſays, there was not an abbot, doctor, or 
maſter in the univerſity, who did not attend and take notes of them. 

Dr. Colet was one of the firſt declaimers againſt the abuſes of the 
Romiſh religion, and very inſtrumental in paving the way for the 
Reformation, In 1505, he was made Dean of St. Paul's, about 
which time he reſigned the vicarage of Stepney , but till con- 
tinued to reſide there. Sir Thomas More, writing to Dr. Colet, 
then abroad, ſays, © if the diſcommodities of the city offend you, 
* yet may the country about your pariſh of Stepney afford you the 
* like delights, to thoſe which that affords you wherein you now 
„ keepe '**,” The Dean's houſe was at the north end of White-

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horſe-ſtreet, Ratcliffe. Upon his founding St. Paul's ſchool, he gave 
it to the head maſter as a country-reſidence ***; but Stepney having 
in a great meaſure loſt its rural delights, the maſters have not reſided 
there many years. The ſite, now two meſſuages, called Colet Place, 
is ſtill let for their advantage; in the front is a buſt of the Dean. 
This eminent divine died in the year 1519, at the monaſtery of 
Sheen, He drew up the rudiments of grammar, and an abridgment 
of the principles of religion, for the uſe of St. Paul's ſchool, and 
wrote ſeveral ſermons, and theological and devotional tracts, ſome 
of which are in print, and others remain in MS, 


Richard Pace, who was preſented to this vicarage in 1519, had 
been in the ſervice of Cardinal Bainbridge, who having recommended 
him at court, the King made him Secretary of State, and employed 
him in affairs of the greateſt importance. He was afterwards made 
Dean of St. Paul's, but kept this vicarage till the year 1527, when 
he went ambaſſador to Venice. Whilſt there, he gave ſome offence 
to Cardinal Wolſey, who from that time became his enemy. On 
his return, he ſuffered two years impriſonment in the Tower, and 
laboured under a deprivation of his ſenſes, which he never wholly 
recovered. After his enlargement he retired to Stepney, where he 
died in 1532, and was buried in the church near the great altar. 
Eraſmus, with whom he lived upon terms of great intimacy, gives 
a moſt amiable picture of his manners and integrity. Pace was 
author of a book againſt the unlawfulneſs of King Henry's marriage 
with Catherine, reli& of his brother Arthur, a preface to Eccleſiaſtes, 
ſome Latin epiſtles, ſermons, and other works.

During his incumbency at Stepney, Jeremiah Burroughs, 
an eminent divine among the Puritans *”, preached in that church 
every morning at ſeven o'clock ; and William Greenhill, who ſuc- 
ceeded Hoyle in the vicarage, every afternoon at three, which oc- 
caſioned Hugh Peters, (whom Anthony Wood calls the theological 
buttoon) in a ſermon preached from that pulpit, to call one the 
morning-ſtar of Stepney, and the other the evening-ſtar. Dr. Hoyle

It appears, that the increaſe of population in this diſtrict, within 
the laſt 200 years, has been in a proportion of about 13 to 1. 
The decreaſe of burials has arifen from the number of perſons in- 
terred in Bunhill-fields, and other cemeteries. From 1590 to 1630, 
the population appears to have been trebled ; the increaſe during 
this period was principally in the neighbourhood of Ratcliffe, Lime- 
houſe , and other places near the water-ſide. It is not improbable 
that the ſtatutes againſt new buildings within three miles of London 
were diſpenſed with in this neighbourhood, from the neceſſity of 
providing habitations for ſeamen, and other perſons conneRed with 
the ſhipping. In the year 1673, Philadelphia Lady Wentworth (for 
the purpoſe of paying off the debt contracted by the Earl of Cleve- 
land in the civil war) ſolicited the King's licence to build upon a 
piece of ground, then a vacant ſpace, called Weſtheath, on the road 
to Stratford Bow. Sir Chriſtopher Wren was employed to ſurvey 
the ground, and give his opinion as to the eligibility of the ſituation.

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His report was, that it was a convenient ſpot for the habitation of

This man was one of the eccentric characters of the laſt century, 
The moſt that we know of him is from a pamphlet (now very rare) 
written principally by himſelf, and entitled The Engliſh Hermit, 
e or the Wonder of the Age.” It appears from this publication 
that he had ſerved ſeven years in the parliamentary army, and had 
his ſkull cloven to the brain in their ſervice ; for which he was ſo ill 
requited that he was once ſentenced to death by the lord protector, 
and afterwards ſuffered two years impriſonment. When he had ob- 


tained his releaſe, he ſet up a ſhop at Cheſham, as a haberdaſher of 


hats. He had not been long ſettled there before he began to imbibe 
a ſtrange notion, that it was a ſin againſt his body and ſoul to eat 
any ſort of fleſh, fiſh, or living creature, or to drink wine, ale, or 
beer. Thinking himſelf at the ſame time obliged to follow literally 
the injunction given to the young man in the Goſpel, he quitted 
buſineſs, and diſpoſing of his property gave it among the poor, re- 
ſerving to himſelf only a ſmall cottage at Ickenham where he reſided, 
and a rood of land for a garden, on the produce of which he ſub- 
ſiſted at the expence of three farthings a week, his food being bran,

« rabbets, and other dainty diſhes, I give him broth thickened with 
« bran, and pudding made with bran, and turnep-leaves chopt to- 
« gether, and graſs; at which the old man (meaning my body), 
« being moved, would know what he had done that I uſed him ſo 
« hardly, then I ſhow'd him his tranſgreſſion: ſo the warres began; 
« the law of the old man in my fleſhly members rebelled againſt the 
« law of my mind, and had a ſhrewd ſkirmiſh ; but the mind, being 
« well enlightened, held it ſo that the old man grew ſick and weak 
« with the flux, like to fall to the duſt ; but the wonderful love of 
God, well pleaſed with the battle, raifed him up again, and filled 
“ him full of love, peace, and content of mind, and is now become 
« more humble; for now he will eat dock-leaves, mallows, or 
« graſſe.” The pamphlet was publiſhed in 1655 **. Prefixed to 
it 1s a portrait of the author cut in wood ; which, from its rarity, 
bears a very high price. Over the print are theſe lines : 
„ Roger Crab that feeds on herbs and roots is here; 
* But I believe Diogenes had better cheer. 
* Rara avis in terris.” 

I know nothing of this man's future hiſtory, or whether he con- 
tinued his diet of herbs. A paſſage in his epitaph ſeems to intimate 
that he never reſumed the uſe of animal food. It is not one of the 
leaſt extraordinary parts of his hiſtory that he ſhould ſo long have 
ſubliſted on a diet which, by his own account, had reduced him 
almoſt to a ſkeleton in 1655. It appears that he reſided at Bethnal-

The chapel at Poplar was begun before the year 1650, 
and finiſhed in 1654, when Thomas Walton was appointed chaplain 
by William Greenhill, vicar of Stepney **, The ſubſcription for 
building it was begun by Gilbert Dethick, Eſq. with a benefaction 
of 1001.; the whole expence was above 20001. Mr. Maurice 
Thompſon, Mr. Thomas Tomlins, and Sir Henry Johnſon, were 
among the principal contributors . It is a brick ſtructure, conſiſt- 
ing of a nave, chancel, and two aiſles. At the weſt end is a ſmall 
wooden turret. The whole chapel was nearly rebuilt by the Eaſt 
India Company in 1776. On the front of the gallery are the arms

the preſent miniſter of Poplar, was an epitaph intended for Sir 


Henry Johnſon's monument, written by his grandſon in 1756, but 
never put up. It appears by the epitaph, that Sir Henry Johnſon 


. (proprietor of the dock-yard at Blackwall) was of Freſton Hall, in 


Suffolk, and that he ſat in parliament for the borough of Aldborough. 
He married Mary, daughter and heir of William Lord, Eſq. of 
Melton in Kent, by whom he had two ſons, Henry and William, 
who both repreſented Aldborough in parliament. Henry, the elder, 
was knighted, and left an only daughter, married to the Earl of 
Strafford ; in conſequence of which, the deſcendants of that peer in- 
herited the whole of his large property. Sir Henry Johnſon, the 
elder, left various charities, particularly an alms-houſe for ſix poor 
ſhip-carpenters at Blackwall. The epitaph was written, and the 
monument intended by Henry, ſon of his younger ſon William, 
who died in 1718, at Cape Coaſt Caſtle, of which he was governor. 
Sir Henry Johnſon died in 1683, but the entry of his burial is not 
to be found in the regiſter. | 

Although Thomas Walton was appointed chavlain of Poplar in 
1654, by Mr. Greenhill, as vicar of Stepney, it does not appear 
that the vicar ever claimed the patronage in future. It ſeems that 
the inhabitants, in conſequence of the noble benefactions they had 
received from them, proffered it to the Eaſt India Company, ſo early 
as the year 1656, Their right of nomination was diſputed, never- 
theleſs, by future inhabitants ; and though the matter was generally

Its extent, according to a ſurvey 
taken in 1740, is 836 acres. It is ſtated in an inquiſition taken in 
the reign of Edward II. relating to the repairs of the embankments 
in Stebbenheth-marſh, that a former lord of the manor had reco- 
vered 100 acres of land from the river by making of banks and 
ditches, which, when neglected to be repaired, were liable to be 
overflown ; that the ſame lord afterwards granted 42 acres and a 
half of this land in parcels to his freemen, and the reſidue to his 
bondmen ; each perſon being required to repair the banks upon his 
own land. It appears that the freemen had done what was requiſite on 
their parts, but that the bondmen had ſuffered the banks upon their 
land to go to decay; in conſequence of which, they and the Biſhop 
of Londoa (as lord of the manor) were by the ſheriff of the county 
required to repair them; which was done accordingly.

On the ſouth quay (which meaſures 1100 feet from eaſt to weſt) 
are four cranes for landing guns and heavy ſtores. On the eaſt 
quay are conveniences for receiving blubber from the Greenland 
ſhips; and adjoining to the quay, coppers for boiling, and ware- 
houſes for ſtoring the whalebone. On the weſt quay is a machine, 
120 feet in height, for maſting and diſmaſting the Eaſt India ſhips, 
by which the practice of raiſing ſheers on the decks, ſo injurious to 
the ſhips, and ſo dangerous to the workmen, is avoided. The firſt 
ſhip maſted by this machine was the Lord Macartney Eaſt India- 
man, on the 25th of October 1791. Her whole ſuit of maſts and 
bowſprit were raiſed and fixed in three hours and 4o minutes, by 
half the number of men uſually employed two days in that ſervice.

Sir Henry Johnſon, by his will bearing date 
1683, left the fo of zool. for the purpoſe. of building ſax alms- 
houſes for poor ſhip-carpenters of the age of 60 years or upwards ; 

the penſioners to receive 28. 6d. a-week each, and on Chriſtmas-eve 
a blue gown of 30s. value, and an additional half-crown. The pay- 
ment of theſe penſions was charged upon his eſtate at Blackwall. 
The benevolent purpoſes of this will were ſhamefully neglected by 
bis heirs. The houſes were indeed built, but appropriated to other 
uſes; till after the Earl of Strafford, who married the donor's grand- 
daughter, had ſold the eſtate at Blackwall in 1722, when the inha- 


bitants of the hamlet took up the matter; the Earl of Strafford then 


conſented to pay the ſum of 3ool. for building other houſes, without 
farther litigation, the inhabitants remitting the arrears; which they 
were induced the rather to do, as Sir Henry Johnſon the younger, 
though he had neglected to pay the penſions, had provided ſe- 
veral poor carpenters with habitations rent free, and his ſhip-yard 
had been of great ſervice to the hamlet.

The hamlet of Mile-end Old-town occupies the greater part of 
the north ſide of the pariſh. It is about five miles and three quarters 
in circumference, and contains about 1 300 houſes. 

The quota paid to the land-tax in this hamlet is 1052 1, which is 
raiſed by a rate of 1s. 4d. in the pound. 

In Jack Cade's rebellion the commons of Eſſex excampnd « at Mile 
end. 

Fortifications were made at Mile-end when the city of London 
was ſurrounded with a trench in 1642. The ſailors (ſays one of 
the diurnals) are raiſing a mount, and making trenches at Mile-end, 
where women of good faſhion and children labour hard at the 
work *. Sir Kenelm Digby was taken into * as he was view- 
ing the fortifications at this place in diſguiſe *** 

The fortreſs, which was intended to defend the approach to the 
city from the eaſtern road, is ſituated within the pariſh of White- 
chapel, and is now known by the name of Whitechapel Mount. 
Its dimenſions are 329 feet in length at the baſe, and 182.in 


breadth. The height above the level of the ground is about. 25 


feet. The eaſt end remains very perfect. On the weſt fide ſome 
houſes have been built. The ſurface on the top, except where it has 
been dug away, is perfectly level. This Mount is deſcribed in Sir 
Chriſtopher Wren's plan of the new buildings at Mile-end, and 1s 
there called the Fort. It ſeems probable that a fortreſs was erected 
to defend each of the principal roads leading to the metropolis. That at

Mile-end was called a Mount“ in the diurnals of the laſt century. 
We have traces of ſeveral Mounts in the ſuburbs of London, all of 
which were near the great roads. Holywell Mount, now levelled, 
was near the Hertfordſhire road. There are the remains of another 
as you go to Iſlington, near the great north road. 

The manor of Mile-end has been already mentioned, and Wor- 
ceſter-houſe, an ancient manſion in this hamlet, the gateway of 
which is yet remaining. 

In the hamlet of Mile-end Old-town are Mr. Brewer's hs. 

houſe, and a chapel belonging to the Methodiſts in Union-ſtreet. 
On the north ſide of the Mile-end road are two large cemeteries Burial- 
grounds of 

belonging to the Portugueſe Jews, whoſe ſynagogue is in Bevis the Jews. 
Marks; and a third which belongs to the German or Dutch Jews, 

whoſe ſynagogue in Duke's Place was lately rebuilt, principally at 

the expence of Mrs. Judith Levy, of Richmond. Theſe cemeteries 

are called DMN Da, or the Houſe of the Living. 


The old: burying-ground belonging to the Portugueſe Jews was Old ground 
firſt uſed for that purpoſe about the year 1657. In this ground the — 
dead are interred in rows, a certain ſpace being allowed for each ä 
grave. The ſpot contiguous to that laſt occupied, is uſed for the 
next perſon who dies, whether rich or poor; except in a few in- 
ſtances, where a burial-place purchaſed for a conſiderable ſum has 
been reſerved near the grave of ſome near relation. The ſame grave 
is never opened a ſecond time, it being reckoned a moſt impious 


and ſacrilegious act to diſturb the aſhes of the deceaſed. The Deſcription

During the ſeven days immediately fol- 
lowing the deceaſe of a near relation, the fa- 
mily muſt fit on the ground without ſhoes ; 
mean time they are viſited not only by their 
friends and acquaintance, who come to condole 
with them, but even by ſtrangers of their own 
nation. The firſt meal which they make after 
the burial, muſt not be of their own providing. 
Immediately after the death of a near relation 
they rend their garments ; which is done by 
giving the garment a cut with a knife, and then 
rending it a hand's breadth. For a father or 
mother, it is done in all the garments on the 
left fide: for other near relations, only in the 
upper garment on the right fide. For thirty 
days after the death of all near relations they 
neither bathe, nor ſhave their beards, nor cut 
their nails; Levy's Ceremonies, p. 274—276.

In the cemetery belonging to the Dutch Jews the rows are not 
kept ſo regularly, and the tombs reſemble more thoſe in our burial 
grounds. The inſcriptions are entirely Hebrew. The two congrega- 
tions were ſeparated about the beginning of the preſent century, and 
differ in many of their cuſtoms and ceremonies. The Dutch Jews 
are equally averſe from diſturbing the bones of the dead; and if 
their cemetery is full, they cover it with a ſtratum of earth, of ſuffi- 
cient depth to make freſh graves ; but the Portugueſe always purchaſe 
new ground.

A hoſpital for the ſick and diſeaſed poor, and lying-in married 
women, belonging to the Portugueſe Jews, was inſtituted in the 
year 1748. Their new hoſpital at Mile-end, which is extremely 
neat and commodious, was built in 1793. It is ſupported chiefly 
by voluntary ſubſcriptions ***, and contains 40 beds. Adjoining to 
the hoſpital is an alms-houſe for 12 aged perſons, who are provided 
with food and clothing. In this alms-houſe there are now one wo- 
man aged 96, two aged 81, one aged 80, and one man aged 82. 
The number of poor among the Portugueſe Jews i is about 1100, in- 
cluding men, women, and children. 

On the north ſide of the Mile-end road, near Bicknell's brewery, 
is a reſervoir belonging to the Weſtham water-works. The prin- 
cipal manufactures in this hamlet are, Mr. Miniſh's hartſhorn ma- 
nufacture, Cocke's manufacture of patent ſpunges for ſhips, and 
Lacy and Stephens's, Ellis's and Harris's rope-walks. In this hamlet 
alſo are three large breweries belonging to Charington, Jackſon, and 
Bicknell.

There was formerly a Lazar-houſe, or hoſpital, at Mile-end, de- 
dicated to our Saviour and St. Mary Magdalen, of which John Mills 
was proctor in 1551 , and Henry Smith, in 1589. 

On the north ſide of the Mile-end road, within this hamlet, are 
five alms-houſes belonging to public bodies, which have no imme- 


diate connection with the pariſh of Stepney. The Trinity alms- Trinity alms- 


houſes were founded in the year 1695, by the corporation of the 
Trinity-houſe (on ground given for that purpoſe by Captain Henry 
Mudd). They are 28 in number, and intended for the reſidence of 
decayed commanders of ſhips, or mates, and their wives or widows, 
Their penſions ate 181. per annum, and a chaldron and a half of 
coals. In the centre of the quadrangle is the ſtatue of Capt. Sandes, 
who died in 1721, having bequeathed the ſum of 1001. and the re- 
verſion of an eftate in Lincolnſhire of 147 l. per annum, to theſe 
alms-houſes. The ſtatue was put up in 1746, at which time the 
eſtate had dropped in. On the north fide of the quadrangle is a

Mr. John Pemell, in 1698, founded an alms-houſe, which ſtands 
within the pariſh of Bethnal-green, for four poor drapers' widows, 
and four widows of ſeamen belonging to the pariſh of Stepney, who 
have been in the Eaſt India Company's ſervice. They have a penſion 
of 41. per annum each; 11. for a gown, and 11. for coals. 


Mrs.Bowry's. Mrs. Bowry, by her will, bearing date 1715, deviſed the reſidue 


of her perſonal property, in truſt, for the purpoſe of building and en- 
dowing an alms-houſe for ſuch a number of aged ſeamen or their 
widows, of this pariſh, as the-remainder of the bequeſt, after purchaſ- 
ing a.ſite between Stepney church and Bow, and paying the expence 
of building, ſhould be ſufficient to maintain; which remainder was 
to be laid out in the purchaſe of lands.

After which one William de Carlton, yet living, repaired all the 
bridges with the effects of Bartholomew de Caſtello, deceaſed. The 
jurors added, that the bridges and roads had been always repaired 
by bounties, and that there were no lands or tenements charged with 
their repair, except for Chaner's bridge, which the Abbot of Strat- 
ford was bound to keep in repair. In the year 1366, a toll was 
granted for the repair of Stratford bridge, to continue during three 
years, it being very ruinous, and no one obliged to repair it *.

Mr. Gordon, 
who has grounds both in this pariſh and in that of St. Loni 
Bromley, is well known for his extenſive culture of exotic plants, 
The ſoil at Stratford-Bow is various, loam, ſand, and gravel, This 
pariſh pays the ſum of 4591. gs. 10d. to the land-tax, which is at 
the rate of 18. 6d, in the pound. | 

The principal manufacture at this place is that of calico printing, 
once in a very flouriſhing ſtate ; there is now only one ground of 
any extent, which belongs to MacMurdo, Lane, and Tibbalds. 
Scarlet-dying, for the Eaſt India Company, was carried on to a preat 
extent about forty years ago, but there are no dyers now in the 
pariſh. The celebrated manufaQture of China, which took its 
name from this place, was carried on at Stratford, on the other fide 
of the water. It has been ſome time dropped. Stratford-Bow is 
ſaid to have been famous formerly for its number of bakers, who 
ſupplied a great part of the metropolis. 


Frequent mention is made, both in printed books and in the ca- 


lendars at the Tower, of a convent at Stratford-Bow ; but upon care- 
fully examining all the charters to which they refer, it appears that 


they all apply either to the convent of Monks at Stratford in Eſſex, 
or that of Nuns at St. Leonard Bromley. 


On the 7th of June 1556, thirteen es were burnt to death at 
this place for what was then deemed hereſy *. | 

At Oldford, a hamlet in this pariſh (fo called from the ford before- 
mentioned), are the remains of an ancient manſion, vulgarly called 
King John's Palace. Mr. Bagford, in his letter prefixed to the firſt 
volume of Leland's Collectanea, ſays it was a palace of Henry VIII. 
I have met with no record or memorial of any kind to prove that it 
ever was in the crown, I ſuppoſe it to have been the ſame manſion

into tenements, as appears by frequent entries in the regiſter of bap- 
tiſms and burials. Only one gateway of very ancient brick-work 
now remains. The baſes of the arches under the gateway are of 
ſtone, and terminate with figures of angels holding ſhields, and ſome 
groteſque repreſentations. The. ſite of this manſion was given to 
Chriſt's hoſpital, in the year 1665, by William Williams, citizen of 
London *. The governors of the hoſpital have no records belonging 
to it of an older date. 


Sir William Furnival, who died in 1383, was ſeiſed of a meſſuage 
and garden in Oldford, held of the Biſhop of London, Joan, his 
daughter, wife of Thomas Nevill, being his heir“. 

Edmund Lord Sheffield, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the ſea-fight Edmund 
againſt the Spaniſh Armada, reſided at Stratford-Bow in 1613 *.

The great tithes were reſerved by the act to Brazen Noſe 
College. The rector of Stratford was to pay 10l. per annum to 
each of the portioniſts of Stepney, during their reſpective incum- 
bencies. This rectory is not to be held in commendam. The rector 
enjoys the ſum of 81. per annum, ſaid to have been a benefaction 
of Edward VI. Perhaps it was ſettled on the miniſter in lieu of 
the lands which were ſeiſed, as mentioned in the preceding page.

This pariſh pays the ſum of 1661. 6s. 8d. to the land-tax, 


which, in the year 1794, was at the rate of about 849. in the 
pound, 


The manor of Teddington, formerly an appurtenance of Stanes, 
is ſuppoſed to have been given to Weſtminſter Abbey, by the 
founder, Sebert the firſt Chriſtian King of the Eaft Saxons “ 
In the year 1547, it was ſurrendered to Henry the VIIIch, by 
the abbot and convent of Weſtminſter*, King Edward, in 1 551, 
granted a leaſe of it for 21 years, to George Gates, Eſq. * In 1568, 
a leaſe was granted to Richard Brown, Eſq. for 31 years, to com- 
mence after the expiration of Gates's term '; and in 1582, another 
reverſionary leaſe for 40 years, to Sir Amias Pawlet *. The rent re- 
ſerved to the crown was 81. 6s. King James, in 1603, granted 
the reverſion of the manor, ſubject to a fee-farm rent of 81. to John 
Hill, Eſq. and his heirs*. At this time Sir Amias Pawlet's term of 
40 years was juſt commencing. The manor continued in the family 
of Hill till the year 1736, when it was ſold by Edward Hill, Eſq. 
to Mr. Matthias Perkins, ſurgeon, of Twickenham. In the year 
1786, John David, eldeſt ſon and tenant in tail after the deceaſe of 
his father John Perkins, Eſq. conveyed the reverſion of this manor 
to George Peters, Eſq. one of the directors of the Bank of England. 
Mr. Perkins, the father, died in the month of Auguſt 1794, when 
Mr. Peters, who is the preſent lord of the manor, came into poſ- 


ſeſſion. |

The celebrated Dr. Stephen Hales, who was appointed to the 
cure of Teddington in 1706, was grandſon of Sir Robert, and bro- 


ther of Sir Thomas Hales, Bart. of Beakſbourn, in Kent. He 


received his education 'at Bennet College in Cambridge, where, at 
an early age, he began to attach himſelf to the ſciences of natural 
hiſtory, and experimental philoſophy in its various branches, which 
continued to be his favourite ſtudies during a long life. In 1718, he was 
elected a fellow of the Royal Society; and in 1733, was preſented 
with a diploma degree, by the Univerſity of Oxford. Dr. Hales was 
much eſteemed by Frederick Prince of Wales, who frequently viſited 
him at Teddington. After his Royal Highneſs's death, he was ap- 
pointed clerk of the cloſet to the Princeſs Dowager, and had a ſhare 


in the education of his preſent Majeſty. The late King offered him 


a canonry of Windſor, which he declined, preferring his retirement 
at Teddington, as more favourable to his philoſophical purſuits *. 
He died on the 4th of January 1761, after a long and uſeful life, 
and was buried on the Toth, under the tower which he had erected 
at his own expence. Dr. Hales is well known in the literary world, 
by his excellent treatiſes on ſtatics, his book on ventilators, and 
ſome other valuable publications. In all his projects and experi- 
ments he diſplayed a truly benevolent mind, he had always ſome- 
thing in view that might tend to the benefit of his fellow-creatures; 
deviſing means to ſtop the progreſs of infection, to render more

water brought from different latitudes, and a paper which he had 
communicated to the Royal Society, on the benefits to be derived 
from wetting the body with ſalt water .

was born in the pariſh of St. Andrew, Holbourn, in 1710. He was 
originally apprenticed to a mercer, but afterwards became a member 
of the Temple, and ſtudied the law. His chief purſuits, neverthe- 
leſs, appears to have been politics and poetry. He publiſhed a 
pamphlet in vindication of Mr. Alexander Murray ; and attaching 
himſelf to the Prince of Wales's party, became a violent patriot, and 
the champion and bard of Leiceſter-houſe **.” When his patron 
Lord Le Deſpencer came into power, he accepted a lucrative place, 
which ſubjected him to much cenſure and ridicule, from thoſe with 
whom he had formerly acted in oppoſition to the court. Mr. White- 
head was a member of the famous Mednam club, inſtituted by Lord 
Le Deſpencer, of which Mr. Wilkes, I believe, is now the only 
ſurvivor. His principal poems were, the State Dunces, the Gymna- 
ſiad, or Boxing-match, and an Epiſtle to Dr. Thompſon, which,

Mr. Whitehead e — 
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liſhed by Captain Edward Thompſon in 1777. He wrote alſo x 
pamphlet on the conduct of the managers of Covent Garden theatre, 
and is ſaid to have planned the mock proceſſion of the Free- 
maſons, and to have deſigned the print which was engraved of it. 
His principal reſidence was on Twickenham-heath. By his will, he 
bequeathed the ſum of Fol. to be expended on a marble urn, in 
which he directed, that his heart ſhould be incloſed and depoſited 
in the mauſoleum of his patron at Wycomb. On the 13th of 
Auguſt, in the year after his death, a mauſoleum having been erected 
for that purpoſe in Lord Le Deſpencer's garden at High Wycomb, 
Whitehead's heart was depoſited there with very ſingular ceremonies, 
in imitation of the ancients, The urn was followed from the houſe 
by a military proceſſion, attended by a choir of vocal performers, 
conducted by Atterbury and Mulſo. Before the urn was depoſited 
in the mauſoleum, the following incantation, written for the pur- 
poſe, and compoſed by Dr. Arne, was ſung :

'The particulars were in- 
ſerted at length in the pariſh regiſter by Dr. Hales, who obſerves 
that a larger ſupply, if wanted at any future time, may be obtained 
by the ſame means.

TOTTENH AM. 


HIS place in ancient records is called Toteham, and Totham. Name. 
Ham ſignifies a dwelling ; the meaning of Tot or Tote, which 
occurs very frequently in the names of many pariſhes in various parts 

of the kingdom, is uncertain.” 

The village of Tottenham is ſituated in | the hundred of Edmonton, Situation, 

about five miles to the north of London. The pariſh is about 15 boundaries, 
miles in circumference *, and is bounded on the eaſt by the river *c- 
Lea, which divides it from Walthamſtow in Eſſex; on the north by 
Edmonton ; on the weſt by Hornſey and Friarn Barnet ; and on the 
ſouth by Hackney and Stoke-Newington. It is computed that it con- 
tains about 4000 acres of land, of which about one eighth is arable, 
the remainder graſs*. The ſoil is various, clay, loam, and brick 
earth. This pariſh pays the ſum of 10691. 148. 2d. to the land-tax, 
which in the year 1794, was at. the rate of 18. 10d. in the pound 
on land, and 18. 4d. on houſes. 

Tottenham is divided into four diſtricts, diſtinguiſhed by the Divigon into 
names of the Middle, Lower, High-croſs, and Wood-green Wards. 
There is an overſeer and a conſtable for each ward, and two church- 
wardens for the whole pariſh. 

The only manufactures in the pariſh are an oil mill, the property 
of Mr. Edward WHO, and a large tannery — to Mr.

In the year 
1254, an extent or ſurvey was taken of the lands of Helen, formerly 
the wife of John Earl of Cheſter, to the intent that they might be 
divided between Robert de Brus, John de Baliol, and Henry de 
Haſtings, as coheirs of the ſaid Earl. The particulars of the ſurvey, 
as far as it relates to Tottenham, are given in the note.

The third part of the manor of Tottenham, which was aſſigned to 
Henry de Haſtings, deſcended to Lawrence de Haſtings **, who by 
reaſon of his deſcent from Iſabel, eldeſt ſiſter and coheir of Aymer 
de Valence, Earl of Pembroke, was declared heir to that title by Ed- 
ward III. in the year 1339.

The manors of Bruſes, Pembrokes, Dawbeneys, and Mockings, 
having been united, as already ſhewn, in the Gedeney family, have 
ever ſince paſſed through the ſame hands.

It is a large brick manſion, ex- 
hibiting in its preſent ſtate few remains of antiquity. It is probable

1578”. Bruce Caſtle was repaired and altered in the latter part of 
the laſt century by Henry Lord Colerane, at which time, as he 
himſelf informs us, he removed the arms of Compton from the old 
porch, and placed them over the entrance on the inſide ”, It is 
probable that the detached brick tower which ſtands in the front of 
the houſe was built by the Comptons. | 

The manor-houſe of Pembrokes, which has long been alienated 
from the eſtate '*, is now the property of Stephen Jermyn, Eſq. who 
inherited it from the Hobbys. It is a moated houſe, fituated about 
three quarters of a mile from the high road, in the lane leading to 
Wood Green. 

Mockings-houſe, ſurrounded alſo with a moat, is ſituated on the 
ſouth ſide of Marſh-lane, about a quarter of a mile from the London 
road.

The hiſtory of the manor of Ducketts, till the grant to Sir Robert dns of 
Cecil, has been given in the account of Hornſey ””.

As Hornſey is always 
mentioned firſt, it is to be ſuppoſed that the manor-houſe-formerly 
ſtood in that pariſh, In the year 1555, the manor of Ducketts was 
conveyed by Edward Lord North to William Parker. It appears 
by Lord Colerane's MSS.that Anne Lady Compton had Ducks farm, 
and that after her death the reverſion was veſted in Thomas Sutton, 
Eſq. .

Moyſe *”, who died ſeiſed of it in 1618“. I have not been able to 
learn any thing farther relating to this eſtate, than that it is now the 
property of Mr. Edward Scales, of Stoke-Newington. 

Grove Houſe, now the ſeat of Thomas Smith, Eſq. lord of the 
manor of Tottenham, was for ſeveral years the reſidence of Sir 
Michael Foſter, judge of the King's Bench, and author of ſome pro- 
feſſional works in great eſtimation. He died at Tottenham in 1764- 

The pariſh church, dedicated to All-Saints, is ſituated about a 
quarter of a mile to the weſt of the high road. It is a Gothic ftruc- 
ture, built of hewn ſtone, flints, and pebbles, and conſiſting of a 
chancel, nave, two aiſles (with octagonal pillars and pointed arches), 
and a ſquare embattled tower. Lord Colerane mentions, that in his 
time it was overgrown with ivy to the upper windows, for which

William Cowrteman, previouſly to the Reformation, gave to the 
pariſh of Tottenham two tenements and fix acres of land (valued in 
1547 at 46s.

Theſe lands and tenements having been forfeited to 
the crown in the reign of Edward VI. as having been appropriated 
in part to as uſes, were ſold to Thomas Bocher and Henry 
Jenner 

An ancient Spital-houſe in this pariſh is montane in the court 
rolls as early as the year 1416. 

Bedwell ſpeaks of an alms-houſe for three poor people, built on the 
eaſt ſide of the church-land by Mr. Pheſaunt; but, as it appears, not 
endowed *”*, it is probable that it was built by Jaſper Pheſaunt, Eſq. 
lord of the manor of Willoughby in this pariſh and Edmonton, pur- 
ſuant to an intention of his father-in-law George Hynningham, Eſq. 
who is ſaid in his epitaph to have founded ſuch an alms-houſe for 
three poor widows. Pheſaunt's wife being one of the heirs of Hyn- 
ningham *”*, he obtained the above-mentioned manor and other 
eſtates by that marriage. Theſe tenements, which had from time 
to time been inhabited by poor families placed in them by the pariſh, 
were taken down in the year 1744, and four others erected 1 in their 
ſtead by the highway ſide, near the pound.

Nicholas Reynardſon, Eſa. (ſon of Sir Abraham) by his will, bear- 
ing date 1685, bequeathed the ſum of 20001., with a part of which 
he directed that an alms-houſe for ſix poor aged men and ſix wo- 
men, with a chapel, ſhould be built ; and that the reſidue ſhould be 
laid out in lands *, to be charged with the repairs of the houſe, and 
the ſum of 41. to each penſioner, beſides a gown of black frieze of

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Mr. Reynardſon directed alſo that a ſalary of 20 l. per annum 
ſhould be allowed out of the lands to be purchaſed as above-men- 
tioned, to a ſchoolmaſter for teaching 20 poor children to read and 
write, which maſter ſhould officiate alſo as chaplain at the alms- 
houſe. The reſidue of the rents to be diſtributed among the poor, 
except 3os. allowed to the truſtees (who are to be 12 in number, 
the vicar being always one) for a dinner. 


Sarah Ducheſs Dowager of Somerſet, by her will, dated 1686 
(being then the wife of Henry Lord Colerane), bequeathed the ſum 
of 2501. to enlarge the ſchool-houſe, and the farther ſum of 11001. 
for the purpoſe of extending its benefits to all children of ſuch inha- 
bitants of the pariſh of Tottenham as were not poſſeſſed of an eſtate 
either freehold or copyhold of 201. per annum. This ſum of 1100].

out of the profits of which the ſum of 101. per annum is allowed 
to the uſher, the remainder being appropriated to the maſter, he 
keeping the ſchool-houſe in repair, and paying the taxes.

The pariſh of Twickenham is bounded on the weſt by Han- 
worth, Hampton, and Teddington, and on the ſouth by the river.

There is no mention of Twickenham in the ſurvey of Doomſday. 
Ticheham, in the hundred of Elthorne, was certainly Ickenham, 
which occurs by no other name. If it had meant Twickenham, it 
would have been placed in the hundred of Honiflaw. Twickenham, 
no doubt, was included in Iſleworth (Giſfelworde), which manor is 
there ſaid to contain 70 hides*, In a record, bearing date 1301, 
Twykenham is mentioned as a hamlet appendant to the manor of 
Iſleworth *. Another record (anno 1390) ſtates, that the manor and 
hundred of Iſleworth had always been deemed of the ſame extent. 
This did not imply, nevertheleſs, any juriſdiction over the lands of 
religious houſes, who exerciſed manerial rights upon their own 
eſtates. The brethren of the Holy Trinity at Hounſlow had a ſmall 
manor within the hundred, independent of that of Iſleworth. The 
monks of Chriſt Church Canterbury had another in this pariſh, from

I ſuppoſe this manor to have been the ſame which, being then veſted 
in the crown, was annexed by King Henry VIII. in 1539 to the 
honour of Hampton-court **, between 1539 and 1541, granted to 
Edward Earl of Hertford, and in the latter year ſurrendered by him 
to the King. It remained in the immediate occupation of the

In the year 1606, a leaſe of this houſe and 
eſtate (for 40 years from the date of the letters patent) was granted 
to John Wakeman and Joſeph Earth, Eſqrs., who, it is probable, 
had purchaſed Sir Francis Bacon's intereſt. 'The ſame year a rever- 
ſionary leaſe for 41 years, after the expiration of Wakeman and 
Earth's, was granted to Sir Thomas Lake. In 1607, Sir Thomas 
Lake aſſigned his intereſt to Sir Henry Goodyear and Edward Wood- 
ward, and in 1608 both leaſes were made over to George Lord 
Carew and George Croke, in truſt for Lucy, wife to Edward Earl 
of Bedford.

built: the gallery, round tower, great cloiſter and cabinet, were 
added in 1760 and 1761, the great north bed-chamber in 1770, 
and the Beauclerk tower and hexagon cloſet in 1776. 


The ſame ſtyle of architecture which was adopted in building the 
houſe prevails alſo in the internal decorations ; each room having 
Gothic ſkreens, niches, or chimney-pieces, deſigned for the moſt 
part by Mr. Walpole himſelf, or Mr. Bentley, and adapted with 
much taſte to their reſpective ſituations. Moſt of the windows are 
ornamented with ſtained glaſs *', which adds a richneſs to the rooms, 
which, particularly on a bright day, has a very good effect. The 
ideas of ancient magnificence frequently occur to the recollection of 
the viſitor, and put him in mind of the pleaſing romance which 
owed its being to the Gothic ſcenes at Strawberry Hill. 

To enter into a minute deſcription of the valuable collection at 
this villa, which is particularly intereſting to the virtuoſo, and the 
lover of Engliſh hiſtory and antiquities, would much exceed the 
limits of this work. Some of the moſt valuable articles in each room 
I ſhall endeavour to point out. .* 


In the great parlour are ſeveral portraits, among which are Sir

In 
this room are Mrs. Damer's much admired model of two dogs in 
Terra Cotta; a ſcene from the Caſtle of Otranto, by Carter; a draw- 
ing in water-colours, by Miſs Agnes Berry, from Mr. William 
Lock's death of Wolſey; and a landſcape with gipſeys, by Lady 
Diana Beauclerk. The chairs in this parlour are of ebony, as are 
ſeveral others in the houſe. 


In the blue breakfaſting room, among many things to engage the Breakfaſing- 
attention, the moſt remarkable are the very beautiful miniatures of 


the Digby family by Peter Oliver ; Roſe the gardener, preſenting a 


pine-apple to Charles the Second ; and the fine original portrait of 


Cowley, by Sir Peter Lely. In the cloſet, within this room, are ſe- 
veral curious ſmall pictures, among which is a portrait of the noto- 
rious Sarah Malcolm, painted by Hogarth the day before ſhe was 
executed for the murder of Lydia Duncomb her miſtreſs, and two 
ſervants. In this cloſet are two kittens, by Mrs. Damer, in white 
marble.

of Surrey and Middleſex ; a curfew, or cover-fire, and an oſprey 
eagle in Terra Cotta, by Mrs. Damer. 


In a ſmall anti-room, called the Star-chamber *, leading to the 
Holbein room and great gallery, ſtands the famous buſt of Henry VII. 
done for his tomb by Torregiano. 


The chimney in the Holbein-chamber is taken chiefly from the 
tomb of Archbiſhop Warham, at Canterbury. This room exhibits 
ſome very valuable pictures by the celebrated artiſt from whom it 
takes its name, copies of his drawings at Buckingham-houſe by 
Vertue, the very valuable pictures of the triumph of poverty and the 
triumph of riches, after Holbein, by Zucchero, and Holbein's deſign 
for a magnificent chimney-piece for one of Henry VIII's palaces. 
There is a curious picture in this room of the Ducheſs of Suffolk, 
and her huſband Adrian Stokes, by Lucas de Heere, and an ori- 
ginal of Prince Arthur and Catherine of . from Colonel 
Myddelton's in Denbighſhire. 


The gallery is fifty-ſix feet long, ſeventeen high, and thirteen 
wide. As you enter it out of the gloomy paſſage which leads from 
the Holbein chamber, the effect, particularly upon a bright day, is 
very ſtriking. The cieling of this room is copied from one of the 
fide aiſles of Henry VII's chapel, ornamented with fret-work, and 
gilt. In this room is the famous eagle found near Caracalla's bath 
at Rome, in 1742, one of the fineſt pieces of animal ſculpture in 
the world, and a very fine buſt of Veſpaſian in baſaltes, out of 
Cardinal Ottoboni's collection. The moſt remarkable pictures are

At the end of the gallery is a circular drawing-room, the chimney- Round draw- 
piece of which was deſigned from the tomb of Edward the Confeſſor 8855 
in Weſtminſter Abbey. In this room is the valuable antique buſt, 
in baſaltes, of Jupiter Serapis, purchaſed out of the Ducheſs of 
Portland's collection; Vandyke's picture of the Counteſſes of Carliſle 
and Leiceſter; Mrs. Lemon, by the ſame artiſt; and a few good pic- 
tures of the old maſters. 


The tribune or cabinet is a ſmall ſquare room, with a ſemicircular Tribune, or 
receſs in the middle of each fide. A ſtar of yellow glaſs on the top aa 
throws a deceitful ſhade over the room, which makes every thing 
appear as if gilt. In this room is the cabinet of enamels and minia- 
tures, containing a greater number of valuable portraits by Petitot, 

Zincke, and Oliver, than are to be found in any other collection. 

Among the moſt beautiful are Cowley, the poet, by Zincke ; the 

Counteſs D'Olonne, by Petitot ; and Iſaac Oliver, by himſelf : Ca- 

therine Parr and Catherine of Arragon, by Holbein, are very valu- 

able. In the glaſs caſes on each ſide of the cabinet are ſome exqui- 

ſite ſpecimens of art ; particularly a ſmall bronze buſt of Caligula, 

with ſilver eyes, found at Herculaneum, and given to Lord Orford 

by Sir Horace Mann; a magnificent miſſal with miniatures, by Raphael 

and his ſcholars ; and the beautiful ſilver bell of Benvenuto Cellini, 

covered with antique maſks, inſets, &c. exquiſitely wrought in | | 

alto relievo, ſo as to bear the minuteſt inſpection with a glaſs. Among | 

the pictures in this room may be noticed the Counteſs of Somerſet,

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by Iſaac Oliver; and a beautiful picture of Cornelius Polenburg, by - 
himſelf. 


The chimney- piece in the great north bedchamber was deſigned 
by Mr. Walpole, from the tomb of Biſhop Dudley in Weſtminſter 
Abbey; it is of Portland ſtone, gilt. Over the chimney is a very 
curious picture of Henry VIII. and his children. The moſt remark- 
able portraits in this room are, the fine picture on board of Henry 
VII.; the Ducheſs de la Valiere; Madam de Maintenon; Ninon de 
IEnclos ; Ogleby, the poet, by Fuller; a fine whole length of Mrs. 
Margaret Smith, by Vandyke; Philip Earl of Pembroke, by Mytens; 
and the original portrait of Catherine of Braganza, ſent to England 
previouſly to her marriage with Charles II. In this room alſo are 


Hogarth's ſketch of the Beggars Opera, containing portraits of the 


original performers, and the rehearſal of an Italian opera (by Marco 
Ricci), with portraits of Nicolini, Mrs. Tofts, and Margarita del 


Eſpina, celebrated ſingers. 


In the Beauclerk cloſet are Lady Diana Beauclerk's beautiful draw- 
ings, from ſcenes in the tragedy of the Myſterious Mother. They 
are very happily defigned from ſome of the moſt intereſting ſcenes in 
that much admired drama, and are executed with equal correctneſs 
and expreſſion. 

In the library over the circular drawing-room is a profile of Mrs. 
Barry, the celebrated actreſs in the reign of George the Firſt, by Sir 
Godfrey Kneller ; and Mrs. Clive, by Daviſon. This library con- 
tains a very valuable and extenſive collection of prints; among 
which are a ſeries of engraved Engliſh portraits bound in volumes,

The Earl of Orford permits his villa to be ſeen by any curious Rules for 


perſons on applying to him for a ticket, and complying with certain 
rules which he has found it neceſſary, on account of its ſituation 
ſo near London, and in a populous neighbourhood, to preſcribe.

The houſe now in the occupation of the Lady Murrays was built 
by John the laſt Earl of Radnor (of the Robarts family), and was 
lately the property of Sir Francis Baſſet. The houſe, which is now 
in the poſſeſſion of Mr. May, was built by Hudſon, the painter, 
who reſided there. 


Lord Mendip's villa has acquired much celebrity as having been 
the reſidence of Pope, who purchaſed it about the year 1715. The 
latter end of that year he removed there with his father and mother. 
This he calls one of the grand zras of his life. The improvement of 
his houſe and gardens was for many years his favourite employment. 
He was particularly intereſted in the conſtruction of a grotto, which 
he enriched with many curious ſpars and gems. Warburton obſerves, 
that © the beauty of his poetic genius appeared to as much advantage 


e in the diſpoſition of theſe romantic materials as in any of his beſt 
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„ contrived poems.“ The poet's own deſcription of his grotto 
may be ſeen in one of his letters to Mr. Blount, dated June 2, 1725 
He continued improving it till his death. In the copy of Homer 
which Pope uſed for his tranſlation (now in the Earl of Orford's li- 
brary) is a ſketch by the poet himſelf of the view from this grotto, 
including the church and part of the village of Twickenham. From 
the grotto was a ſubterraneous paſſage to the gardens on the other 
fide of the road. At this villa Pope received viſits from . the moſt 
eminent of his literary contemporaries. Swift, Gay, and himſelf 
frequently made an illuſtrious triumvirate of genius. One of Lord 
Bolingbroke's letters is addreſſed to the three Yahoos of Twickenham,

Whitton Place, the ſeat of Sir William Chambers, was built by 
Archibald Duke of Argyle, who planted a great number of exotics 
and foreſt trees, particularly a great number of cedars, which are 
now ſome of the fineſt in the kingdom. The preſent owner has 
much improved the houſe, and decorated the gardens with ſtatues, 
temples, and other buildings. 'The pleaſure grounds are not fo 
extenſive as in the Duke of Argyle's time, a conſiderable part of 
them having been reſerved at the time of Sir William Chambers's 
purchaſe by the late Mr. Goſtling, then proprietor of the whole, 
who built an elegant villa (now the property of George Goſtling, 
Eſq.) on the ſite of the great conſervatory. Many of the cedars 
are in his grounds, and the tower built by the Duke of Argyle, 
which commands a proſpect of great extent. 


Many other eminent perſons have reſided in this pariſh, but their 
place of reſidence is not preciſely aſcertained. Some of them are 
noticed in the extracts from the pariſh regiſter. Among others are

Thomas Willis, who was appointed to the vicarage of Twicken= Vicars. 
ham by parliament in 1646, was, ſays Calamy, ſon of the famous —_ 
ſchoolmaſter of that place. The vicar wrote a pamphlet, called © A 
« Warning to England, or a Prophecy of Perilous Times“. In 
1651, an augmentation of 551. (151. of which was to be paid out of 
the impropriated tithes of Twickenham) was voted by the commit- 
tees to Mr. Willis, his vicarage being only 551. per annum. In 
the return of the commiſſioners appointed to inquire into the ſtate of 
eccleſiaſtical benefices, Mr. Willis is commended as being diligent in 


obſerving all the commands of the parliament. He was 2 in

Richard Meggot, Dean of Wincheſter, was vicar of Twickenham —— 
from 1668 to 1686 *. He was a celebrated preacher ***, and author * 
of a volume of ſermons in 8vo. and ſeveral ſingle diſcourſes.

After his death, 
which happened in December 1740, two volumes of his miſcellanies 
(on ſubjects of religion and morality) were publiſhed. His funeral 
ſermon, which is in print, was preached by Jeremiah Seed, M. A. 
author of four volumes of ſermons and effays, who was his curate at 
Twickenham. | | 

Richard Terrick, afterwards Biſhop of London, was inſtituted to 
this vicarage in 1749. He held it ſome years with the biſhopric of 
Peterborough, but reſigned it on being tranſlated to London in 
1764 ; when he was ſucceeded by George Coſtard, a learned divine, 
eminently ſkilled in Grzcian and Oriental literature, and a man of 
very amiable manners. He was born about the year 1710, and re- 
ceived his education at Wadham College. This living, which he 
held till his death in 1782, was obtained for him through the intereſt 
of Lord Chancellor Northington '**. Mr. Coſtard's favourite purſuit 
was aſtronomy : he publiſhed a treatiſe on that ſcience, and another 
on its uſe in hiſtory ; letters on its riſe and progreſs among the an- 
cients, and on the chronology and aftronomy of the Chineſe. His 
theological works conſiſt of critical obſervations on ſome. of the 
Pſalms, and diſſertations on various paſſages in ſcripture. He was 
author alſo of ſome ſtrictures on Halhed's hiſtory of the Gentoo 
laws, and reflections on the language of tragedy. His library and 
inſtruments were ſold by auction ſoon after his death "?. The 
preſent vicar of Twickenham is Philip Duval, D. D. who ſucceeded 
the late Robert Burt, LL.D. in 1792.

The great plague in 1603 appears to have been very fatal at Plague years, 


Twickenham, where, though the average yearly number at that 
period did not much exceed ten, yet 67 perſons were buried from 
the beginning of Auguſt to the beginning of December. One per- 
ſon only is mentioned to have died of the plague in 1625; the num- 
ber of burials that year was 37. In 1665, 21 perſons died of the 
plague. 

At the beginning of the moſt ancient of the regiſter books are

than on its means of defence. Virginia was not long however a 
place of ſafety; the parliament ſent ſome ſhips with a ſmall force, 
who took poſſeſſion of the province without difficulty, and removed 
Sir William Berkeley from the government, but ſuffered him to 
remain unmoleſted upon his private eſtate". He reſumed the 
government upon the reſtoration of Charles II., and continued in 
Virginia till 1676, when he returned to England, after an abſence of 
thirty years. Sir William Berkeley publiſhed a hiſtory of Virginia, 
and is ſuppoſed to have drawn up the laws of that province, publiſhed 
by Francis Moryſon in 1662. He was author alſo of a tragi- comedy, 
called the Loſt Lady. The R Hon'“ John Lord Berkeley, 
„buried Sep. 5, 1678.” This nobleman, who reſided during the 
latter part of his life at his ſeat at Twickenham Park, had diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf by his conduct and valour on the King's ſide in the civil war. 
He was one of the generals in the weſt, where, in concert with Sir 
Ralph Hopton, he gained ſeveral victories, particularly an important 
done at Stratton; from which circumſtance, when he was created a 
peer by Charles II. at Bruſſels in 1658, he had the title of Lord 
Berkeley of Stratton. During the time that he was governor of 
Exeter, which city he had taken from the parliament, the Queen 
reſided there, and was brought to bed of her daughter Henrietta 
Maria. He was afterwards obliged to ſurrender this city to General 
Fairfax, after a ſiege of three months, for want of proviſions, Lord 
Berkeley was much in the confidence of his Royal maſter, who em- 
ployed him in many treaties and negotiations. During the uſurpation 
he retired to France“. His public ſervices after the Reſtoration are 
recorded in his epitaph .

Her firſt appearance on the ſtage was 
in 1728, when ſhe was introduced in the character of a page to ſing 
a ſong. The ſame ſeaſon ſhe got great applauſe by acting the cha- 
racter of Phillida. Her performance of Nell in the Devil to Pay, in 
1731, fully eſtabliſhed her character for comic excellence. For 
thirty years and upwards, during which time, with the intermiſſion 


of a few ſeaſons, ſhe was engaged at Drury-lane, ſhe continued in 


full poſſeſſion of the public favour, playing a great variety of cha- 
raters in comedy and ballad farces. She ſhone particularly in 
chambermaids, romps, ſuperannuated beauties, viragoes, and all whim- 
ſical and affected characters. In 1769, having acquired a handſome 
competence, ſhe reſolved, though ſtill retaining her comic powers, 
to bid adieu to the ſtage, and after her benefit that year, ſpoke a 
farewell addreſs, written upon the occaſion by the preſent Earl of 
Orford, in whoſe neighbourhood at Strawberry-hill ſhe reſided. The 
remainder of her life was ſpent in an honourable independence; but 
ſhe nobly retrenched from the luxuries which it might have afforded 
her, to adminiſter to the comforts of a brother and ſiſter whoſe 
means of ſubſiſtence were but ſlender. Mrs. Clive was married in 
the year 1732 to George Clive, Eſq. and though this match did not 
turn out happily, her character always ſtood unimpeached. Mrs. 
Clive is recorded in the Biographia Dramatica as the writer of ſome 
ſmall dramatic pieces, which were performed at her own benefits.

The commiſſioners appointed to inquire into the 
ſtate of eccleſiaſtical benefices reported, that there was in the pariſh 
of Wilſdon, or reputed in that pariſh, a chapel, a mile and an half 
from the church; but that Mr. Chriſtopher Clapham, owner of 
the adjoining houſe, maintained that it was a pariſh of itſelf, there 
being no other congregation but his houſe to repair thither. The 
incumbent was then —— Taylor, put out for ſcandal at Hemp- 
ſed in Hertfordſhire *. He had for his ſalary at Twyford 10l. 
The falary now paid by the lord of the manor is 61. per annum. 
The preſent incumbent is the Rev. George Nicholas, LL.D. who 
ſucceeded Richard Shury in 1785. There is only monthly duty. 

In the year 1251 there were ten inhabited houſes in this pariſh 
beſides the manor-houſe. When it became depopulated I do not 
know ; but in the reign of Queen Elizabeth there remained only the 
manor-houſe (then the ſeat of John Lyon, Gent.), which has conti- 
nued to be equally ſolitary ever ſince”. The farmer who occupies it 
is, of courſe, perpetual churchwarden. Overſeer of the poor is an 
office not neceſſary; for, by ſubmitting to the inconvenience of hiring 
his ſervants for a term ſhort of twelve months, the tenant eſcapes that 
of being burdened by paupers. Twyford-houſe has at preſent ten

There is no pariſh regiſter extant of more ancient date than 1722.

The firſt leaſe I 
have any account of after the Reſtoration is in 1697, for the lives of 
Francis Heath, of Greenford, his wife Anne, and Leonard Hench- 
man. Ann Heath, in the year 1720, conveyed her intereſt in the 
leaſe to Thomas Wood, Eſq. of Littleton *, and Mr. Wood, in 1721, 


to Mr. John Miles, of Hampſtead, who, in 1737, conveyed the re- 


verſion, after his own life, to Sir John Lade, Bart. The leaſe was 


renewed in 1761 and 1778*. In 1784 it was afligned by the 
preſent Sir John Lade to Mr. Foſter, coach-maker in Long-acre, 


and in 1788 was purchaſed of truſtees acting under his will, 


by Dame Sarah, relict of Sir Thomas Saluſbury. A court-leet and 
a court-baron are held for this manor, which extends over a conſi- 
derable part of the pariſh.

The moſt eminent divines who have held this prebend are Henry 
Maſon (author ins various devotional and theological works), who re- 
ſigned in 1637 *', and his ſucceſſor Samuel Hoard, author of ſeveral 
ſermons, and a tract called © God's Love to Mankind manifeſted 
« by diſproving his abſolute Decree for their Damnation.“ The 
preſent prebendary is the Rev. Charles Sturges, M. A. who was col- 
lated by Biſhop Terrick in 1768. 

The prebendal manor of Neaſdon was on leaſe to the Roberts 
family for ſome time previouſly to the civil war, and was purchaſed 
upon the ſale of church-lands by Sir William Roberts, the leſſee 
There are no demeſnes now belonging to it. 

The preſent prebendary of Neaſdon is Thomas Jackſon, D. D. 
one of the canons reſidentiary, who was collated to it in 1792. 

The prebendal manor of Broomſbury, or Brandſbury, was leaſed in 
the year 1638 to Edward Roberts, Eſq. for three lives. In 1649 
it was purchaſed by Ralph Davies and others“. At the Reſtoration 
the former leſſees were reinſtated. This manor was for a con- 
ſiderable time held on leaſe by the Marſh family. Mr. Ralph Marſh 
aſſigned his intereſt in two thirds of it, anno 1749, to John Stace, Eſq.“ 
by whom this ſhare was made over to Joſeph Gibſon, Eſq. in 1765. 
In 1777 Mr. Gibſon conveyed it to William Cowley, Eſq. Mr. Cow- 
ley to Mrs, Elizabeth Craſswell in 1779, and the latter in 1782 to 
Mr. John Millet, who being declared a bankrupt in 1784, it was pur- 
chaſed of his aſſignees by Lady Saluſbury in 1788. The remaining 
third part was conveyed-by Ralph Marſh, in the year 1708, to Lydia, 
wife of Richard James, and Eliz. Baker her ſiſter; after the death of 
Richard James, his widow Lydia married Denington Bradley; ſhe had 
iſſue a daughter, by each of her huſbands ; but Lydia, her daughter 
by James, died. unmarried, and left her intereſt in the eſtate to Mar-

It appears by Lord Shaftſbury's letters to, Sir John Copley, that he 
dreaded the ſmoke of London as ſo prejudicial to his health, that 
whenever the wind was eaſterly he quitted Little Chelſea.

tration which is ſo deſirable in a profeſſor, and therefore took a very 
ſmall ſhare in the department which was allotted him; the remain- 
der was diſcharged by Mr. Morgan, who was employed alſo in 
ſome other branches of literature. The general courſe of lectures 
in Pneumatology, Ethics, and Divinity, in Jewiſh Antiquities, and 
Church Hiſtory, was aſſigned to Dr. Rees, who had ſome concern 
likewiſe in the mathematical and philoſophical department. The 
ſubjects undertaken by Dr. Kippis were, Univerſal Grammar, Rhe- 
toric, Chronology, and Hiſtory, to which were occaſionally added 
other ſubjects connected with the Belles Lettres. Mr, Worthington 
was the claſſical tutor, in which employment he continued only one 
year. He was ſucceeded by Mr. Morgan; Mr. Morgan by Mr. 
Gilbert Wakefield ; Mr. Wakefield by Mr. John Pope; and Mr. 

Pope by Mr. Currie. In 1790 a conſiderable alteration in the ar- 
rangement took place by the election of Mr. Belſham, who became 

_ theological tutor, Dr. Rees taking upon himſelf the whole ſeries 

of mathematical, philoſophical, and aſtronomical ſcience. At Chriſt- 

- mas 1791, Dr. Kippis reſigned his department in the college, and 
entirely quitted the buſineſs of education, in which he had been 
engaged near 30 years. The preſent tutors are Dr. Rees, Mr.

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Belſham, and Mr. Currie. Dr. Prieſtley never had any department

THE inhabitants have been numbered in the pariſhes of 

Hayes, Heſton, Iſleworth, Teddington, Twickenham, and 
Twyford. A perſon was employed to number thoſe of Hackney, 
but met with ſuch difficulties that he gave up the taſk when it-was 
too late to procure any other to undertake it. The reſult of his 
inquiry, as far as it was carried into execution, ſhewed that in 
475 houſes, being the whole of Church-ſtreet and part of Mare- 
ſtreet, there were 2521 inhabitants. The whole numberof houſes (in- 
cluding the 475 at'Hackney) is 2339, the inhabitants 12995. The 
proportion is not ſo high as appeared by the ſurvey made of ſome 
pariſhes in Surrey, being little more than 5% to a houſe ; allowing 
for empty houſes, I think 5 will be a fair calculation. In the
